his/her  disability  retirement.   The

(b)  If  the  board  of  trustees  finds 
that  any  disability  beneficiary  is  engaged 
in  or  is  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful 
occupation  paying  more  than  the  difference 
between  his  retirement  allowance  and  the 
annual  amount  of  compensation  currently 
payable  for  the  job  classification  last 
held  by  the  beneficiary  prior  to  his 
disability  retirement,  then  his  state 
annuity  may  be  reduced  to  an  amount  which, 
together  with  his  member  annuity  and  the 
annual  amount  earnable  by  him,  is  equal  to 
the  annual  amount  of  compensation 
currently  payable  for  the  job 
classification  last  held  by  the  disabled 
beneficiary.   Such  reduction  shall  not  be 
made  if  the  disabled  beneficiary 
demonstrates  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board  of  trustees  that  the  annual 
compensation  currently  earnable  by  him 
does  not  exceed  the  difference  between  his 
retirement  allowance  and  the  annual  amount 
of  compensation  currently  payable  for  the 
job  classification  which  he  last  held 
prior  to  his  disability  retirement.   If 
his  earning  capacity  is  later  changed,  his 
state  annuity  may  be  further  modified; 
provided  that  the  new  state  annuity  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  state  annuity 
originally  granted  nor  an  amount  which, 
when  added  to  the  amount  earnable  by  him, 
together  with  his  member  annuity,  equals 
the  annual  amount  of  compensation 
currently  payable  for  the  job 
classification  last  held  prior  to  his 
disability  retirement.   It  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  disability 
beneficiary  to  file  with  the  board  of 
trustees,  annually  on  a  date  determined  by 
the  board,  proof  of  the  annual  amount  of 
compensation  currently  earnable  by  him  and 
of  the  annual  amount  of  compensation 
currently  payable  for  the  job 
classification  last  held  by  him  prior  to 
his  disability  retirement. 
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(c)  Any  amounts  which  may  be  paid 
or  payable  to  or  on  account  of  any  member 
or  retired  member  on  account  of  any 
disability  to  which  the  employer  has  made 
contributions  under  the  provisions  of  any 
workmen's  compensation  or  similar  law  or 
plan  shall,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  determine,  be  offset 
against  and  payable  in  lieu  of  any  state 
annuity  on  account  of  the  same  disability. 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

2  Firemen:  Disability  Provisions 
Changed.   Amend  RSA  102:18  (supp)  as 
amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

Examination. 

I.  Upon  the  application  to  the 
retirement  board  of  a  member  in  active 
service,  any  member  who  has  15  or  more 
years  of  creditable  service  may  be  retired 
on  an  ordinary  disability  retirement 
allowance  consisting  of  an  annual  sum 
equal  to  2/3  his  average  final  salary  as 
defined  in  RSA  102:15;  provided  that,  the 
physician  or  physicians  designated  by  the 
board  certify  that  he  is  mentally  or 
physically  incapacitated  for  the  further 
performance  of  duty,  that  such  incapacity 
is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and  that  he 
should  be  retired. 

XI.  Once  each  year  during  the  first 
years  following  the  retirement  of  a  member 
on  a  total  and  permanent  disability,  or 
ordinary  disability  retirement,  and  once 
in  every  3  year  period  thereafter,  the 
board  may  require  any  disability 
beneficiary,  who  has  not  attained  age  65, 
to  undergo  a  medical  examination  by  a 
physician  or  physicians  designated  by  the 
board.   If  any  disability  beneficiary,  who 
has  not  attained  age  65,  refuses  to  submit 
to  such  medical  examination,  his 
retirement  may  be  discontinued  by  the 
board,  until  his  withdrawal  of  such 
refusal,  and  if  his  refusal  continues  for 
more  than  a  year  all  his  rights  in  and  to 
his  pension  may  be  revoked  by  the  board. 
If  the  physician  or  physicians  designated 
by  the  board  report  and  certify  that  the 
disability  beneficiary  is  again  able  to 
engage  in  fire  duty,  his  retirement 
allowance  shall  be  continued  until  such 
time  as  the  community  from  which  he  is 
retired  is  able  to  rehire  him.   On  his 
reinstatement  to  active  service  his  rate 
of  assessment  shall  be  the  same  as 
assessed  against  him  previous  to  the  date 
of  his  disability,  and  his  period  of 
disability  shall  be  considered  as  part  of 
continuous  service. 

III.  If  the  retirement  board  finds 
that  any  member  retired  on  an  ordinary 
disability  allowance  under  this  section  is 
engaged  in  a  gainful  occupation  paying 
more  than  the  difference  between  his 
annual  retirement  allowance  and  the  annual 
amount  of  compensation  currently  payable 
for  the  job  classification  last  held  by 
the  beneficiary  prior  to  his  disability 
retirement,  then  his  disability  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  diminished  and  his 


retirement  allowance  shall  be  reduced  to 
an  amount  which,  together  with  the  annual 
amount  earnable  by  him,  shall  equal  the 
annual  amount  of  compensation  currently 
payable  for  the  job  classification  last 
held  by  the  disabled  beneficiary.   Such 
reduction  shall  not  be  made  if  the 
disabled  beneficiary  demonstrates  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  retirement  board  that 
the  annual  compensation  currently  earnable 
by  him  does  not  exceed  the  difference 
between  his  retirement  allowance  and  the 
annual  amount  of  compensation  currently 
payable  for  the  job  classification  which 
he  last  held  prior  to  his  disability 
retirement.   If  his  earnings  from  such 
gainful  occupation  are  later  changed,  his 
retirement  allowance  may  be  further 
modified  by  the  retirement  board; 
provided,  however,  that  his  retirement 
allowance  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the 
original  grant  nor  an  amount  which  when 
added  to  the  amount  being  earned  by  him 
equals  the  annual  amount  of  compensation 
currently  payable  for  the  job 
classification  last  held  prior  to  his 
disability  retirement.   It  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  retired  member  to 
file  with  the  retirement  board,  annually 
on  a  date  determined  by  the  board,  proof 
of  the  annual  amount  of  compensation 
currently  earnable  by  him  and  of  the 
annual  amount  of  compensation  currently 
payable  for  the  job  classification  last 
held  by  him  prior  to  his  disability 
retirement.

SUPREME  COURT  OPINION  ON  HB  1136 
The  undersigned  justices  of  the 
supreme  court  return  the  following  reply 
to  the  question  presented  in  your 
resolution  adopted  on  May  3,  1977,  and 
filed  in  this  court  on  May  5,  1977.   The 
question  reads  as  follows: 
"Can  a  New  Hampshire  statute  declaring 
that  the  lateral  marine  boundary  between 
New  Hampshire  and  Maine  is  or  ought  to  be 
different  from  the  boundary  as  specified 
in  the  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  New  Hampshire  v.  Maine, 
426  U.S.  363  (1976)  supersede  or  in  any 
way  affect  the  validity  of  that  decree?" 

House  Bill  1136  seeks  to  declare  null 
and  void  a  consent  decree  entered  by  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  New  Hampshire 
v.  Maine,  426  U.S.  363  (1976),  which 
located  the  lateral  marine  boundary 
between  Maine  and  New  Hampshire.   The  bill 
asserts  that  the  consent  decree  is 
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"inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  people 
of  New  Hampshire"  and  violates  article  I, 
section  10,  clause  3  of  the  United  States 
Constitution  which  states  that  no  state 
shall  enter  into  an  agreement  or  compact 
with  another  state  without  the  consent  of 
Congress . 

In  1973,  the  legislature  declared  that 
it  did  not  agree  to  and  had  never 
acquiesced  in  the  boundary  as  shown  on  the 
1956  U.S.  Geological  Survey  Map.   Laws 
1973,  ch.  58.   It  thereafter  established  a 
new  commission  the  function  of  which  was 
to  discuss  and  solve  the  problem  with 
Maine  officials.   The  enabling  legislation 
stated  that,  if  mutual  agreement  were 
reached  between  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  state  of  Maine,  it  would  bind  New 
Hampshire  subject  only  to  the  consent  of 
Congress.   Laws  1973,  564:3.   After 
extensive  negotiations,  no  agreement  was 
reached.   At  the  request  of  the  Governor, 
the  attorney  general  filed  an  original 
action  against  Maine  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.   The  case  was  accepted  by 
the  court.  New  Hampshire  v.  Maine,  414 
U.S.  810  (1973),  which  referred  it  to  Mr. 
Justice  Clark  as  Special  Master.   New 
Hampshire  v.  Maine,  414  U.S.  996  (1973). 
Negotiations  by  the  attorneys  general  of 
the  two  states  and  their  staffs  resulted 
in  a  proposed  consent  decree  which  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  New  Hampshire 
approved  on  June  26,  1974.   The  Governor 
and  Council  of  Maine  followed  suit  shortly 
thereafter . 

The  Supreme  Court  entered  the  decree 
holding,  among  other  things,  that  the 
settlement  was  not  an  agreement  or  compact 
within  the  meaning  of  article  I,  section 
10,  clause  3  of  the  federal  constitution. 
The  Court  reasoned  that  the  two  states 
were  not  adjusting  the  boundary  between 
them  but  merely  locating  precisely  the 
boundary  that  was  fixed  somewhat 
ambiguously  in  a  1740  decree  issued  by 
King  George  II.   2  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 
790,  793  (1913). 

To  the  extent  that  House  Bill  1136 
seeks  to  deny  the  binding  character  of  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  it  is  inconsistent 
with  our  own  statute,  RSA  1:15  (Supp. 
1975)  (inserted  by  Laws  1973,  ch.  580). 
That  statute  declares  a  certain  line  to  be 
the  boundary  between  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire  "until  otherwise  established  by 
law,  interstate  compact  or  judgment  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States." 
(Emphasis  added.) 

The  legislature  cannot  claim  that  it 
did  not  approve  the  actual  litigation 
since  it  specifically  appropriated  funds 
to  pay  for  it.   Laws  1973,  376:14.   Nor 
can  it  take  the  position  that  the  actions 
of  the  attorney  general  and  his  assistants 
were  unauthorized.   St.  Regis  Co.  v. 
Board,  92  N.H.  164,  26  A. 2d  832  (1942)   In 
entering  into  a  consent  decree  the 
attorney  general  was  acting  within  the 
limits  of  his  broad  authority  to  manage 
the  state's  litigation  and  to  make  any 
disposition  of  a  case  which  he  deems  is  in 
the  state's  best  interest.   Bokowsky  v. 
State,  HI  N.H.  57,  274  A. 2d  785  (1971); 


State  V.  Swift,  101  N.H.  340,  143  A. 2d 
114  (1958);  see  State  ex  rel.  Derryberry 
V.  Kern  McGee  Corp.,  516  P. 2d  813,  818 
(Okla.  1973);  Annot.,  81  A.L.R.  124 
(1932).   Concurrent  Resolution  No.  4, 
which  did  not  have  the  force  of  law  and 
which  was  passed  after  the  attorney 
general  had  reached  an  agreement  with 
Maine,  did  not  make  the  attorney  general's 
actions  illegal  or  unauthorized. 

The  Supreme  Court's  determination  that 
the  consent  decree  did  not  violate  the 
"Compact  Clause"  may  not,  of  course,  be 
overruled  by  the  New  Hampshire 
legislature.   The  Court's  interpretation 
of  the  scope  and  meaning  of  the  federal 
constitution  is  binding  upon  the  states. 
Cooper  V.  Aaron,  358  U.S.  1  (1958).   Very 
early  in  our  country's  development.  Chief 
Justice  Marshall  recognized  that  our 
system  of  federalism  and  constitutional 
government  cannot  tolerate  attempts  by 
states  to  annul  the  judgments  of  the 
Supreme  Court.   United  States  v.  Peters,  9 
U.S.  (5  Cranch)  115  (1809).   One  notable 
attempt  by  state  officials  to  ignore  or 
supersede  a  ruling  of  the  Court  was 
emphatically  condemned  by  the  Justices. 
Cooper  V.  Aaron  supra;  see  G.  Gunther, 
Cases  and  Materials  on  Constitutional  Law 
32-33  (1975).   The  proposed  legislation 
is,  in  our  opinion,  inconsistent  with  the 
basic  principles  of  federalism  and  of 
constitutional  law.   As  the  consent  decree 
states  "the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  its 
officers,  agents  and  representatives,  its 
citizens  and  all  other  persons  are 
perpetually  enjoined  from  disputing  the 
sovereignty,  jurisdiction  and  dominion  of 
Maine  over  the  territory  adjudged  to  her 
by  this  decree."   Motion  for  Entry  of 
Judgment  by  Consent  of  Plaintiff  and 
Defendant,  New  Hampshire  v.  Maine,  No.  64, 
October  Term,  1973,  at  4. 

The  answer  to  the  question  is  "No."

If  the  judge 
determines  that  the  needs  of  the  county  do 
not  warrant  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
guardian,  a  part-time  public  guardian  may 
be  appointed.   Appointments  shall  be  for  a 
term  of  2  years  and  any  person  may  be 
reappointed  upon  recommendation  of  the 
guardian  advisory  council. 

Amend  RSA  547-A:5  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

547-A:5  Appointment  of  Co-Guardian. 
At  the  request  of  a  relative,  friend,  or 
other  interested  party,  that  relative, 
friend,  or  other  interested  party  may  be 
appointed  co-guardian  in  conjunction  with 
the  appointment  of  a  public  or  private 
guardian.   Both  co-guardians  shall  make 
themselves  readily  available  to  each  other 
to  consult,  gather  and  share  all  relevant 
information  and  plan  and  decide  procedures 
which  execute  the  powers  and  duties 
assigned  by  the  appointing  court. 
Disagreements  shall  be  resolved  upon 
petition  by  decision  of  the  court,  prior 
to  which  emergency  decisions  by  the 


professional  guardian  shall  prevail. 
Absence  or  unavailability  of  either 
co-guardian  empowers  the  other  to  act  in 
the  capacity  of  guardian.   Absence  and 
unavailability  of  both  co-guardians 
without  coverage  for  31  days  or  longer 
automatically  requires  a  hearing  before 
the  appointing  court. 

Amend  RSA  547-A:6  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

547-A:6   Establishment  of  a  Guardian 
Advisory  Council.   There  is  hereby 
established  a  guardian  advisory  council  to 
institute  values  for  the  highest  standards 
of  ethical  responsibility,  and  humane 
rehabilitative  care.   The  council  shall 
provide  guidelines  and  recommendations  to 
the  courts  for  the  most  effective  use  of 
guardian/conservator  services  for  disabled 
persons.   The  council  shall  consist  of  at 
least  10  members  to  be  selected  by  the 
chief  judge  of  the  probate  courts  from 
among  elected  officers  of  recognized 
professional  organizations  representing 
the  following  disciplines:   psychiatry, 
general  medicine  and/or  primary  medical 
care,  primary  and  secondary  education, 
mental  retardation,  pediatrics,  nursing, 
law,  physical  medicine,  probate 
jurisprudence,  psychology,  social  work, 
vocational  rehabilitation  and  financial 
administration  or  banking.   Members  of  the 
council  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

Amend  RSA  547-A:7  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

547-A:7   Duties  of  the  Guardian 
Advisory  Council. 

I.  The  council  shall  suggest 
guidelines  for  determination  of  extent  of 
disability,  and  for  determination  of 
recovery  from  disability  which  impairs  an 
individual's  ability  to  make  and  carry  out 
decisions  for  care  of  one's  own  person  and 
impairs  an  individual's  ability  to 
exercise  rights,  powers  and  personal 
responsibilities  without  creation  of 
specific  risk  of  harm  to  one's  self  or 
others . 

II.  The  council  shall  suggest 
guidelines  which  will  assist  the  courts  in 
determining  the  type  and  limits  of 
guardianship  or  conservatorship 
appropriate  for  specific  disabilities.   It 
shall  attempt  to  identify  treatment  and 
rehabilitative  programs,  resources  and 
expertise  which  can  restore  with  least 
restriction  a  disabled  person  to  full 
competence. 

III.  The  council  shall  assist  the 
judges  of  the  probate  courts  with 
recommendations  for  appointments  and 
reappointments  to  fill  public  guardian 
positions  and  shall  be  available  for 
consultation  to  each  probate  court.   It 
shall  provide  guidelines  to  probate  judges 
as  to  appropriate  qualifications  for 
selection  of  public  guardians  or 
co-guardians.   It  shall  recommend  for  each 
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public  guardian  a  professional  development 
program  of  education  and  training.   The 
council  shall  suggest  a  limit  of  numbers 
of  wards  and  types  of  disability 
assignable  to  each  guardian. 

Amend  RSA  547-A:8  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

547-A:8   Compensation.   Public 
guardians  and  administrative  staff  in 
Belknap  and  Merrimack  counties  shall  be 
compensated  with  a  fixed  salary 
commensurate  with  the  responsibilities  of 
the  position  to  be  set  by  the  advisory 
council.   Administrative  costs  and 
salaries  shall  come  from  state  funds  which 
have  been  earmarked  to  cover  the  costs  and 
salaries  of  the  operation  and 
administration  of  the  offices,  or  federal 
funds  made  available  for  the  purposes  of 
this  chapter. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

2  Appropriation.   There  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  division  of  welfare, 
department  of  health  and  welfare,  the  sum 
of  $8,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1978  and  a  like  amount  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1979  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act.

HB  674,  relative  to  conferences  of 
probate  judges.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Tucker  for  Appropriations. 

This  slight  change  in  the  statutes 

will  have  no  additional  financial 

impact. 

Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  862,  relative  to  establishing  a 
family  review  board  for  proceedings  in 
contested  child  support  and  custody 
matters.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep. 
Tucker  for  Appropriations. 

The  intent  of  the  bill  is 
commendable.   As  written,  it  would 
present  an  undue  burden  on  the  court 
system.   A  motion  will  be  made  to  have 
the  bill  referred  to  the  Judicial 
Council  for  study  and  a  report  by 
January  2,  1978.   The  sponsors 
concur.   The  Committee  vote  was 
unanimous. 

Rep.  Tucker  moved  that  the  words, 
Refer  to  Judiciary  for  Interim  Study,  be 
substituted  for  the  committee  report, 
Inexpedient  to  Legislate.

Rep.  Tucker  for  Appropriations. 


The  increase  of  unemployment  pay  has 
very  little  effect  on  state  funds  even 
though  we  are  self-insured  as  we 
seldom  abolish  filled  positions. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  487,  relative  to  the  publication  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.   Ought  to 
Pass.   Rep.  Tucker  for  Appropriations. 
This  bill  allows  printing  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated  beyond 
present  recompilation  authority. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  597,  relative  to  the  application 
and  expenditure  of  federal  funds  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor.   Ought 
to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  Tucker  for 
Appropriations . 

This  bill  revises  the  procedure  for 
the  expenditure  of  federal  funds  by 
providing  that  such  funds  may  be 
received  only  by  authorization  of  the 
general  court. 

Amendment 
Amend  RSA  14 : 30-a  as  inserted  by 
section  4  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

14:30-a  Committee.   There  is  hereby 
established  a  fiscal  committee  of  the 
general  court.   Said  committee  shall 
consist  of  8  members,  5  shall  be  members 
of  the  house  appropriations  committee 
appointed  by  the  speaker,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  house 
appropriations  committee,  3  shall  be 
members  of  the  senate  appointed  by  the 
president,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  senate  finance  committee.

Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  600,  relative  to  the  importation  of 
dogs  and  cats  into  the  state  and  the  sale 
of  same.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment. 
Rep.  Tucker  for  Appropriations. 

The  bill  can  be  administered  at  little 
additional  cost  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.   The  amendment  provides 
for  the  deposit  of  fees  to  the  general 
fund  and  allows  for  a  process  to 
protect  the  consumer  against  the 
purchase  of  defective  dogs  and  cats.

After  January  1,  the  license  fee  shall  be 
$25.   If  after  inspection  such  department 
finds  that  the  premises,  cages  and 
facilities  thereon  meet  the  proper 
standards  for  health  and  sanitation  and 
that  their  use  will  not  result  in  inhumane 
treatment  of  said  animals  or  birds,  a 
license  shall  be  issued.

Each  such  license  shall  be  subject 
to  revocation  at  any  time  by  the 
department  of  agriculture  if  in  the 
judgment  of  such  department  the  conditions 
under  which  it  was  issued  are  not  being 
maintained.   Each  licensee  shall  be 
inspected  by  an  employee  of  the  department 
of  agriculture  or  by  a  person  appointed  by 
the  department  of  agriculture  no  less 
frequently  than  every  6  months.   Upon 
receipt  of  a  written  complaint  alleging 
violation  of  this  chapter,  the  department 
of  agriculture  shall  investigate  said 
complaint  within  a  reasonable  time.   All 
license  fees  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
state  treasury.

bridge  between  Walpole,  New  Hampshire 

and  Bellows  Falls,  Vermont. 

$3,000,000  will  be  federal  funds.

HB  573,  providing  for  the  acquisition 
of  certain  dams  and  water  rights  by  the 
water  resources  board  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.   Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment.

Authorizes  the  repair  to  Ballard  Pond 
Dam  so  that  the  up  and  down  saw  mill 
can  be  used  and  the  pond  restored. 
Dam  was  drained  two  weeks  ago  because 
of  excessive  leaking.

The  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  and  notes 
issued  for  the  projects  in  sections  1  and  2  shall  be  made  when  due  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  state;  provided,  however,  that  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  on  bonds  issued  for  $53,600  of  the  projects  in  section  1, 
paragraph  II,  B,  the  project  in  section  1,  paragraph  V,  C,  (7),  and  all  of  the 
projects  in  section  1,  paragraphs  X  and  XIII  shall  be  made  from  the  highway 
fund. 

7  Liquidation.   The  state  treasurer  is  authorized  to  deduct  from  the  fund 
accruing  to  the  university  under  RSA  187:24,  or  appropriation  in  lieu  thereof, 
for  each  fiscal  year  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  interest  and 
principal  payments  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  issued  for  the  purposes  of  section  2. 

8  Transfers.   The  individual  project  appropriations,  as  provided  in  sections 
1  and  2,  shall  not  be  transferred  or  expended  for  any  other  purposes; 
provided,  however,  that  the  governor  and  council  may  transfer  any  balance 
estimated  to  be  available  upon  completion  of  an  individual  project  to  other 
projects  within  the  same  section. 

9  Reduction  of  Appropriations  and  Bonding  Authority. 

I.  If  the  net  appropriation  of  state  funds  for  any  project  provided  for 
by  sections  1  and  2  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  an  estimate  of  anticipated 
federal,  local  or  other  funds,  and  if  the  amount  of  such  funds  actually 
received  or  available  is  less  than  said  estimate,  then  the  total  authorized 
cost  for  such  project  and  the  net  appropriation  of  state  funds  therefor  each 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  same  proportion  as  the  proportion  by  which  federal, 
local  or  other  funds  are  reduced.   The  amount  of  bonding  authorized  by  section 
8  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  that  the  appropriation  of  state  funds  is 
reduced  pursuant  to  this  section. 

II.  If  any  federal,  local  or  other  funds,  not  anticipated,  become 
available  for  any  project  provided  for  in  sections  1  and  2,  they  are  hereby 
appropriated  and  the  net  appropriation  of  state  funds  and  the  amount  of 
bonding  authorized  by  section  8  shall  be  reduced  by  an  amount  equal  to  the 
federal,  local  or  other  funds  available. 

10  Powers  of  Governor  and  Council.   The  governor  and  council  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered: 
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I.   To  cooperate  with  and  enter  into  such  agreements  with  the  federal 
government  or  any  agency  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  to  secure 
federal  funds  for  the  purposes  hereof. 

II.  To  accept  any  federal  funds  which  are,  or  become  available  for  any 
project  under  sections  1  beyond  the  estimated  amounts.   The  net  appropriation 
of  state  funds  for  any  project  for  which  such  additional  federal  funds  are 
accepted  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such  additional  funds,  and  the 
amount  of  bonding  authorized  by  section  8  shall  be  reduced  by  the  same  amount. 

11  Expenditures,  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

I.  The  appropriations  made  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  section  2  and  the 
sums  available  for  these  projects  shall  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the 
university  of  New  Hampshire.   All  contracts  for  the  construction  of  all  or  any 
part  of  said  building  or  facilities  shall  be  let  only  after  competitive  sealed 
bids  have  been  received  and  only  after  an  advertisement  calling  for  such  bids 
has  been  published  at  least  once  in  each  of  2  successive  calendar  weeks  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  New  Hampshire  or  in  a  trade  journal  known 
to  be  circulated  among  the  contractors  from  whom  bids  will  be  sought  with  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  or  elsewhere  in  the  area.   The  first  publication  of 
such  advertisement  shall  be  not  less  than  30  days  prior  to  the  date  the  bids 
will  be  received.   All  conditions  considered,  wherever  possible,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  services  of  New  Hampshire  architectural  and  construction 
firms  be  considered  within  the  discretion  of  the  trustees. 

II.  AVAILABILITY  OF  APPROPRIATION.   The  appropriations  made  in  section  2 
are  available  for  all  costs  incidental  to  the  erection,  furnishing,  and 
equipping  of  these  facilities  including  the  necessary  extension  of  utilities 
and  includes  the  cost  of  the  services  of  architects,  engineers,  and  other 
consultants  of  such  kind  and  capacity  as  the  university  board  of  trustees  may, 
in  its  discretion,  wish  to  employ  on  such  terras  and  conditions  as  the  board 
determines,  and  include  the  cost  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the  facilities 
with  moveable  equipment  and  furnishings  not  affixed  to  the  buildings,  and 
which  are  not  listed  in  the  specifications  approved  for  implementation  of  the 
construction  plans.   These  monies  shall  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the 
university  board  of  trustees. 

III.  REJECTION  OF  LOW  BIDS.   If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  of  the 
university,  just  cause  exists  indicating  the  lowest  bid  should  be  rejected, 
then  the  contract  may  be  awarded  to  the  next  lowest  bidder. 

IV.  REJECTION  OF  ALL  BIDS.   The  board  of  trustees  of  the  university  has  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  and,  if  the  lowest  bid  is  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation,  the  board  has  the  right  to  negotiate  with  the  low  bidder  or 
with  the  3  lowest  bidders  for  a  contract  for  the  construction  upon  terms 
considered  most  advantageous  to  the  university.   If  only  one  bid  is  received, 
the  board  of  trustees  may  negotiate  a  contract  for  the  construction  on  terras 
considered  most  advantageous  to  the  university  and  to  the  state.   Any 
authorization  contained  in  this  act  which  is  at  variance  with  the  requirements 
of  applicable  federal  law  and  regulations  shall  be  controlled  by  the  terras  of 
the  federal  law  and  regulations.

HB  469,  increasing  the  minimum  age  for 
purchase,  sale  and  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages  to  19  years.

This  bill  was  very  difficult  to  pass 
judgment  on.   A  look  at  revenues  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Liquor  Commission 
revealed  that  between  the  years  of 
1968-1975  the  increase  in  beer  tax  has 
been  an  average  of  6.75%.   In  1974, 
the  first  year  that  the  age  of 
majority  was  18,  the  state  realized  an 
11%  increase  in  net  profits  from  the 
beer  tax  on  a  $316,726  increase.   The 
Committee  did  not  attempt  to  determine 
the  amount  of  increased  revenue  that 
resulted  from  lowering  the  age  of 
majority  but  the  facts  indicate  that 
some  portion  of  the  increase  in 
revenue  is  the  result  of  bringing  the 
18-21  age  group  into  the  market. 
Testimony  was  given  that  increasing 
the  drinking  age  to  19  would  have  no 
impact  on  our  state  revenues.   The 
Committee  felt  that  this  statement  was 
contrary  to  the  facts.

Therefore,  the  Committee  amended  HB 
469  to  address  the  problem  that 
apparently  has  arisen  in  our  public 
schools.

571-C: 3   Intoxicating  Beverages  on 
Public  School  Property. 

I.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any 
person  to  have  in  his  possession  or 
consume  any  intoxicating  beverage  on  any 
public  school  property.   It  shall  also  be 
a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to  be  under 
the  influence  of  intoxicating  beverages  on 
public  school  property  whether  or  not  the 
intoxicating  beverage  was  consumed  on  said 
school  property.   Public  school  property 
shall  include  the  buildings  and  property 
included  in  any  public  primary,  junior 
high  school  or  secondary  or  high  school.

SUPREME  COURT  OPINION  ON  HB  567 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

The  undersigned  justices  of  the 
supreme  court  return  the  following  reply 
to  the  questions  contained  in  your 
resolution  filed  in  the  supreme  court  on 
April  28,  1977. 

Your  questions  are  as  follows: 

"I.   Does  House  Bill  567,  as  drafted, 
conflict  with  Part  I,  Article  36  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Constitution? 

"II.   Does  the  proposed  amendment  to 
House  Bill  567  conflict  with  Part  I, 
Article  36  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution? 

"III.   If  the  answer  to  question 
number  two  is  'yes',  how  does  the  proposed 
amendment  to  House  Bill  567  differ  from 
RSA  490:2,  II  and  III,  and  from  RSA  491:2, 
II  and  III?" 

House  bill  567,  entitled  "An  Act 
relative  to  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system  cost  of  living  increases,"  provides 
for  the  amendment  of  RSA  ch.  lOO-A  by  the 
addition  of  the  following  provision: 


"100-A:43  Supplemental  Allowances  in 
General .   Any  .  .  .  member  of  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system  .  .  .  who 
retires  after  July  1,  1977  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  supplemental 
allowance,  if  and  when  enacted  by  the 
legislature,  for  each  month  of  the 
bienniura.  .  .  . 

"This  act  shall  take  effect  60  days 
after  its  passage." 

The  amendment  to  House  bill  567  would 
strike  out  "all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  (insert)  in  place  thereof": 

"100-A:13-a  Additional  Annuities.   As 
additional  compensation  for  services 
rendered  and  to  be  rendered  after  July  1, 
1977,  any  (member)  of  the  New  Hampshire 
retirement  system  .  .  .  who  retires  after 
August  1,  1977  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  an  annuity  increase  if  and  when 
enacted  by  the  legislature.  .  .  . 

"This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1, 
1977." 

The  constitutionality  of  these 
alternative  provisions  is  put  into 
question  by  part  I,  article  36,  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Constitution  providing: 

"Economy  being  a  most  essential  virtue 
in  all  states,  especially  in  a  young  one, 
no  pension  shall  be  granted  but  in 
consideration  of  actual  services;  and  such 
pensions  ought  to  be  granted  with  great 
caution,  by  the  legislature,  and  never  for 
more  than  one  year  at  a  time." 

This  court  has  previously  construed 
article  36  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution  in  Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
78  N.H.  617,  100  A.  49  (1917),  88  N.H. 
511,  192  A.  494  (1937),  and  102  N.H.  75, 
150  A. 2d  816  (1959),  among  other  advisory 
opinions. 

The  Constitution  of  1784  was  adopted 
following  the  turbulent  revolutionary 
period  at  a  time  when  certain  particular 
abuses  of  various  royal  agents  (and  the 
Committee  of  Safety)  must  have  been  much 
in  mind,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  practice 
of  awarding  "boons,  bounties  and  favors." 
The  proposed  supplemental  and  annuity 
increases  to  retirees  are  not  within  the 
contemplation  of  the  former  "boons, 
bounties  and  favors." 

Accordingly  questions  1  and  2  are 
answered  "No",  and  it  is  unnecessary  to 
answer  your  third  question.

Judiciary. 

Under  present  law  the  mayor  of  a  city 
or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  have  the 
responsibility  to  detail  one  or  more 
police  officers  to  attend  public 
functions.   SB  126  would  place  this 
decision  with  the  chief  of  police, 
superintendent  of  police  or  city 
marshal  of  any  city  or  town.   The 
Committee  felt  that  this 
responsibility  should  remain  within 
the  purview  of  elected  officials. 

SB  233,  relative  to  legal  guardianship 
of  the  developmental ly  disabled. 
Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep.  Cotton  for 
State  Institutions. 

The  Department  of  Mental  Health  spoke 
in  strong  opposition  due  to  the 
serious  questions  raised  by  SB  233's 
possible  unconstitutionality.   These 
problems  are  better  addressed  in  SB 
363,  HB  779  and  HB  609.   The  Committee 
vote  was  unanimous. 


COMMITTEE  REPORTS 
(Consent  Calendar) 
Rep.  Marshall  French  moved  that  the 
House  adopt  the  committee  recommendation 
of  Inexpedient  to  Legislate  on  SBs  309, 
356,  126,  106,  158  and  233,  and  further 
moved  that  the  House  adopt  the  committee 
recommendation  of  Ought  to  Pass  on  SBs 
325,  248,  255,  141,  196,  324,  103  and  290, 
and  further  moved  that  the  House  adopt  the 
committee  recommendation  of  Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment  on  SBs  217  and  289,  and 
further  moved  that  the  House  adopt  the 
committee  recommendation  of  Refer  to 
Interim  Study  committees  by  the 
appropriate  standing  committees  on  SBs 
146,  262,  286,  256  and  257. 

SB  158  was  withdrawn  from  the  Consent 
Calendar  at  the  request  of  Rep.  Chambers. 

SB  217  was  withdrawn  from  the  Consent 
Calendar  at  the  request  of  Rep.  Krasker . 

SB  106  was  withdrawn  from  the  Consent 
Calendar  at  the  request  of  Rep.  Voll. 

SB  309  was  withdrawn  from  the  Consent 
Calendar  at  the  request  of  Rep.  Blakeney. 

Adopted. 

SB  356,  relative  to  the  scope  of  the 
hearings  conducted  by  the  appeals  board  of 
the  health  and  welfare  advisory 
commission.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Rep.  Copenhaver  for  Health  and  Welfare. 
This  bill  would  clarify  that  the  fair 
hearing  process  is  meant  for  the 
applicants  and  recipients  of  social 
services  and  not  those  providers  of 
services  to  recipients.   The  Committee 


SB  325,  amending  the  charter  of  the 
union  school  district  of  Keene  to  provide 
that  a  candidate  for  school  district 
office  shall  file  his  declaration  of 
candidacy  no  earlier  than  45  days  and  no 
later  than  the  fifth  Monday  next  preceding 
the  district  election.   Ought  to  Pass. 
Rep.  Moore  for  Education. 

This  bill  allows  more  time  to  prepare 
ballots  for  school  election  and  would 
allow  for  absentee  ballots  in  the  City 
of  Keene.   Referendum  required. 
Committee  vote  was  15-1. 

SB  248,  relative  to  the  taking  of 
alewives  and  river  herring.  Ought  to 
Pass.   Rep.  Wolfsen  for  Fish  and  Game. 

This  bill  removes  nets  or  weirs  in 

taking  of  alewives  between  April  15 

and  May  15. 

SB  255,  relative  to  female  lobsters. 

Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Randall  for  Fish  and 

Game. 

This  bill  eliminates  marking  on  female 
lobsters.   Committee  vote  was  17-0. 

SB  141,  prohibiting  the  use  of  minors 
in  pornographic  acts,  pictures,  displays 
and  the  sale  or  custody  of  any  such 
material  in  the  state.   Ought  to  Pass. 
Rep.  Bodi  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  prohibits  the  use  of  minors 
in  pornographic  acts,  pictures, 
displays  and  the  sale  or  custody  of 
any  such  material  in  the  state. 
Unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee. 
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SB  196,  repealing  the  requirement  that 
prescription  drugs  be  kept  in  their 
original  container.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Daniel  Eaton  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  repeals  the  present 
requirements  that  controlled  drugs 
prescribed  to  an  individual  be  kept  in 
the  original  container  in  which  they 
were  delivered. 

SB  324,  requiring  an  annual  financial 
statement  from  a  person,  association  or 
corporation  conducting  horse  or  dog  races 
or  meets.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Sanborn 
for  Regulated  Revenues. 

Present  procedure  now  roughly  follows 
the  provisions  outlined  in  this  bill 
as  attested  to  by  Racing  Commission 
officials.   The  bill  officially 
reestablishes  existing  policy.   Vote 
was  14-0. 

SB  103,  specifying  certain  items  for 
the  state  prison  in  the  1975  capital 
budget.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Granger  for 
State  Institutions. 

Bill  just  changes  type  of  printing 
equipment  to  be  purchased.   No 
additional  money  to  be  spent. 
Committee  vote  was  10-0. 
Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  290,  relative  to  the  state  library 
acting  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  state 
institutional  libraries.   Ought  to  Pass. 
Rep.  Aeschliman  for  State  Institutions. 
This  bill  specifies  in  the  law  that 
the  State  Library  has  the 
responsibility  to  provide  advisory 
services  to  the  State  Institutions. 
The  Library  has  already  been  providing 
these  services  through  federal  funds; 
no  new  programs  will  be  instituted. 
Committee  vote  was  unanimous. 


SB  289,  relative  to  the  issuance  of 
licenses  to  operators  of  golf,  indoor 
tennis,  racquet  and  curling  clubs.   Ought 
to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  Sanborn  for 
Regulated  Revenues. 

This  bill  eliminates  the  necessity  of 
incorporating  and  strikes  out  the  one 
year  clause  to  obtain  a  license.  The 
vote  was  14-1 . 

Amendment 
Amend  RSA  178:8,  I  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

I.  An  operator,  or  his  designee,  of 
a  golf  club,  which  club  shall  have  at 
least  a  9-hole  golf  links. 

Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  146,  relative  to  the  posting  of  a 
bond  or  certification  of  assets  by  every 
manufacturer  of  mobile  homes  to  insure 
warranties.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Commerce  and  Consumer  Affairs  for  Interim 
Study.   Rep.  Lamy  for  Commerce  and 
Consumer  Affairs. 


The  Committee  felt  this  bill  should  be 
studied  further  as  it  was  not  sure 
what  bond  requirements  were  needed. 

SB  262,  creating  a  New  Hampshire 
athletic  trainers  board.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Close  for  Executive  Departments  and 
Adrainistrat  ion. 

This  bill  creates  a  New  Hampshire 
athletic  trainers  board  for  the 
licensing  of  athletic  trainers  who 
would  meet  certain  requirements.   The 
Committee  feels  that  the  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration 
Committee  and  the  special  Committee  on 
Licensing  established  by  House 
Resolution  No.  24  should  study  this 
bill.   Unanimous  vote. 

SB  286,  revising  the  pharmacy  laws. 

Refer  to  the  Committee  on  Executive 

Departments  and  Administration  for  Interim 

Study.   Rep.  Close  for  Executive 

Departments  and  Administration. 

This  bill  would  revise  the  New 
Hampshire  pharmacy  laws,  as  well  as 
designating  the  Pharmacy  Commission  as 
the  regulatory  body  of  the  profession. 
As  there  is  no  emergency  with  respect 
to  the  need  to  institute  the  proposed 
changes,  the  Committee  feels  the  bill 
should  be  referred  to  interim  study  in 
order  to  give  greater  attention  and 
study  to  the  substantial  changes  the 
bill  would  make  in  the  New  Hampshire 
pharmacy  laws.   Unanimous  vote. 

SB  256,  relative  to  the  reporting  of 
lobster  catch.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Fish  and  Game  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Felch  for  Fish  and  Game. 

Sections  of  this  bill  need  further 
study.   Committee  vote  was  15-1. 

SB  257,  relative  to  commercial  salt 
water  fishing.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Fish  and  Game  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Stimmell  for  Fish  and  Game. 

The  vote  was  14-0.   The  Committee  had 
no  time  to  study  this  bill  and  felt  it 
should  go  to  interim  study  along  with 
SB  256  which  was  also  sent  to  interim 
study  on  May  25,  1977. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

(Regular  Calendar) 

SB  4,  establishing  a  board  of  claims 

for  the  state  and  making  an  appropriation 

therefor.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment. 

Rep.  Parr  for  Claims,  Military  and  Veterans 

Affairs . 

The  intent  of  the  bill  is  coiranendable , 
to  provide  a  means  for  claims  against 
the  State  to  be  considered  without 
waiting  for  a  legislative  session,  and 
to  preclude  sponsoring  of  legislation 
for  claims  of  small  dollar  value,  thus 
saving  bill  processing  costs  and 
legislative  time. 
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The  bill  provides  for  appointment  of  a 
five  person  "board  of  claims",  two  by 
the  Governor,  one  (the  chairman)  by 
the  Chief  Justice  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court  and  one  each  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House. 
The  "board"  would  convene  in  each 
calendar  quarter  to  consider  claims 
against  the  State;  the  non-legislative 
members  to  receive  $65.00  and 
reasonable  expenses  for  only  one  day 
in  each  quarter,  regardless  of  the 
number  of  days  required  to  process 
claims,  the  legislative  members  to 
receive  only  legislative  mileage. 
The  "board"  shall  have  final  authority 
to  approve  claims  up  to  $10,000,  and 
forward  such  claims  to  the  Governor 
for  payment;  amounts  in  excess  of 
$10,000  would  be  referred  to  the 
Fiscal  Committee  for  introduction  of 
legislation  in  the  next  regular  or 
special  session. 
The  bill  includes,  among  other 
sections,  a  step-by-step  procedure  for 
filing  of  claims,  processing  claims, 
monetary  limits  on  claims,  claimants 
rights  against  others,  settlement  of 
claims  and  method  of  payment  for 
"board"  operations. 
This  legislation  has  been  long  overdue! 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Statement  of  Purpose.   To  provide  a 
forum  where  certain  claims  a  citizen  may 
have  against  the  state  may  be  heard 
expeditiously  and  fairly,  the  general 
court  by  this  act  establishes  a 
professional  fact  finding  board  to 
receive,  investigate  and  determine  whether 
claims  should  be  compensated  and  recommend 
the  amount  of  compensation  with  the 
authority  to  authorize  the  payment  of 
certain  claims  not  exceeding  $10,000. 

2  Board  Established.   Amend  RSA  by 
inserting  after  chapter  541-A  the 
following  new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  541-B 
Board  of  Claims 
541-B:1   Definitions.   In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Agency"  means  all  departments, 
boards,  offices,  commissions,  institutions 
and  other  instrumentalities  of  state 
government,  including  any  official  or 
employee  of  same  when  acting  in  the  scope 
of  his  elected  or  appointed  capacity,  but 
excluding  political  subdivisions  of  the 
state. 

II.  "Board  of  Claims"  means  any 
person  who  files  a  claim  pursuant  to  this 
chapter. 

III.  "Claimant"  means  any  person  who 
files  a  claim  pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

IV.  "Committee"  means  the  fiscal 
committee  of  the  general  court  established 
by  RSA  14:30-a. 

V.  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  corporation  or 
political  subdivision. 


VI.  "Political  subdivision"  means 
any  village  district,  school  district, 
town,  city,  county  or  unincorporated  place 
in  the  state. 

541-B: 2   Board  Established.   There  is 
hereby  organized,  constituted  and 
established  a  5  member  board  of  claims  for 
the  state. 

541-B: 3  Appointment  and 
Qualifications  of  Board  Members. 

I.  The  governor  shall  appoint  2 
competent  persons  to  serve  as  board 
members,  preferably  each  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Bar  Association. 

II.  The  chief  justice  of  the  New 
Hampshire  supreme  court  shall  appoint  the 
chairman  of  the  board.   The  chairman  shall 
be  a  judicial  referee,  if  one  is 
available,  but  if  not,  then  the  chairman 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Bar 
Association. 

III.  The  president  of  the  senate 
shall  appoint  one  member  of  the  senate, 
and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives  shall  appoint  one  member 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  to  serve 
as  board  members. 

IV.  All  members  shall  be  residents 
of  the  state  and  if  any  member  ceases  to 
be  a  resident  of  this  state  a  vacancy  is 
created. 

541-B:4  Term. 

I.  Each  board  member  except  the 
legislative  members  shall  serve  a  6  year 
term,  however,  on  the  initial  appointment 
the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  for  6 
years  and  the  other  2  appointees  shall  be 
appointed  to  a  4  year  term  and  a  2  year 
term  respectively.   The  2  legislative 
members  shall  serve  a  term  which  is 
co-terminous  with  their  terms  as 
legislators;  provided,  however,  that  a 
legislative  member  shall  not  serve  as  a 
board  member  for  a  terra  which  exceeds  6 
years. 

II.  (a)  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  on 
said  board  for  any  reason  which  is  created 
by  the  2  members  appointed  pursuant  to  RSA 
541-B:3,  I,  the  provisions  of  RSA  21:34-a 
shall  apply. 

(b)  If  the  position  of  chairman  of 
the  board  becomes  vacant,  the  provisions 
of  RSA  21:34-a  shall  apply  except  that  the 
appointment  shall  be  by  the  chief  justice 
of  the  New  Hampshire  supreme  court. 

(c)  A  vacancy  on  the  board  for  any 
reason  which  is  created  by  either  of  the  2 
legislative  members  appointed  pursuant  to 
RSA  541-B:3,  III,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
president  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  as 
appropriate,  pursuant  to  RSA  541-B:3,  III. 

541-B:5   Disqualification  of  Board 
Member.   A  board  member  may  disqualify 
himself  relative  to  any  matter  before  the 
board  or  if  the  board  votes  that  any 
member  has  or  may  have  a  conflict  of 
interest  in  any  matter  before  the  board, 
that  member  shall  be  disqualified  to  sit 
as  a  board  member  on  that  particular 
matter.   In  the  event  of  any 
disqualification,  the  governor  by  the 
authority  of  RSA  21:34-a,  the  chief 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  by  the 
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authority  of  RSA  541-B:3,  II,  the 
president  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  as 
appropriate,  by  the  authority  of  RSA 
541-B:3,  III,  shall  appoint  an  interim 
member  to  the  board  to  serve  only  as  to 
that  matter.   The  interim  member  shall 
have  the  same  qualifications  as  the 
disqualified  member. 

541-B:6   Removal.   The  governor  may  at 
any  time  remove  a  board  member  for  cause, 
including  malfeasance,  misfeasance, 
inefficiency  in  office  or  incapacity  or 
unfitness  to  perform  his  duties.   The 
attorney  general  or  chief  justice  of  the 
superior  court  may  petition  for  such 
removal,  setting  forth  the  grounds  and 
reasons  therefor.   No  board  member  shall 
be  removed  without  a  public  hearing  before 
the  governor  and  council  upon  such 
petition,  giving  the  member  due  notice 
thereof  not  less  than  30  days  before  the 
hearing. 

541-B:7   Compensation.   Each 
non-legislative  member  shall  not  receive 
more  than  $65  and  his  reasonable  expenses 
in  each  quarter;  the  legislative  board 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  legislative 
mileage  only.   Any  interim  board  member 
appointed  shall  be  compensated  in  like 
manner  while  serving  on  the  board. 

541-B:8   Staff.   The  board  shall  have 
the  authority,  subject  to  the  state 
personnel  regulations  and  within  the 
limits  of  the  appropriation  for  such 
purposes,  to  employ  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  staff  and  assistants 
as  it  shall  deem  necessary. 

54-B:9   Office.   The  board  shall  be 
provided  with  suitable  office  space  in 
which  its  records,  documents  and 
publications  shall  be  kept  and  with 
suitable  facilities  in  which  it  may  hold 
hearings. 

541-B:10  Quorum.   A  full  board  of  5 
members  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  conduct  hearings  and  a  majority 
vote  of  the  board  is  required  to  adopt  and 
approve  any  matter  considered  by  it. 

541-B:11   Jurisdiction.   The  board 
shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to 
investigate,  conduct  hearings  and  make 
recommendations  on  all  claims  and 
authorize  the  payment  of  certain  claims 
not  exceeding  $10,000  against  any  agency 
relative  to  which  it  is  alleged  that  on 
equitable  principles  the  state  in  good 
conscience  should  assume  and  pay  damages, 
except  those  claims  arising  under 
workmen's  compensation,  unemployment 
compensation,  eminent  domain  proceedings, 
RSA  100-A:81,  RSA  207:22-25,  RSA  229-8-a, 
and  RSA  491:8. 

541-B:12   Powers  and  Duties  of  the 
Board. 

I.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
adopt  and  amend  all  rules  of  procedure  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  laws 
of  the  state,  which  reasonably  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of 
its  duties  and  the  regulation  of  the 
proceedings  before  it. 

II.  The  board  shall  not  be  bound  by 
common  law  or  statutory  rules  of  evidence, 


but  may  admit  all  testimony  having  a 
reasonable  probative  value.   It  may 
exclude  evidence  which  is  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board  immaterial,  irrelevant  or 
unduly  repetitious. 

III.  The  board  may  subpoena 
witnesses  and  compel  their  attendance,  and 
also  may  require  the  production  of  books, 
papers  and  documents.   Any  member  of  the 
board  may  administer  oaths  or  affirmations 
to  witnesses  appearing  before  it.   Any 
person  failing  or  refusing  to  obey  any 
subpoena  or  order  of  the  board  may  be 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  as 
for  refusal  to  obey  any  other  subpoena. 

IV.  The  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  board  or  any 
payment  of  a  claim  authorized  by  said 
board  shall  only  be  subject  to  a  judicial 
appeal  by  the  petitioner  in  accordance 
with  RSA  541.   The  board  may  by  unanimous 
action  order  a  rehearing  on  any  matter 
before  it,  if  in  its  opinion  there  is 
sufficient  equitable  reasons  on  behalf  of 
any  party  to  the  proceedings  so  that  a 
rehearing  should  be  granted;  provided, 
however,  no  rehearing  on  any  matter  shall 
be  permitted  after  the  board  has 
authorized  a  payment  of  a  claim  or 
submitted  a  recommendation  and  proposed 
bill  by  the  committee. 

V.  The  board  shall  adopt  and  have  an 
official  seal. 

541-B:13  Procedure.   The  procedure 
for  the  filing  and  adjudication  of  claims 
is  as  follows: 

I.  The  claimant  shall  first  file  the 
claim  in  writing  with  the  agency  involved. 

II.  When  a  claim  has  been  filed  with 
any  agency,  the  head  of  the  agency  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  preliminary 
investigation  and  determine  whether  in  his 
opinion  the  claim  should  be  submitted  to 
the  board. 

III.  If  a  basis  for  the  claim  is 
found,  the  head  of  the  agency  shall  refer 
the  claim  to  the  secretary  of  state  who 
shall  notify  the  chairman  of  the  board  and 
the  claimant,  as  soon  as  practical  but  in 
no  event  in  excess  of  30  calendar  days 
after  the  forwarding  agency  has  completed 
its  preliminary  investigation  of  the  claim. 

IV.  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
notify  the  agency  and  the  claimant  of  the 
next  scheduled  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
board  and  the  pertinent  information  as  to 
when  the  claim  has  been  scheduled  for  a 
hearing.   The  claimant  and  agency  shall 
have  at  least  10  days  written  notice  of 
the  date,  time  and  place  of  the  hearing. 

V.  If  the  head  of  the  agency  finds 
after  a  preliminary  investigation  pursuant 
to  paragraph  II,  that  there  is  no  basis 
for  such  a  claim,  the  head  of  the  agency 
shall  notify  the  claimant,  with  a  copy  of 
the  no-basis  letter  to  the  secretary  of 
state  for  transmittal  to  the  board. 

VI.  If  the  head  of  the  agency 
refuses  or  fails  to  refer  the  claim  to  the 
board  within  30  days  after  receiving  it, 
the  claimant  may  submit  his  claim  to  the 
board  directly,  by  submitting  the  claim 
via  the  secretary  of  state  but  said 
claimant  shall  be  required  to  certify  the 
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fact  that  the  claim  has  been  first 
submitted  to  the  agency. 

VII.  When  a  claim  has  been  referred 
to  the  board  by  the  agency  or  submitted 
directly  by  the  claimant  after  the  agency 
on  which  the  claim  is  made  refuses  or 
fails  to  act,  the  board  shall  schedule 
such  claim  for  a  hearing  no  later  than  the 
next  succeeding  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
board,  if  the  board  has  met  in  the  current 
quarter  or  not  enough  time  is  left  within 
said  quarter  to  comply  with  the  notice 
required  pursuant  to  paragraph  IV. 

VIII.  The  claimant  may  represent 
himself  or  he  may  be  represented  by  an 
attorney.   The  attorney  general  shall 
represent  the  agency. 

IX.  All  hearings  before  the  board 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  RSA 
91-A. 

X.  The  board  shall  report  its 
findings,  recommendations  and  any  payment 
authorized  on  all  claims  referred  to  it  to 
the  committee. 

XI.  If  the  board  finds  any  claim 
warrants  a  payment  in  excess  of  $10,000, 
it  shall  cause  a  bill  to  be  drafted  by  the 
office  of  legislative  services  covering 
its  recommendations  and  shall  submit  the 
drafted  bill  to  the  committee  at  the  same 
time  it  submits  its  recommendations. 

XII.  A  copy  of  the  board's  findings 
and  recommendations  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  claimant  within  10  days  after  the 
board  makes  its  determination. 

541-B:14  Recommendations  to  General 
Court. 

I.  When  a  claim  in  excess  of  $10,000 
has  been  submitted  by  the  board  to  the 
committee,  said  committee  shall  not  hold 
any  further  public  hearings  on  the  board's 
finding  of  facts,  recommendations  or 
proposed  bill,  but  the  fiscal  committee 
may  recommend  to  the  general  court  any 
payment  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the 
recommended  award  which  may  be  consistent 
with  the  fiscal  condition  of  the  state. 

II.  The  claim  or  bill  shall  not  be 
referred  to  any  other  standing  or  special 
committee  of  the  general  court. 

III.  The  committee  is  authorized  and 
required  to  introduce  all  bills  submitted 
to  it  by  the  board  into  the  session  of  the 
general  court  next  following  such 
submission  whether  it  be  a  special  or 
general  session.   Such  a  bill  shall  be 
introduced  in  the  general  court  for  action 
at  any  time  that  said  body  is  in  session 
notwithstanding  any  other  house,  senate  or 
joint  rule. 

IV.  Any  member  of  the  general  court 
may  offer  an  amendment  relative  to  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  requested,  but 
under  no  circumstances  shall  the  general 
court  refuse  to  authorize  the  payment  of 
some  amount  in  the  settlement  of  a  board 
approved  and  recommended  claim  and  to  make 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

V.  No  claim  or  bill  relating  to  such 
a  claim  shall  be  considered  by  the  general 
court  until  a  recommendation  has  been  made 
by  the  board. 

VI.  If  the  general  court  is 
petitioned  by  a  citizen  relative  to  a 


claim  pursuant  to  Part  I,  Article  32d.  of 
the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  that 
claim  shall  be  sumbitted  to  the  agency 
affected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA 
541-B:13,  and  such  a  claim  shall  be 
processed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
chapter . 

VII.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be 
introduced  for  legislative  action  by  any 
member  of  the  general  court  relative  to 
the'  payment  of  any  claim  that  has  been 
denied  or  rejected  by  the  board. 

541-B:15   Claims  of  $10,000  or  Less. 
Whenever  the  board  by  majority  vote  finds 
that  payment  of  $10,000  or  less  to  a 
claimant  is  justified,  the  board  shall 
authorize  the  payment  thereof  without 
submission  of  the  claim  in  bill  form  to 
the  general  court.   The  governor  shall 
draw  his  warrant  for  said  payment  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  and  said  sums  are  hereby 
appropriated . 

541-B:16   Limitation  on  Action  and 
Claims . 

I.  All  claims  arising  out  of  any 
single  incident  against  any  agency  for 
damages  in  tortious  actions  shall  be 
limited  to  an  award  not  to  exceed  $50,000. 

II.  If  a  claim  is  filed  against  the 
state  for  time  unjustly  served  in  the 
state  prison  when  a  person  is  found  to  be 
innocent  of  the  crime  for  which  he  was 
convicted  and  receives  a  full  pardon  by 
the  governor  and  council,  such  a  claim 
shall  be  limited  to  an  award  not  to  exceed 
$20,000. 

III.  The  payment  of  interest  shall 
not  be  granted  on  any  award  authorized 
pursuant  to  this  chapter. 

IV.  Any  claim  submitted  pursuant  to 
paragraph  I  shall  be  brought  within  6 
years  of  the  date  of  the  alleged  personal 
injury  or  property  damage  or  the  wrongful 
death  resulting  from  personal  injury; 
provided,  however,  that  the  agency  is 
notified  by  mail  within  180  days  of  the 
alleged  personal  injury  or  property  damage 
sustained  by  the  claimant.   Such 
notification  may  be  made  either  by  the 
claimant  or  an  appropriate  representative 
of  same. 

541-B:17   Claimants'  Rights  Against 
Others.   The  adjudication  by  the  board  on 
any  claim  before  same  shall  not  deprive 
the  claimant  of  any  other  legal  rights  he 
may  have  against  another  party. 

541-B:18   Settlement.   Any  payment 
made  pursuant  to  this  chapter  shall  be  in 
full  settlement  of  any  liability  on  behalf 
of  the  agency  which  was  subject  to  the 
claim  and  no  further  action  may  be 
instituted  in  any  court  of  law  for 
recovery  of  damages  against  that  agency  on 
any  matter  arising  out  of  that  particular 
claim. 

541-B:19   Fees.   The  board  is 
authorized  to  establish  reasonable  fees 
not  to  exceed  any  comparable  fees 
authorized  for  the  superior  court  for  the 
filing  of  claims,  providing  copies  of  the 
proceedings,  transcripts  or  records  or 
other  documents  which  may  be  required  by 
the  board. 
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3  Appropriation. 

I.  The  board  shall  certify  to  the 
governor  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  the 
sum  of  the  operating  expenses  incurred  by 
the  board  during  that  quarter  and  the 
governor  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  such 
sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.   Said  sum  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  said  purposes. 

II.  The  governor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  the 
payment  of  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be 
provided  under  the  provisions  of  RSA 
541-B:15  and  the  same  shall  be  charged  to 
funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  except 
that  if  a  claim  is  against  a  department  or 
agency  which  has  received  a  legislative 
appropriation,  the  same  shall  be  charged 
to  that  department  or  agency.   The 
comptroller  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
sums  charged  against  funds  not  otherwise 
appropriated  as  provided  above,  and  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  general  court, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  agency  or 
department  or  function  properly 
chargeable.   The  general  court,  shall, 
thereupon,  by  legislation,  direct  the 
transfer  from  the  appropriate  special 
funds  of  such  amounts  as,  in  its 
discretion,  should  be  so  transferred,  for 
the  reimbursement  of  the  general  fund. 

4  Repeal.   RSA  4:27-a,  relative  to 
petitions  submitted  to  the  governor  for 
wrongful  imprisonment  and  making  an  award, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

5  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  July  1,  1977.

The  Committee  was  unanimous  that  those 
persons  who  were  unfortunate  enough  to 
have  become  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  through  combat  action  should 
be  granted  privileges  and  exemptions 
beyond  those  granted  to  persons  who 
become  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  during  peacetime  military 
service.

SB  175,  providing  a  penalty  for 
purposely  or  knowingly  covering  a  fire 
hydrant  with  snow  or  other  debris.   Ought 
to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  Benton  for 
Claims,  Military  and  Veterans  Affairs. 
It  is  imperative  that  fire  hydrants, 
whether  in  cities,  towns,  or  by 
roadside  fire  reservoirs,  be  kept 
clear  and  available  at  all  times;  this 
bill  provides  penalties  for  persons 
who  purposely  or  knowingly  cover 
hydrants  with  snow  or  debris  to  deny 
access  to  fire  hydrants.   Persons 
employed  by  the  state  and  political 
sub-divisions  are  excluded.

A  consumer  bill,  supported  by  AAA  and 
the  New  Hampshire  Auto  Dealers' 
Association,  this  legislation  requires 
that  motor  vehicle  repair  facilities 
provide  written  estimates,  upon 
request,  to  customers  in  advance  of 
services .   Guarantees  that  repair 
facility  shall  not  charge  customer  any 
amount  exceeding  10%  of  estimate, 
unless  prior  notice  and  permission  to 
proceed  have  been  granted. 
Notice  of  customer  rights  must  be 
conspicuously  posted  in  repair 
facility . 

Willful  violation  of  provisions 
constitutes  an  unfair  or  deceptive  act. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

SB  227,  relative  to  the  expiration 
dates  of  licenses  granted  to  insurance 
companies,  agents  and  adjusters.   Ought  to 
Pass.   Rep.  Lamy  for  Commerce  and  Consumer 
Affairs . 

This  bill  brings  the  statutes  into 
conformity  with  current  operating 
procedures  of  the  department  and  the 
data  processing  division. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

SB  354,  relative  to  investment  of 
funds  of  certain  fiduciaries.   Ought  to 
Pass.   Rep.  Lamy  for  Commerce  and  Consumer 
Affairs . 

This  bill  authorizes  any  bank  or  trust 
company  affiliate  of  a  bank  holding 
company  to  invest  funds  held  by  it  in 
a  fiduciary  capacity  in  common  trust 
funds . 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

CACR  15,  relating  to  the  power  of  the 
general  court.   Providing  that  no  statute 
may  require  political  subdivisions  to 
provide  services  unless  100  percent  of  the 
funding  is  provided  by  the  state.

medicine,  optometry,  dentistry  and  law. 
The  commission  is  further  authorized,  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  governor  and  the 
legislative  fiscal  committee,  to  enter 
into  contracts  with  institutions  of  higher 
education  in  other  states  for  the 
provision  of  educational  opportunities  in 
such  postgraduate  fields  as  may  be  deemed 
essential  and  necessary  to  the  state  under 
the  declaration  of  purpose  of  this 
chapter.

In  exercising  its  authority 
hereunder,  the  commission  is  specif icially 
authorized  to  conduct  studies  of  the  needs 
of  the  state  with  respect  to  professional 
services  of  persons  trained  in  any  such 
postgraduate  fields.   Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  the  comptroller  is 
authorized  to  make  such  disbursements  as 
may  be  necessary  hereunder  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  state.

SB  234,  allowing  a  member  of  the 
retirement  system  on  insurance  disability 
to  continue  to  pay  into  the  retirement 
system.

This  bill  allows  a  school  district 
member  of  the  Retirement  System  to 
continue  to  make  normal  payments  and 
maintain  membership  in  the  Retirement 
System  while  he  is  absent  without 
salary  due  to  a  disability.

SB  251,  relative  to  the  housing 
finance  agency.  Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.

This  bill  separates  the  Housing 
Finance  Agency  personnel  from  those  of 
the  Housing  Commission  (presently  one 
and  the  same) .   The  agency  henceforth 
would  be  authorized  to  secure  a 
comprehensive  performance  bond.

This  bill  extends  financial  assistance 
to  eligible  persons  suffering  from 
hemophilia  in  obtaining  blood,  blood 
derivatives  and  concentrates  and  other 
efficacious  agents  (to  hemophilia 
patients)  for  use  in  hospitals, 
medical  and  dental  facilities  and  at 
home.

This  bill  extends  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  duty  of  care  of  a 
landowner,  lessee  or  occupant  of 
premises  is  regulated  by  RSA  212:34  by 
adding  the  removal  of  fuel  wood  to 
list  of  specified  activities. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

SB  159,  to  implement  a  special  state 
referendum  with  respect  to  state  revenue 
sources  and  government  costs  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Martin  for  Legislative 
Administration. 

The  format  of  the  referendum  precludes 
any  valid  insight  into  the  opinions  of 
the  citizens  of  New  Hampshire. 
Furthermore,  there  is  no  way  that  the 
electorate  could  become  informed  about 
the  various  issues  in  time  for  the 
response  to  be  useful  in  the 
legislative  budgetary  process.   The 
committee  also  felt  that  using  this 
type  of  opinion  poll  would  be  an 
abrogation  of  our  responsibilities  as 
legislators .

SB  228,  relative  to  indicating 
legislative  intent  in  all  statutes  enacted 
by  the  general  court.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Martin  for  Legislative 
Administration. 

The  committee  agrees  with  the  intent 
of  this  bill,  but  voted  it  inexpedient 
to  legislate  because  it  does  not  offer 
a  viable  means  of  implementation. 
Resolution  adopted. 

SB  328,  restructuring  the  office  of 
legislative  services  and  creating  an 
office  of  revisor  of  the  statutes. 
Majority:  Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep. 
Roderick  O'Connor.   Minority  (Reps.  Benton 
and  Parr):  Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Administration  for  Interim 
Study. 

Majority:  This  legislation  would 
require  additional  help  without 
additional  funding.   It  also 
reapportions  the  Legislator 
Orientation  Committee. 
Duplication  of  bills  would  be  more 
common  with  separate  legislative 
services.   Also  expertise  would  be 
divided  until  new  staff  is  developed.

Relative  to  the  challenge  by  a  Donald 
H.  MacFarlane  concerning  the  election  of 
Mr.  Terry  L.  Wiggin  of  Keene,  Cheshire 
County  Dist.  14,  and  Mr.  William  Faucher 
of  Hinsdale,  Cheshire  County,  District  3, 
under  RSA  Chapter  67,  Contested  Elections 
to  the  Legislature. 

In  the  November  2,  1976,  general 
election,  Mr.  Terry  L.  Wiggin,  District 
14,  received  407  votes  in  the  Republican 
column  and  565  votes  in  the  Democratic 
column  totaling  972  votes.   The  total 
ballots  cast  in  Ward  III  in  Keene  numbered 
1,520. 

Mr.  William  Faucher  of  Hinsdale,  Dist. 
3,  Hinsdale  and  Winchester,  received  in 
Hinsdale  544  votes  in  the  Republican 
column  and  447  votes  in  the  Democratic 
column  totaling  991  votes.   The  total 
ballots  cast  in  Hinsdale  numbered  1,238. 

Mr.  Faucher  received  722  votes  in 
Winchester.   The  total  ballots  cast  in 
Winchester  numbered  1,100.   A  recount  of 
the  November  2,  1976,  District  3, 
Hinsdale-Winchester  vote  was  performed  by

The  basis  for  the  challenge  by  Mr. 
Donald  McFarlane  is  RSA  Chapter  59:69 
through  59:69b  relative  to  the  counting  of 
ballots.   Mr.  McFarlane  is  contesting  the 
alleged  totaling  of  votes  cast  for  a 
candidate  of  more  than  one  (1)  party  for 
the  same  office  on  the  same  ballot.   In 
both  elections  cited  by  Mr.  McFarlane, 
this  was  clearly  not  the  case.   One  person 
may  only  receive  one  vote  per  one  ballot, 
and  this  principle  was  adhered  to  in  both 
cases . 

In  an  October  13,  1970,  memorandum  to 
then  Secretary  of  State,  Robert  L.  Stark, 
Attorney  General  Warren  B.  Rudman  spoke  to 
the  very  issue  raised  by  Mr.  McFarlane. 
The  Secretary  of  State  had  made  inquiry  as 
to  whether  a  candidate  whose  name  appears 
in  both  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
columns  on  a  ballot  is  entitled  to  have 
his  votes  added  together.   In  other  words, 
does  his  total  vote  consist  of  the  total 
number  of  Republican  and  Democratic 
ballots  cast  for  him?   The  Attorney 
General  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
adding,  of  course,  that  the  assumption  is 
that  the  count  is  based  on  only  one  vote 
per  ballot. 

Mr.  McFarlane  is  certainly  correct  in 
stating  that  the  intent  of  the  Election 
Laws,  RSA  59:69  through  59:69b,  was  to 
make  clear  that  it  is  a  violation  to  total 
the  votes  cast  for  a  candidate  of  more 
than  one  party  for  the  same  office  on  the 
same  ballot.   However,  it  appears  through 
the  computations  of  the  Secretary  of 
State's  office  and  the  evidence  before  the 
subcommittee  that  this  was,  in  fact,  not 
the  case. 
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It  is  therefore  this  subcommittee's 
recommendation  that  the  House  reject  the 
challenge  in  this  case

for  use  of  the  waste  disposal 
facilities .

SB  183,  relative  to  the  establishment 
of  village  districts.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  and  County 
Government  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Richard  Hanson  for  Municipal  and  County 
Government . 

By  increasing  the  amount  of 
petitioners  from  10  to  25,  the  intent 
of  this  bill  is  to  insure  that  more 
people  are  involved  in  the 
establishment  of  a  village  precinct. 
The  Committee  feels  further  study  is 
needed  to  determine  the  ramifications 
of  such  a  requirement. 
Adopted . 

SB  113,  providing  for  a  master  plan 
for  state  land  use  in  the  city  of 
Concord.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Galloway 
for  Public  Works . 

This  bill  creates  a  master  plan  that 

would  result  in  orderly  planning 

concerning  the  City  of  Concord  and  the 

State. 

Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  202,  relative  to  appropriations  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  memorial  bridge 
in  Portsmouth.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Joseph  McEachern  for  Public  Works. 

The  Committee  voted  unanimously  that 
this  bill  ought  to  pass.   The  amount 
is  an  increase  of  $15,000  to  be 
appropriated  for  1977  in  order  to 
complete  the  repairs  on  Memorial 
Bridge  in  Portsmouth  that  are  now 
being  made. 
Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  322,  relative  to  four-lane  highways 
and  rights  of  way.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Coburn  for  Public  Works. 
The  Committee  unanimously  agreed  that 
this  bill  be  inexpedient  to 
legislate.   Responsibility  should 
remain  with  elected  officials,  rather 
than  an  appointed  commission.   It 
would  also  further  delay  construction. 
Resolution  adopted. 


SB  155,  requiring  all  mobile  telephone 
service  companies  and  radio  paging  service 
companies  doing  business  in  the  state  to 
be  regulated  by  the  public  utilities 
commission.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Rep.  Taylor  for  Science  and  Technology. 
This  bill  brings  under  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  mobile  radio 
paging  companies  and  would  prohibit 
the  granting  of  an  operating 
certificate  in  an  area  where 
"competition  or  duplication"  existed. 
The  Committee  felt  this  legislation 
might  stifle  competition  in  a  budding 
new  industry,  and  that  the  last  thing 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  needs 
at  this  point  is  another  set  of  duties 
to  administer. 

Furthermore,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  already  regulates  paging 
systems  if  they  involve  telephone 
lines.   The  Federal  Communications 
Commission  regulates  radio  transmitter 
frequencies,  etc. 

Rep.  William  Boucher  moved  that  the 
words.  Ought  to  Pass,  be  substituted  for 
the  committee  report.  Inexpedient  to 
Legislate,  and  spoke  to  his  motion. 

Rep.  Taylor  spoke  against  the  motion. 

A  division  was  requested. 

36  members  answering  in  the 
affirmative  and  232  in  the  negative,  the 
motion  lost. 

Resolution  adopted. 

Rep.  Parr  wished  to  be  recorded 
against  the  motion.  Ought  to  Pass. 

SB  294,  establishing  minimum  standards 
for  energy  conservation  in  public 
buildings.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment. 
Rep.  Taylor  for  Science  and  Technology. 
This  bill,  as  amended  by  the 
Committee,  starts  the  state  in  the 
direction  of  energy  efficiency  in 
state  buildings.   Further,  it  "urges" 
architects,  engineers  and  building 
contractors  to  adopt  energy  efficient 
standards  in  the  designing  of  all  new 
buildings,  public  or  private. 
State  buildings  authorized  by  previous 
legislatures  are  not  affected  as  per 
the  Committee  amendment. 
Responsibility  for  promoting  these 
standards  is  given  to  the  Governor's 
Council  on  Energy,  the  agency 
requesting  the  legislation.   Periodic 
reports  to  the  Legislature  are 
required  under  this  bill.

The  1975  Legislature  outlawed  the  use 
and  setting  off  of  "stink  bombs;"  1977 
shall  be  known  as  the  year  in  which 
"smoke  bombs"  followed  stink  bombs 
into  disrepute.

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2.   On  all  others,  no  later  than  the 

2nd  Thursday  in  June. 

None  of  the  above  limitatLons  shall 
apply  to  the  supplemental  budget  bill.   If 
any  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  sent  to  a 
committee  of  conference,  further  action 
may  be  taken  subsequent  to  the  above  dates 
by  the  House  or  Senate.

332-E:l   Purpose.   It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  to  assure, 
to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  the 
admission  of  qualified  New  Hampshire 
residents  to  accredited  schools  of 
osteopathic  medicine  providing  programs  of 
instruction  leading  to  the  doctor  of 
osteopathy  degree.

(Consent  Calendar) 
SB  110,  relative  to  possession  of 
account  books  and  making  of  payments  by  a 
school  district  treasurer.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Valley  for  Education. 
By  a  vote  of  12-0,  the  Education 
Committee  opposed  this  bill  on  the 
grounds  that  the  present  system  of 
maintaining  school  district  account 
books  is  working  well.   Extensive 
testimony  (15  witnesses)  indicated 
that  the  bill  will  seriously  disrupt 
current  procedures  throughout  the 
state  and  could  conceivably  lead  to 
additional  costs  for  many  communities. 

SB  344,  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  pro  tempore  members  of  the  personnel 
commission.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Rep.  Donna  McEachern  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

Committee  found  no  real  need  for  this 

bill,  and  several  practical  problems. 

Unanimous  vote. 


SB  235,  establishing  a  study 
commission  on  child  abuse  and  neglect  and 
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making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep.  Helen 

Wilson  for  Health  and  Welfare. 

Federal  law  already  allows  the 
Division  of  Welfare  to  set  up  advisory 
committees  and  that  one  is  in  the 
process  of  being  formed  to  study  child 
abuse  and  neglect. 

The  committee  voted  inexpedient  to 
legislate  12-0. 

SB  91,  relative  to  confidentiality  of 
legislative  budget  assistant  working 
papers  and  access  to  records  and  documents 
to  perform  post-audit  functions. 
Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep.  Wallin  for 
Legislative  Administration. 

This  bill  was  filed,  in  part,  to  take 
care  of  a  situation  which  once 
occurred  and  has  already  been  taken 
care  of.   Better  office  security  will 
prevent  further  such  problems.   Other 
portions  of  the  bill  open  records 
which  are  now  deemed  confidential.   No 
convincing  testimony  was  offered  to  do 
this. 

SB  96,  establishing  an  optional 
procedure  to  make  emergency  expenditures 
under  the  municipal  budget  law. 
Inexpedient  to  Legislate.    Rep.  Packard 
for  Municipal  and  County  Government . 
This  bill  by-passes  all  present 
procedures  and  gives  the  budget 
committee  sole  discretion  over 
emergency  expenditures  without  prior 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  or  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  presently  required, 
which  the  Committee  feels  could  result 
in  many  unnecessary  problems. 

SB  198,  restricting  boating  on  Pow  Wow 
River  in  Kingston.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Claflin  for  Resources, 
Recreation  and  Development. 

Bill  withdrawn  at  request  of  sponsor 
and  overwhelming  opposition  at  hearing. 

SB  199,  relative  to  failing  to  obey 
inspection  requirements.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Sing  for  Transportation. 
The  problem  this  bill  seeks  to  remedy 
is  one  of  common  sense.   A  provision 
in  our  Motor  Vehicle  Laws  allows  a 
police  officer  to  decide  whether  it  is 
the  owner  or  the  driver  of  a  vehicle 
who  should  be  ticketed  when  an 
uninspected  vehicle  is  stopped  on  a 
public  way.   There  have  been  instances 
when  officers  have  not  used  common 
sense.   SB  199  seeks  to  make  only  the 
owner  of  the  stopped  vehicle  subject 
to  ticketing.   The  Committee,  while 
sympathizing  with  this  bill's  intent 
has  seen  that  many  times  it  is  not  the 
owner's  fault  that  an  uninspected 
vehicle  is  being  driven. 

SB  163,  relative  to  the  fee  for  the 
renewal  of  land  surveyors'  certificates  of 
registration.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Lamy 
for  Commerce  and  Consumer  Affairs 

This  bill  changes  the  fee  which  is 

required  for  land  surveyors. 


SB  226,  relative  to  credit  life 
insurance  and  credit  accident  and  health 
insurance.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Lamy  for 
Commerce  and  Consumer  Affairs. 

This  bill  increases  the  maximum  term 
of  credit  from  10  to  15  years. 

SB  242,  relative  to  partnerships, 
associations  and  corporations  holding  an 
insurance  agent's  license.   Ought  to 
Pass.   Rep.  Lamy  for  Commerce  and  Consumer 
Affairs. 

This  bill  eliminates  the  provision 
restricting  certain  partnership, 
associations  or  corporations  from 
being  entitled  to  an  insurance  agent's 
license. 

SB  123,  relative  to  the  power  of 
certain  colleges  to  grant  degrees.   Ought 
to  Pass.   Rep.  Chandler  for  Education. 

The  bill  grants  several  small  colleges 
limited  degree  granting  powers  subject 
to  continuing  approval  of  the 
postsecondary  education  commission. 
Vote  was  13-0. 

SB  164,  to  amend  the  charter  of  St. 

Mary' s-in-the-Mountains .   Ought  to  Pass. 

Rep.  Taffe  for  Education. 

This  bill  amends  the  charter  of  St. 
Mary' s-in-the-Mountains  (the  White 
Mountain  School)  by  empowering  the 
school  to  provide  for  the  education  of 
boys  as  well  as  girls  and  by  changing 
the  quorum  requirement  for  all 
meetings  of  the  school's  trustees  from 
three  to  a  majority  of  the  trustees. 
Committee  vote  was  13-0. 

SB  30,  enabling  regional  refuse 
disposal  districts  to  create  capital 
reserve  funds.   Ought  to  Pass.  Rep.  Rogers 
for  Environment  and  Agriculture. 
Bill  allows  regional  landfill 
districts  to  set  up  capital  reserve 
funds  for  replacement  of  equipment  and 
buildings  necessary  for  efficient 
operation. 

SB  136,  relative  to  the  change  of  use 
of  land  subject  to  the  current  use  tax. 
Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Rogers  for 
Environment  and  Agriculture. 

This  bill  tightens  some  loopholes  in 
the  current  use  law  by  making  the 
change  of  use  tax  due  at  the  time  of 
change  rather  than  waiting  until  April 
1  of  the  following  year.   Vote  was 
17-1. 

SB  70,  relative  to  the  appointment  and 
duties  of  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system  trustees.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Close  for  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration. 

This  bill  would  remove  the  retirement 
system  from  the  Division  of  the 
Treasury  and  make  it  a  separate 
agency.   The  Assistant  State  Treasurer 
would  become  the  executive  secretary. 
The  bill  would  also  change  the  makeup 
of  the  Retirement  Board  by  removing 
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the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  and 
filling  those  vacancies  by  two 
trustees,  appointed  by  the  Governor 
and  Council,  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Retirement  System.   Unanimous  vote. 
Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  339,  relative  to  withdrawal  from 
the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system. 
Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Close  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

This  seems  like  a  reasonable  request. 

It  sets  up  a  general  procedure  for 

withdrawal  from  the  state  retirement 

system.   Unanimous  vote. 

Rep.  Splaine  abstained  under  Rule  16. 

SB  104,  relative  to  the  stocking  of 
fish  by  the  fish  and  game  department. 
Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Polak  for  Fish  and 
Game . 

The  bill  allows  fish  and  game  clubs 
and  other  interested  people  to  assist 
the  Fish  and  Game  Department  in 
stocking  fish.   Vote  was  16-1. 

SB  148,  continuing  the  public  defender 
system  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough 
counties  for  2  years  and  extending  the 
same  program  to  Rockingham  county.   Ought 
to  Pass.   Rep.  Martin  for  Judiciary. 
This  bill  continues  the  public 
defender  system  in  Merrimack  and 
Hillsborough  counties  and  extends  the 
same  program  to  Rockingham  county. 
Testimony  indicated  that  the  program 
has  worked  very  well  to  date  and  it 
will  be  of  great  benefit  to  Rockingham 
County.   Vote  was  12-0. 
Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  190,  relative  to  the  registration 
of  lobbyists.  Ought  to  Pass.  Rep.  Roderick 
H.  O'Connor  for  Legislative  Administration. 
SB  190  augments  HB  427,  already  passed 
by  the  House,  by  prohibiting  a 
lobbyist  from  acting  as  a  legislative 
counsel  until  his  financial  statements 
are  updated.   Unanimous  vote  of 
committee . 

SB  219,  permitting  a  town  on  an 
optional  fiscal  year  basis  to  hold  a 
second  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 
Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Drewniak  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 
The  original  legislation  which 
permitted  towns  to  operate  on  an 
optional  fiscal  year  neglected  to 
provide  for  a  second  business  session 
after  the  regular  town  meeting.   This 
bill  simply  corrects  the  oversight 
giving  uniform  procedures  to  towns  on 
both  fiscal  years. 

SB  330,  relative  to  protests  in  zoning 
ordinance  change.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Beverly  Gage  for  Municipal  and  County 
Government . 

This  bill  provides:  1.  that  in  the 
event  a  protest  petition  relative  to  a 
zoning  change  is  submitted  by  20%  of 
the  affected  landowners,  then  a  2/3 
vote  is  necessary  to  effect  the 


change;  and  2.  that  the  petition  be 
filed  at  least  24  hours  prior  to  the 
meeting  so  those  signatures  can  be 
checked. 

SB  17,  permitting  nonprofit  social 
clubs  holding  a  liquor  license  to  charge 
members  and  guests  to  cover  entertainment 
costs.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Sanborn  for 
Regulated  Revenues. 

This  bill  permits  non-profit  clubs  to 
assess  a  cover  charge  when  live 
entertainment  is  employed  as  is  now 
permitted  by  commercial  cocktail 
lounge  licensees.   Vote  was  14-0. 

SB  135,  relative  to  public  forest 
lands.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Claflin  for 
Resources,  Recreation  and  Development. 
Gives  Department  of  Resources  and 
Development  additional  authority  to 
protect  forests  from  pests  and  other 
damaging  agents.   Removes  requirement 
to  deposit  certain  revenue  in  the 
forest  improvement  and  recreational 
fund. 

SB  300,  relative  to  the  registration 
of  unauthorized  dams.   Ought  to  Pass. 
Rep.  Claflin  for  Resources,  Recreation  and 
Development . 

This  bill  requires  the  owner  of  an 
unauthorized  dam  to  register  it  with 
the  Water  Resources  Board.   If  the  dam 
is  on  a  great  pond,  the  Water 
Resources  Board  will  hold  a  hearing 
concerning  the  effective  management  of 
the  dam . 

SB  205,  exempting  certain  motor 
vehicles  and  building  equipment  from 
public  highway  weight,  height  and  width 
limitations.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Dupont 
for  Transportation. 

Our  public  highway  building  equipment 
and  motor  vehicles  that  are  owned, 
leased  or  rented  by  the  state  or  its 
political  subdivisions  and  used  for 
winter  highway  maintenance,  are  of 
necessity  exceeding  width  and  load 
limits  to  serve  our  people.   This  bill 
exempts  these  vehicles  from  these 
width  and  weight  limitations.   The 
Committee  unanimously  believes  this  is 
necessary  for  adequate  highway  service. 

SB  33,  relative  to  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  property  appraisal 
division  of  the  department  of  revenue 
administration.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Wallin  for  Ways  and  Means. 

Relieves  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  from  investigating 
assessment  practices  of  cities  and 
towns . 

SB  244,  concerning  vocational  - 
technical  colleges.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.   Rep.  Chandler  for  Education. 
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This  bill  changes  all  references  in  the 
statutes  from  vocational-technical 
institutes  to  vocational-technical 
colleges  as  they  are  now  called. 
Amendment  strikes  out  paragraph  which 
has  already  been  changed  by  HB  304 
which  has  been  passed  by  House  and 
Senate.   Vote  was  14-0. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
7  and  renumbering  sections  8,  9,  and  10  to 
read  as 

7   ,   8   and  9   ,   respectively. 

SB  293,  relative  to  wood  processing 
mills.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep. 
Rogers  for  Environment  and  Agriculture. 

This  bill  streamlines  the  registration 
of  mills.   The  location  of 
wood-processing  mills  is  important 
information  to  have  in  forest  fire 
prevention  work. 

Amendment 
Amend  RSA  224-A:4,  I  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

I.   Every  owner  of  a  wood  processing 
mill  having  registered  his  mill  pursuant  to 
RSA  224-A:3,  shall  annually  after  the 
initial  year  of  registration  renew  his 
permit  to  operate  said  mill  on  forms 
provided  by  the  department  giving  such 
pertinent  information  as  the  department 
may  require.   The  department  shall  issue  a 
renewal  permit  or  identification  sticker 
denoting  registration  renewal  each  year 
upon  application  of  the  owner  of  a  duly 
registered  mill.   There  shall  be  no  fee 
for  renewal  permits.   No  mill  may, 
however,  be  operated  after  the  initial 
year  of  registration  until  such  renewal 
permit  is  received. 

SB  236,  relative  to  a  single 
retirement  rate,  service  retirement 
benefits  and  vested  rights  under  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system.   Ought  to 
Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  James  Herchek 
for  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration. 

This  bill  establishes  single  rates  of 
member  contribution  to  the  retirement 
system  to  be  applied  without  regard  to 
the  age  or  sex  of  the  member,  and 
makes  changes  in  service  retirement 
benefits  and  vested  rights.   Committee 
amendment  retains  full  credit  benefits 
for  teachers  who  continue  to  work 
after  age  of  retirement  eligibility 
and  gives  other  group  I  members  a  3/4 
credit  instead  of  their  present  1/2 
credit  with  the  intent  of  narrowing 
this  inequity. 

Amendment 
Amend  RSA  100-A:16,  I  (a)  as  inserted 
by  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 


(a)   The  member  annuity  savings  fund 
shall  be  a  fund  in  which  shall  be 
accumulated  the  contributions  deducted 
from  the  compensation  of  members  to 
provide  for  their  member  annuities 
together  with  any  amounts  transferred 
thereto  from  a  similar  fund  under  one  or 
more  of  the  predecessor  systems.   Such 
contribution  shall  be,  for  each  member, 
dependent  upon  its  employment 
classification  at  the  rate  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  following  table.   With 
respect  to  the  rates  listed  in  the 
following  table  for  employees  and 
teachers,  the  percentages  are  applicable 
to  that  portion  of  earnable  compensation 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  amount  of  taxable 
wages  under  the  Federal  Insurance 
Contributions  Act,  as  from  time  to  time  in 
effect,  with  3/4  of  such  employee  rate  and 
the  full  teacher  rate  being  applicable  to 
that  portion  of  earnable  compensation 
which  is  not  in  excess  of  such  amount.

The  board  of  trustees  shall  certify  to 
the  proper  authority  or  officer 
responsible  for  making  up  the  payroll  of 
each  employer,  and  such  authority  or 
officer  shall  cause  to  be  deducted  from 
the  compensation  of  each  member  on  each 
and  every  payroll  of  such  employer  for 
each  and  every  payroll  period,  the 
percentage  of  earnable  compensation 
applicable  to  such  member.   In  determining 
the  amount  earnable  by  a  member  in  a 
payroll  period,  the  board  may  consider  the 
rate  of  compensation  payable  to  such 
member  on  the  first  day  of  a  payroll 
period  as  continuing  throughout  the

SB  249,  relative  to  the  definition  of 
rule  in  the  administrative  procedures 
act.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep. 
Close  for  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration. 

Bill  redefines  rule  to  insure  that 
regulation  and  standard  are  included 
as  equivalent  words  to  rule.   The 
amendment  exempts  the  recruiting 
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functions  of  the  Personnel  Department 
and  the  Divisions  of  Purchase  and 
Property  and  institutional  collections 
of  the  Department  of  Administration 
and  Control  from  the  notice  and 
hearings  requirement  of  the 
Administrative  Procedures  Act. 
Unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee.

SB  279,  relative  to  group  health 
insurance  coverage  for  certain  retired 
state  employees.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.   Rep.  Close  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

This  bill  will  allow  those  in  active 
service  who  are  not  members  of  the 
retirement  system  to  be  entitled  to 
Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  coverage  upon 
retirement,  which  is  a  change  from  the 
present  law.   Unanimous  vote. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Group  Insurance  Coverage  Provided. 
Any  person  who  is,  on  the  effective  date

101-A:6  Group  Hospitalization, 
Hospital  Medical  Care,  Surgical  Care  and 
Other  Medical  and  Surgical  Benefits.   The 
state  shall  pay  the  full  premium  for  each 
state  employee  and  permanent  temporary  or 


permanent  seasonal  employee  as  defined  in 
RSA  98-A:3  including  spouse  and  minor, 
fully  dependent  children,  if  any,  and  each 
retired  employee  and  his  spouse  or  retired 
employee's  beneficiary,  only  if  an  option 
was  taken  at  the  time  of  retirement  and 
the  employee  is  not  now  living,  toward 
group  hospitalization,  hospital  medical 
care,  surgical  care  and  other  medical 
benefits  plan,  or  a  group  plan  offering 
benefits  as  good  or  better  than  the  "Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  Plan  D" ,  if  such  plan  is 
accepted  in  place  of  the  present  state 
plan  within  the  limits  of  the  funds 
appropriated  at  each  biennial  session  and 
providing  any  change  in  plan  or  vendor  is 
approved  by  the  fiscal  committee  of  the 
general  court  prior  to  its  adoption. 
Funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose  shall 
not  be  transferred  or  used  for  any  other 
purpose. 

3  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

SB  334,  relative  to  the  transfer  of 
the  Manchester  and  Nashua  policemen  to  the 
New  Hampshire  retirement  system  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor.   Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment.   Rep.  Close  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

Amendment  states  that  the  state  will 
not  be  liable  for  any  of  the  unfunded 
accrued  liability  caused  by  bringing 
in  these  police  departments. 
Committee  feels  that  the  state  should 
not  be  responsible  for  communities' 
decisions .   Unanimous  vote  of 
Committee . 

Amendment 

Amend  paragraph  I,  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill,  by  striking  out 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

I.   The  board  of  trustees  of  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system  is  hereby

Amend  paragraph  I,  as  inserted  by 
section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 
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I.   The  board  of  trustees  of  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system  is  hereby 
authorized  to  negotiate  an  acceptable 
method  of  payment  by  the  city  of  Nashua  of 
the  cost  which  would  result  if  permanent 
policemen  of  Nashua  who  are  members  of  the 
New  Hampshire  policemen's  retirement 
system  are  transferred  to  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system  group  II 
effective  December  31,  1977.   Said  cost 
shall  consist  of  employer  normal 
contributions  from  July  1,  1945  to 
December  31,  1977;  and  the  unfunded 
accrued  liability  from  July  I,  1945  to 
June  30,  1977,  plus  interest  at  6  percent 
until  December  31,  1977,  as  determined  in 
the  actuarial  report  of  George  B.  Buck 
Consulting  Actuaries,  Inc.,  dated  May  20, 
1977.   Upon  written  agreement  between  the 
board  of  trustees  and  the  city  of  Nashua 
the  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
fiscal  committee  of  the  general  court  for 
its  approval  and  to  the  governor  and 
council  for  their  approval. 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Appropriation;  Manchester. 
Provided  that  written  agreement  between 
the  board  of  trustees  and  the  city  of 
Manchester  of  an  acceptable  method  of 
payment  has  been  obtained  and  approved  by 
the  fiscal  committee  of  the  general  court 
and  by  governor  and  council  by  December 
31,  1977  there  is  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  purposes  of  section  1  of  this  act  for 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1978  for  the 
state's  share  of  the  normal  contribution 
the  sura  of  $28,304  and  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1979  for  the  state's  share 
of  the  normal  contribution  the  sum  of

SB  229,  revising  the  laws  of 
corporations.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.   Rep.  Pappas  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  makes  several  changes  in  the 
laws  relating  to  corporations.   It 
eliminates  the  role  of  the  Attorney 


General  in  the  filing  of  corporation 
documents.   It  provides  for  consensual 
meetings  of  stockholders,  directors 
and  incorporators  and  it  authorizes  a 
corporation  to  have  fewer  than  three 
directors  if  there  are  fewer  than 
three  shareholders.   The  bill  deletes 
references  to  "sworn  affidavits"  and 
replaces  them  with  the  phrase  "signed 
under  the  penalties  of  perjury."  The 
bill  also  deletes  the  requirement  of 
filing  for  the  issuance  of  stock  after 
incorporation  and  provides  for  easier 
dissolution.   The  Committee  felt  that 
this  bill  brings  our  statutes 
up-to-date  and  that  it  is  much 
needed.   This  bill  was  supported  by 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office  and 
the  Attorney  General's  office.   It  was 
also  supported  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Bar  Association. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
39  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

39  Reregistration;  Additional  Costs 
Imposed.   Amend  RSA  300:10-b  (supp)  as 
inserted  by  1967,  64:2  by  striking  out 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

300:10-b  Reregistration.   If  any  such 
foreign  corporation  shall  again  wish  to 
register  to  do  business  in  this  state  it 
shall  make  a  new  application  for  such 
registration,  pay  all  past  due  annual 
returns  with  filing  and  annual  maintenance 
fees  as  provided  in  RSA  300:5-a  and,  in 
addition,  pay  the  required  fees  for  said 
registration. 

40  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  60  days  after  its  passage. 

SB  173,  establishing  the  New  Hampshire 
municipal  bond  bank  as  a  public  body 
corporate  and  politic  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  the  borrowing  of  money  by 
counties,  cities,  towns  and  districts  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor.   Ought 
to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  Bednar  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 

Municipal  bond  banks  have  been  proven 
useful  and  successful  in  several  other 
states.   In  view  of  New  Hampshire's 
current  fiscal  situation  in  which 
state  funds  are  being  cut  to  cities 
and  towns  while  municipal  facilities 
and  improvements  require  increasingly 
large  capital  outlays  and  federal 
mandates  such  as  the  federal  Safe 
Drinking-Water  Act  are  requiring 
cities  and  towns  to  comply  with  more 
and  more  regulations,  bond  banks  can 
provide  some  relief. 

By  combining  small  bond  issues  into  a 
larger  sum  under  one  financial  agency, 
which  can  provide  the  expertise  and 
overseeing  respected  in  the  market, 
bonds  can  be  marketed  easier  and  at 
less  cost  -  saving  up  to  6%  of  the 
bond  principal. 
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This  bill  would  create  a  New  Hampshire 
municipal  bond  bank  to  provide 
technical  financial  assistance  and  the 
advantages  of  bond  bank  marketing  on  a 
voluntary  basis  to  any  municipality  or 
municipal  subdivision  which  wishes  to 
participate.   The  amendment  simply 
corrects  an  oversight  relative  to  bond 
anticipation  and  brings  the  bill  into 
compliance  with  existing  law.

Amend  RSA  35-A:4  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  inserting  after 
paragraph  VIII  the  following  new  paragraph: 

IX.   The  bank  and  its  corporate 
existence  shall  continue  until  terminated 
by  law,  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
law  shall  take  effect  so  long  as  the  bank 
shall  have  bonds,  notes  and  other 
obligations  outstanding,  unless  adequate 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment 
thereof.

Amend  RSA  35-A  as  inserted  by  section 
1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  31 
and  renumbering  the  original  sections  32 
throught  40  to  read  as 

31   ,   32   ,   33   ,   34   ,   35   ,   36 
,   37   ,   38   ,   and  39   respectively. 

Referred  to  Appropriations. 

SB  31,  relative  to  the  form  and  use  of 
walking  disability  identification  on  motor 
vehicles.   Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment. 
Rep.  James  Murray  for  Transportation. 
The  House  has  already  passed  a  bill 
which  allows  for  the  attachment  of 
stickers  on  the  plates  of  people  with 
walking  disabilities.   SB  31  specifies 
exactly  the  kind  of  sticker  and  where 
it  shall  be  placed.   This  is  to  ensure 
proper  usage  of  the  sticker. 

Amendment 

Amend  RSA  260:18-a,  I  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

I.   The  director  shall  furnish  without 
charge  for  every  motor  vehicle  owned  by  a 
person  with  a  walking  disability  who 
furnishes  satisfactory  proof  of  such 
disability  to  said  director  and  who  has  an 
operator's  license  to  operate  said 
vehicle,  a  decal  using  the  international 
accessibility  symbol.

under  RSA  260:18-a  shall  be  allowed  free 
parking  time  in  any  city  or  town  for  a 
continuous  period  of  not  more  than  24 
hours  at  one  time. 

SB  101,  relative  to  allowable  uses  of 
written  reports  filed  after  an  accident. 
Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep. 
Shepard  for  Transportation. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  will  bring 
the  accident  report  statute  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Laws  in  alignment  with 
the  United  States  Constitution.   This 
law  forbids  an  accident  report  filed 
by  the  person  involved  from  being  used 
against  said  person  in  a  criminal 
case.   This  guarantees  a  person's 
constitutional  rights  in  this  area. 

Amendment 
Amed  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking 
out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

AN  ACT 
relative  to  allowable  uses  of  written 
reports  filed  after  an  accident 
and  relative  to  restoration 
of  licenses  to  certain 
drivers . 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

2  Restoration  of  License.   Amend  RSA 
262-A:69-m  as  inserted  by  1975,  429:2  by 
striking  out  in  line  2  the  word  "may"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
(shall)  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

262-A:69-m  Restoration  of  License. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law 
to  the  contrary,  the  director  of  motor 
vehicles  shall  in  his  discretion  reissue  a 
license  to  a  resident,  or  restore 
operating  privileges  to  a  non-resident, 
whose  license  or  privilege  to  operate  has 
been  revoked  for  failure  to  submit  to  a 
test  pursuant  to  the  implied  consent  law 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety  days 
when  such  person  is  not  found  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  RSA  262-A:62.

This  bill  merely  clarifies  some  vague 
phrasing  in  the  moped  statute.   This 
bill  is  supported  by  the  Department  of 
Safety.

Amend  RSA  259:1,  Xlll-a  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Xlll-a  "Mopeds"  means  any  two-wheeled 
or  three-wheeled  pedal  vehicle  with  an 
automatic  transmission  and  a  helper  motor, 
internal  combustion  or  electric,  which  is

Makes  four  technical  changes  relative 

to  annual  taxation  inventory  blanks 

prepared  by  selectmen. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
4  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

4  Repeal.   RSA  74:4,  IV,  relative  to 
an  owner's  statement  of  the  latest 
assessed  value  of  homestead  residences  is 
hereby  repealed. 

5  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  60  days  after  its  passage. 

SB  211,  permitting  certain  school 
districts  to  withdraw  from  supervisory 
union  53.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Education  for  Interim  Study.   Rep.  Valley 
for  Education. 

SB  211  concerns  a  method  by  which  a 
school  district  might  withdraw  from  a 
Supervisory  Union.   The  subject  matter 
is  germane  to  that  of  another  bill 
which  the  House  sent  to  interim 
study.   The  Education  Committee  would 
like  to  study  the  two  bills  together. 
The  vote  was  12-2. 

SB  218,  concerning  a  statewide  public 
school  system  performance  evaluation. 
Refer  to  the  Committee  on  Education  for 
Interim  Study.   Rep.  Henry  B.  Richardson. 
On  April  20th  the  House  referred  a 
similar  bill  to  the  Education 
Committee  for  interim  study  by  a  vote 
of  222  to  62.   The  Committee  would 
like  to  study  this  bill  along  with 
others.   Committee  vote  was  15-0. 

SB  271,  exempting  certain  governmental 
entities  from  the  payment  of  motor  vehicle 
road  tolls.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Transportation  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Erler  for  Transportation. 

Because  of  the  complexity  of  this 
issue  the  Committee  feels  this  should 
be  relegated  to  interim  study. 

SB  272,  requiring  notification  of  the 
owners  of  certain  abandoned  motor 
vehicles.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Transportation  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
York  for  Transportation. 

This  bill  has  good  intentions  but  the 
Committee  feels  it  would  have  to  go  to 
interim  study  to  get  adequate  coverage. 

SB  278,  relative  to  exempting  certain 
motor  vehicles  from  motor  vehicle 
registration  fees.   Refer  to  the  Committee 
on  Transportation  for  Interim  Study.   Rep. 
Erler  for  Transportation. 


This  bill,  though  simple  on  its  face, 
has  serious  implications.   The 
Committee  feels  it  deserves  much  more 
study .

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:

Amend  RSA  325:37  by 
inserting  in  line  7  after  the  word 
"determine."  the  following  (The  widow  or 
widower  of  a  licensed  funeral  director  or 
the  wife  or  husband  of  one  who  is 
incapacitated  may  continue  to  operate  his 
or  her  business  providing  she  or  he  employs 
a  person  who  holds  the  required  certificate 
or  certificates,  has  passed  such 
examinations  as  the  board  requires  to 
engage  in  funeral  directing  and  holds  a 
certificate  of  registration  from  the 
board.)  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:

SB  50,  relative  to  restructuring  the 
public  utilities  commission  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.   Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment.   Rep.  Bosse  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  retains  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  with  three 
commissioners,  establishes  a  code  of 
ethics  for  commissioners,  prohibits 
certain  future  employment,  prohibits 
ex-parte  communications  with  certain 
exceptions,  requires  continuing 
education,  establishes  the  offices  of 
Executive  Director,  General  Counsel 
and  Consumer  Affairs  Director, 
increases  the  salaries  of  the 
commissioners,  and  requires  that  the 
commissioners  be  full-time  employees. 
Unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee 
members  present,  15-0. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:

Regulate  his  extra-curricular 
activities  to  minimize  the  risk  of 
conflict  with  his  official  duties; 

X.  Refrain  from  solicitation  of 
funds  for  any  political,  educational, 
religious,  charitable  or  civic  purpose 
although  a  commissioner  may  be  listed  as 
an  officer,  director,  trustee  of  such 
organizations;  and 

XI.  Refrain  from  financial  or 
business  dealings  which  would  tend  to 
reflect  adversely  on  his  impartiality, 
although  he  may  hold  investments  which  do 
not  come  under  the  purview  of  his 
regulatory  responsibilities,  such  as  a 
family  business.

This  bill  would  change  the  Commission 
on  Crime  and  Delinquency  from  a 
commission  established  by  the 
Governor's  1973  executive  order  to  a 
legislatively  established  agency  known 
as  the  New  Hampshire  Crime  Commission. 
The  new  agency  would  be  responsible 
for  developing  policy  that  would 
concern  all  facets  of  New  Hampshire 
law  enforcement  including  criminal  and 
juvenile  justice  programs,  as  well  as 
advising  the  Governor  and  Legislature 
of  important  matters  pertaining  to  the 
prevention  of  crime.

SB  303,  establishing  a  department  of 
corrections  merging  therein  the  state 
prison,  the  youth  development  center,  the 
department  of  probation,  and  the  board  and 
department  of  parole.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Executive  Departments  and 
Administration  for  Interim  Study.

This  bill  provides  for  a  unified 
direction  of  policies,  programs  and 
personnel  in  corrections  and 
authorizes  positions  for  a 
commissioner  of  corrections  and  two 
deputies  and  directors  of  each 
division.   There  would  also  be 
established  an  advisory  council  of 
seven  persons  to  consult  with  and 
advise  the  commissioner.

This  bill  establishes  a  special  fund 
made  up  of  fees  charged  to  applicants 
for  the  bar  to  establish,  administer 
and  enforce  standards  of  character  and 
fitness  of  such  applicants.  The 
committee  unanimously  felt  that  due  to 
the  increasing  amount  of  applicants, 
especially  from  out-of-state,  that 
investigation  as  to  their 
qualifications  is  a  necessity.

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Chief  Justice  Kenison  and  was  felt 
that  if  the  Supreme  Court  has  the 
authority  to  set  standards,  they 
should  be  allowed  to  investigate.

SB  189,  establishing  a  coastal 
resources  management  program  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.   Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment.   Rep.  Rogers  for 
Environment  and  Agriculture. 

This  bill  provides  for  a  Division  of 
Coastal  Resources  Management  within 
the  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning. 
It  also  provides  for  a  local 
referendum  by  the  affected  towns 
before  the  act  is  accepted.   The 
amendments  establish  an  advisory 
committee  of  citizens  from  the  coastal 
area  and  make  several  technical 
changes  in  the  original  legislation. 

Amendment 

Amend  RSA  271-B:1,  VII  (b)  as  inserted 
by  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out 
said  subparagraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

(b)   To  achieve  a  wise  and  balanced 
use  of  land  and  water  resources  of  the 
coastal  area,  giving  full  consideration  to 
ecological,  cultural,  historic  and 
aesthetic  values,  and  to  needs  for  social 
and  economic  development,  and  to  the 
national  interest  and  national  defense; 

Amend  RSA  27I-B:3  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

271-B:3  Division  of  Coastal  Resources 
Management,  and  Advisory  Committee, 
Established. 

I.  There  is  hereby  established  within 
the  state  office  of  comprehensive  planning 
a  division  of  coastal  resources 
management.   The  purpose  of  such 
establishment  is  to  implement  the  state 
coastal  resources  management  program. 

II.  The  director  of  the  division, 
shall  be  a  classified  employee  equal  in 
labor  grade  status  to  existing  division 
directors  within  the  office  of 
comprehensive  planning.   The  program 
manager  shall  possess  qualifications  which 
include  but  are  not  limited  to  the 
following: 

(a)  A  master's  degree,  from  a 
recognized  college  or  university,  in 
resource  planning  or  management;  or 
community  development  or  public 
administration  with  undergraduate  training 


in  the  natural  sciences;  4  years 
experience  in  planning,  resource 
management,  business  administration,  or 
community  development,  2  years  of  which 
must  have  been  in  a  supervisory  capacity; 
or  a  related  bachelor's  degree  with  a 
minimum  of  7  years  experience  in  planning 
resource  management,  business 
administration,  of  community  development, 
2  years  of  which  must  have  been  in  a 
supervisory  capacity;  and 

(b)  A  substantial  knowledge  of 
federal  and  New  Hampshire  state  laws 
relating  to  resource  planning  and 
management ;  and 

(c)  A  substantial  knowledge  of 
administrative  principles  necessary  to 
plan,  develop  and  administer  a  coastal 
resource  management  program;  and 

(d)  A  substantial  knowledge  of  the 
methods  and  techniques  necessary  to 
survey,  collect  and  utilize  data  for  the 
purpose  of  implementing  this  chapter. 

III.  There  is  hereby  established  a 
Coastal  Resources  Management  Advisory 
Committee,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
committee,  which  shall  be  composed  of  5 
members  as  provided  hereinbelow. 

IV.  At  least  3  of  said  members  of  the 
committee  shall  be  year-round  residents  in 
the  primary  or  secondary  zone,  and  the 
remaining  number  of  said  members,  if  any, 
shall  be  year-round  residents  of  the 
tertiary  zone.   Two  or  more  of  said 
members  shall  not  be  residents  of  the  same 
municipality.   One  each  of  said  members 
shall  be  qualified,  experienced  and 
representative  of  one  of  the  following: 

(a)  municipal  government  in  the 
primary  zone  municipalities; 

(b)  economic  development  in  the 
coastal  zone; 

(c)  environmental  protection  or 
conservation  in  the  coastal  zone; 

(d)  outdoor  recreation  in  the  coastal 
zone ;  and 

(e)  one  shall  be  representative  of 
the  general  public,  who  shall  serve  as 
chairman. 

V.  The  governor  and  council  shall 
appoint  each  member  within  30  days  after 
receipt  of  notice  from  the  secretary  of 
state  that  such  appointment  is  required, 
and  with  due  regard  to  the  qualifications 
required  for  each  appointee  as  set  forth 
in  RSA  271-B:3,  IV.   Each  such  member 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  5  years,  and 
until  his  or  her  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified,  with  the  exception  of  the 
initial  appointments  from  each  group  which 
shall  be  for  the  following  terms;

Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  expired 
term  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein. 
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VI.  Said  members  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  mileage  and  expenses  when 
performing  the  duties  of  the  commission  as 
set  forth  herein  below.

SB  147,  relative  to  posting  a  bond  or 
certification  of  assets  by  manufacturers, 
importers  or  distributors  of  motor 
vehicles  to  insure  warranties.   Ought  to 
Pass.  Rep.  Lamy  for  Commerce  and  Consumer

Bill  requires  that  manufacturers, 
importers  and  distributors  of  motor 
vehicles  (rated  load  one  and  one-half 
tons  or  less)  comply  with  present 
consumer  protection  division 
regulations  relative  to  posting  bond 
or  certification  of  assets  to  insure 
warranties. 

Any  consumer  aggrieved  by  breach  of 
express  or  implied  warranties  on 
vehicles  is  entitled  to  damages,  costs 
and  attorney's  fees.

Important  for  the 
Division  of  Welfare  in  establishing 
paternity. 

SB  193,  permitting  public  service  as 
an  alternative  sentence  for  conviction  of 
certain  crimes.   Ought  to  Pass.  Rep. 
Poulin  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  allows  a  person  convicted 
under  certain  statutes  to  be  required 
to  perform  public  service  of  a  sort 
that  will  foster  respect  for  those 
interests  violated  by  his  conduct. 

SB  203,  relative  to  the  employment  of 
attorneys  to  assist  the  Hillsborough 
county  attorney.   Ought  to  Pass.  Rep. 
Callahan  for  Municipal  and  County 
Government. 

This  is  simply  permissive  legislation 
allowing  the  Hillsborough  County 
Attorney  to  hire  assistants  contingent 
on  the  positions  being  funded  by  the 
county  delegation. 

SB  238,  relative  to  waiving 
competitive  bidding  for  the  city  of 
Manchester  under  certain  conditions.

The  intent  of  this  bill  is  to  allow  by 
2/3  vote  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  a 
waiver  of  competitive  bidding  in  those 
instances,  such  as  securing  insurance, 
when  negotiation  would  better  serve 
the  interests  of  the  city  and  its 
citizens.   Under  the  present  charter, 
the  city  has  no  such  option. 

SB  240,  permitting  towns  to 
appropriate  money  for  day  care  centers. 
Ought  to  Pass.  Rep.  Richard  Hanson  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 

This  is  simply  permissive  legislation 
to  allow  towns  to  appropriate  money 
for  day  care  centers  for  those  towns 


which  have  encountered  problems  in 
securing  federal  matching  funds 
without  explicit  statutory  permission. 

SB  263,  establishing  a  procedure  to 
discontinue  certain  capital  reserve 
funds.   Ought  to  Pass.  Rep.  Callahan  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 

This  is  a  simple  bill  to  establish  a 
procedure  for  towns  and  municipalities 
to  discontinue  certain  reserve  funds. 
Presently,  these  funds  must  remain 
earmarked  and  locked  in  trust  even 
though  they  were  not  expended. 

SB  270,  relative  to  municipal 
immunity.   Ought  to  Pass.  Rep.  Mann  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 
Current  law  does  not  provide 
municipalities  with  immunity  from 
damages  arising  out  of  natural  acts 
such  as  wind  and  weather.   As  a 
result,  courts  have  held 
municipalities  liable  in  some  tort 
claims.   The  intent  of  this  bill  is  to 
protect  municipalities  from  claims 
arising  from  such  natural  forces.

Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.  Rep.  Daniel 
Eaton  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  rectifies  various  problems 
encountered  by  the  Superior  Court  in 
enforcement  of  child  support  orders.

SB  265,  concerning  the  selection  and 
exemption  of  jurors.  Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.  Rep.  Martin  for  Judiciary. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  moves  the  juror 
selection  month  from  May  to  April.   It 
further  continues  the  exemption  for 
people  over  70  years  of  age. 
Committee  vote  was  12-0.

Said  alternate  jurors  shall  be  liable  as  a 
regular  juror  for  failure  to  attend  the 
trial  or  to  obey  any  order  or  admonition 
of  the  court  to  the  jury,  shall  receive 
the  same  compensation  as  other  jurors  and 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  be 
discharged  upon  final  submission  of  the 
case  to  the  jury.   If  before  the  final 
submission  of  the  case  to  the  jury  one  or 
more  jurors  become  incapacitated  or 
disqualified  or  dies,  his  place  shall  be 
taken  upon  the  order  of  the  court,  by  an 
alternate  juror  who  shall  become  one  of 
the  jury  and  serve  in  all  respects  as 
though  selected  as  an  original  juror.

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SB  201,  relative  to  the  special 
license  for  a  passenger  vessel  operating 
on  state  waters.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.  Rep.  Cunningham  for  Regulated 
Revenues. 

This  will  permit  vessels  licensed  to 
sell  liquor  and  beverages  to  serve 
while  the  vessel  is  in  port  and  the 
Committee  believes  it  is  a  reasonable 
extension  of  the  existing  special 
license  now  granted  to  these  vessels. 
The  vote  was  13-1.

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

2  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

SB  176,  to  amend  the  law  relative  to 
taxation  on  legacies  and  successions. 
Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.  Rep.  McLane 
for  Ways  and  Means. 

Bill  exempts  from  15%  legacy  tax  the 
decedent's  share  of  a  jointly  owned 
and  occupied  homestead  if  such 
homestead  passes  to  a  brother  or 
sister. 

Amendment 

Amend  RSA  86:6,  III  as  inserted  by 
section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

III.  The  decedent's  share  of  a 
homestead  which,  for  a  period  of  at  least 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  date  of 
death  of  the  decedent,  was  jointly  owned

Refer  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for 
Interim  Study.  Rep.  Dianne  Herchek  for 
Judiciary. 

This  bill  recodifies  the  probate  laws 
of  the  state  and  incorporates  certain 
provisions  of  the  Uniform  Probate 
Code.   This  is  a  very  comprehensive 
piece  of  legislation  and  it  requires  a 
considerable  amount  of  review.   The 
Committee  felt  that  at  this  time  it 
did  not  have  adequate  time  to  give  it 
the  attention  it  deserves. 

SB  318,  relative  to  alternative  civil 
proceeding  to  declare  material  obscene  and 
to  terminate  its  dissemination.   Refer  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  Interim 
Study.  Rep.  Ayles  for  Judiciary. 

The  Committee  finds  problems  with  some 
of  the  definitions  and  language  of 
parts  of  this  bill  and  recommends  it 


be  studied  with  the  possible  amendment 
to  include  obscenity  statutes. 

SB  363,  revising  guardianship 
procedures.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary  for  Interim  Study.  Rep. 
Carpenito  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  is  a  complex  and  complete 
revision  of  all  present  guardianship 
I'aws .   It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  Committee  that  this  bill  be 
referred  to  interim  study  to  afford  a 
more  deliberate  and  careful  review  of 
the  state's  guardianship  statutes. 

SB  138,  relative  to  an  alternative 
form  of  county  government.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  and  County 
Government  for  Interim  Study.  Rep.  Richard 
Hanson  for  Municipal  and  County  Government. 
The  Committee  is  studying  a  series  of 
similar  bills  directed  at  relieving 
state  representatives  from  their 
duties  as  members  of  a  county 
delegation  and  making  county 
government  more  direct  and  feels  this 
bill  should  be  considered  with  the 
others. 

SB  195,  defining  and  restricting  the 
meaning  of  "owners"  as  used  in  zoning 
changes.   Refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Municipal  and  County  Government  for 
Interim  Study.   Rep.  Mann  for  Municipal 
and  County  Government. 

Manchester  Water  Works  owns  21%  of  the 
town  of  Auburn  and  pays  25  -  26%  of 
the  taxes  which  gives  them  a 
substantial  voice,  through  protest 
petitions,  in  the  town's  zoning 
regulations.   This  bill  would  protect 
the  town  from  such  control  by  one 
landowner  but  would  leave  the  Water 
Works  with  little  voice  over  its 
holdings.   The  problem  needs  further 
investigation  for  a  satisfactory 
solution  to  both  sides  as  well  as  for 
its  effects  on  other  cities  and  towns. 

SB  302,  relative  to  the  time  for 
completing  improvements  of  subdivisions 
for  vesting  rights  thereafter.   Refer  to 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  and  County 
Government  for  Interim  Study.  Rep.  Emile 
Boisvert  for  Municipal  and  County 
Government . 

Since  this  bill  requires  such  a 
drastic  change  in  existing  law  in 
extending  the  exemption  from 
subdivision  regulations  from  3  to  6 
years  and  instituting  vested  rights, 
the  Committee  would  like  to  study  this 
legislation  further. 

SB  84,  authorizing  limited  police 
powers  to  title  investigators,  fire 
investigators  and  licensing  officers  of 
the  department  of  safety.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Transportation  for  Interim 
Study.  Rep.  York  for  Transportation. 

The  Committee  saw  that  the  granting  of 

limited  police  powers  is  a  complex 

issue  and  needs  more  study. 
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SB  150,  providing  an  appeal  procedure 
for  persons  denied  a  license  to  operate  a 
motor  vehicle  for  failure  to  pass  a  visual 
acuity  examination.   Refer  to  the 
Committee  on  Transportation  for  Interim 
Study.  Rep.  Clark  for  Transportation. 

This  matter  is  so  complex  it  demands 

more  study. 

Rep.  Marshall  French  moved  that  debate 
be  limited  to  twenty  minutes  equally 
divided  on  all  bills.

required  to  register  with  and  consent  to

The  amended  bill  makes  a  sincere 
effort  to  solve  a  problem  in  Nashua. 
The  amendment  provides  for  a 
referendum  in  30  days  to  determine  if 
the  voters  of  Nashua  wish  to  vote  on  a 
line  of  succession  for  the  office  of 
mayor  in  the  November  election. 
This  bill,  as  amended,  sets  up  a 
procedure,  if  adopted  by  the  voters, 
for  filling  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
mayor  either  by  absence,  illness, 
death,  or  by  other  causes. 

Amendment 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1   Vacancy  in  Office  of  Mayor.   Amend 
1913,  427  part  1,  43  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

SECT.  43.   In  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  office  of  mayor  by  death,  resignation, 
illness,  or  otherwise,  the  president  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  shall  act  as 
temporary  mayor,  if  there  are  6  months  or 
less  remaining  in  the  term  of  mayor.   If 
there  is  6  months  and  a  day  remaining  in 
the  term  of  mayor,  the  president  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  shall  act  as  mayor  until 
a  mayor  shall  be  chosen  by  special 
election  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.   The 


acting  mayor  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  duties  in  all  respects  as  if  elected 
mayor  by  the  people,  except  for 
appointment  and  removal  powers,  and  upon 
his  qualifying  as  acting  mayor  he  shall 
not  participate  in  any  decisions  made  by 
the  board  of  aldermen.   The  remuneration 
paid  to  the  acting  mayor  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  paid  to  the  president  of  the  board 
of  aldermen.   In  the  event  of  the  mayor's 
absence  from  the  city,  or  temporary 
disability  from  sickness  or  other  causes 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  30  days,  the 
president  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall 
assume  the  post  of  acting  mayor  for  that 
period  only  and  as  acting  mayor  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  mayor  during  the  continuance  of  the 
latter's  absence  or  disability  but  shall 
not  participate  in  any  aldermanic  duties 
while  serving  as  acting  mayor  and  shall 
not  have  appointment  and  removal  powers. 

2  Special  Election  for  Mayor.   Amend 
1913,  427  part  1  by  inserting  after 
section  43  the  following  new  section: 

SECT.   43-a.   In  case  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  office  of  mayor  by  death, 
resignation,  illness,  or  otherwise  and 
there  is  at  least  6  months  and  one  day 
remaining  in  the  term  of  mayor,  there 
shall  be  held  a  special  election  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  mayor  not  later 
than  45  days  after  such  vacancy  occurs  or 
not  later  than  45  days  after  this  section 
takes  effect,  whichever  comes  later. 
However,  if  such  a  vacancy  occurs  within  6 
months  or  less  of  the  next  regular 
municipal  election,  then  said  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  in  that  regular  municipal 
election.

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  ensure 
consistency  with  state  laws  and  policies 
and  to  facilitate  public  accountability 
rather  than  autonomous  decision-making, 
state  elected  officials  should  have  a 
major  role  in  the  federal  health  planning 
and  decision-making  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  if  the  states  are  to  have 
their  traditional  major  public  policy  role 
in  the  allocation  of  health  resources, 
greater  flexibility  is  required  than 
presently  exists  under  P.L.  93-641  to 
establish  organizational  structures 
appropriate  to  the  individual  needs  of  the 
states;  and 

WHEREAS,  P.L.  91-641  as  enacted  is 
extremely  weak  in  insuring  clear  lines  of 
public  accountability  for  developing 
health  plans  and  making  decisions 
affecting  the  delivery  of  health  care 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  are  deeply  concerned  about 
the  authority  extended  to  the  executive 
branch  of  the  federal  and  state  government 
to  control  the  decisions  and  structures 
which  will  determine  health  care  services 
for  individuals  in  our  communities  and 
states;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  believe  that  federal 
regulations  should  be  sensitive  to  the 
diversity  and  unique  needs  of  the  separate 
states;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  House  of 
Representatives: 

That  in  order  to  achieve  this 
objective,  we  call  upon  the  federal 
government  to  insure  that  state  elected 
officials  are  consulted  prior  to  the 
development  of  future  regulations 
affecting  the  health  care  field;  and 

That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional  delegation  and  to  the 
regional  office  of  the  Public  Health 
Service,  United  States  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.

6  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

6  Certain  Powers  of  Supervisory  Unions 
Limited.   Amend  RSA  186:11,  I  (supp)  as 
amended  by  inserting  in  line  7  after  the 
word  "corporation."  the  following  (; 
provided,  however,  that  such  supervisory 
unions  shall  not  have  the  power  to  procure 
land  or  to  construct  or  purchase 
buildings.)  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

I.  SUPERVISORY  UNIONS.   Combine  the 
several  school  districts  in  the  state  into 
not  more  than  60  supervisory  unions 
consisting  of  one  or  more  school 
districts.   Such  supervisory  unions  legally 
organized  shall  be  corporations,  with  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  hold  and  dispose  of 
real  and  personal  property  for  the 
establishment  of  facilities  for 
administration  and  any  instructional 
purposes,  and  to  make  necessary  contracts 
in  relation  to  any  function  of  the 
corporation;  provided,  however,  that  such 
supervisory  unions  shall  not  have  the 
power  to  procure  land  or  to  construct  or 
purchase  buildings.   In  forming  such 
unions  the  state  board  shall  continue  the 
unions  theretofore  formed,  when  that  is 
the  reasonable  thing  to  do,  and  shall 
dissolve  supervisory  unions  and  form  new 
unions  when  it  finds  that  such  an  action 
promotes  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.

"Abuse"  means  intentional  use  of 
physical  force,  non-accidental  injury  as 
the  result  of  acts  or  omissions,  mental 
anguish,  or  unreasonable  confinement. 

V.  "Neglect"  means  a  pattern  of 
conduct  rather  than  an  action  or  omission 
which  results  in  deprivation  of  services 
that  are  necessary  to  maintain  minimum 
mental  and  physical  health. 

VI.  "Exploitation"  means  the  illegal 
or  improper  use  of  an  incapacitated  adult 
or  his  resources  for  another  profit  or 
advantage.

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SB  87,  prohibiting  adult  persons  of 
the  same  sex  from  consorting  in  a  lewd  or 
licentious  manner  in  a  public  place.

This  bill  addresses  itself  to  the 
problem  of  public  displays  of 
objectionable  behavior  only  by 
homosexuals.   The  Supreme  court  has 
ruled  that  discrimination  based  on 
homosexuality  is  unconstitutional. 
Furthermore,  there  are  existing 
statutes  that  prohibit  this  kind  of 
behavior  by  heterosexuals  and 
homosexuals. 

The  Committee  felt  that  this  bill  was 
poorly  drafted  and  unnecessary.  Vote

parcel  of  land  when  there  are  several 
parcels  subject  to  the  mortgage;  it 
would  under  certain  circumstances 
permit  foreclosing  upon  personalty; 
simultaneously  with  the  real  estate.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 
(Consent  Calendar) 
SB  274,  relative  to  licensing 
automobile  insurance  appraisers. 
Inexpedient  to  Legislate.   Rep.  Lamy  for 
Commerce  and  Consumer  Affairs. 

The  Committee  did  not  see  any  need  for 
this  bill. 

SB  254,  eliminating  the  one  year  full 
pay  provision  for  totally  disabled 
classified  state  employees.   Inexpedient 
to  Legislate.   Rep.  Cornelius  for 
Executive  Departments  and  Administration. 
Any  change  in  benefits  for  state 
employees  should  be  part  of  the 
collective  bargaining  process.   Since 
the  issue  addressed  by  this  bill  was 
never  raised  by  the  state  in  the 
course  of  negotiations,  the  Committee 
voted  unanimously  that  making  it  the 
subject  of  legislation  was  contrary  to 
the  spirit  of  the  collective 
bargaining  law. 

SB  338,  relative  to  investigations  of 
the  state  fire  marshal.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Laycock  for  Executive 
Departments  and  Administration. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  state 
fire  marshal  is  the  proper  agency  to 
investigate  fires  resulting  in  death. 
Unanimous  vote. 

SB  172,  relative  to  parental 
responsibility.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Carpenito  for  Judiciary. 
This  bill  is  in  direct  contradiction 
to  the  concept  of  our  present  juvenile 
justice  system.   It  is  designed  to: 
1.  Mandate  the  publication  of  the  name 
of  any  juvenile  delinquent  guilty  of 
any  second  offense.   Under  present 
law,  juvenile  courts  may  release  names 
of  juveniles  to  persons  having  a 
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legitimate  interest  in  the  case.   This 
bill  would  remove  the  present  law's 
protection  from  indiscriminate  public 
inspection. 

2.  This  bill  would  create  a  new  crime, 
the  "Crime  of  Negligent  Contribution 
to  a  Child's  Delinquency."    Parents 
of  a  child  who  may  have  committed  an 
act  of  vandalism  would  also  be  subject 
to  prosecution  for  "committing"  this 
new  crime.   These  parents  would  be 
charged  with  a  misdemeanor. 

3.  This  bill  also  establishes  another 
new  crime.   The  parents  of  any  child 
who  is  a  habitual  truant  would  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.   The 
Committee  felt  that  this  type  of  a 
sledgehammer  approach  was  not  the  way 
to  solve  the  problem  of  truancy. 

4.  This  bill  removes  the  present  $500 
limitation  on  a  parent's  liability  for 
damages  caused  by  a  child's  delinquent 
acts.   The  sponsors  of  this  bill  were 
unable  to  estimate  the  number  of 
families  that  may  be  forced  into 
bankruptcy  by  the  complete  removal  of 
this  limitation.   Further,  if  these 
family  bankruptcies  are  caused  by  a 
new  crime  (the  "negligent  contribution 
to  a  child's  delinquency"^  ,  should  the 
bankrupt  families  be  allowed  to 
receive  welfare? 

On  April  21  the  House  killed  two  bills 
that  attempted  to  dismantle  the 
juvenile  justice  system  in  a  similar 
manner.   The  Committee  felt  that  it 
would  be  inconsistent  and  unwise  to 
pass  this  bill  that  would  have  such  a 
sweeping  and  debilitating  effect  on 
our  system  of  juvenile  justice. 

SB  214,  prohibiting  the  possession  or 
sale  of  devices  used  to  defraud 
communications  companies.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Martin  for  Judiciary. 

This  problem  is  currently  addressed  in 
present  statutes  dealing  with  theft  of 
services.   RSA  637:8,  III,  already 
establishes  specific  legislative 
intent  as  it  specifically  mentions  the 
Telephone  Company. 

SB  261,  relative  to  the  service  of 
writs  and  other  processes.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Currier  for  Judiciary. 
This  bill  could  have  a  substantial 
impact  on  county  budgets  which  the 
Committee  did  not  have  time  to 
analyze.   Service  of  process  is  an 
important  part  of  civil  proceedings, 
and  the  Committee  did  not  feel  it  wise 
to  restructure  service  requirements  at 
this  time. 

SB  268,  relative  to  the  rights  of  law 
enforcement  officers.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Martin  for  Judiciary. 
This  bill  would  establish  a  bill  of 
rights  for  policemen  and  create  a 
hearing  procedure  to  adjudicate 
disputes  for  grievances  of  law 
enforcement  officers. 

The  Committee  felt  that  these  kinds  of 
administrative  problems  within  police 
departments  would  be  aggravated  by 
this  kind  of  legislation. 


Furthermore,  this  entire  bill  would 

apply  to  only  one  police  department  in 

this  state. 

Committee  vote  was  10-1  with  Reps. 

Currier,  Healy  and  Eaton  taking  Rule 

16. 

SB  357,  relative  to  sovereign  immunity 
of  the  state.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Rep.  Al ler  for  Judiciary. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  doctrine 
of  sovereign  immunity  is  well 
entrenched,  and  need  not  be 
incorporated  into  the  statutes. 

SB  88,  relative  to  workmen's 
compensation  coverage  for  domestic  and 
casual  employees.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Robert  Wheeler  for  Labor, 
Human  Resources  and  Rehabilitation. 

If  the  repeal  of  the  current  coverage 
were  enacted.  New  Hampshire  would  be 
taking  a  backward  step.   It  would 
eliminate  a  responsible  insuring 
mechanism  and  leave  absolutely  nothing 
in  its  place. 

SB  169,  relative  to  parking  permits 
for  handicapped  persons.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.   Rep.  Tavitian  for 
Transportation. 

The  Committee  unanimously  feels  that 
the  subject  matter  of  this  bill  has 
been  adequately  covered  by  SB  31  which 
the  Committee  passed. 

SB  285,  relative  to  the  accelerated 
Federal-Aid  highway  construction  program. 
Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Bibbo  for  Public 
Works. 

This  bill  is  merely  a  bookkeeping 

measure. 

SB  134,  relative  to  reforestation  of 
land.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep.  Claflin  for 
Resources,  Recreation  and  Development. 
Changes  Director  of  Resources 
Development  to  the  Director  of  Forests 
and  Lands  in  compatibility  with  other 
statutes . 

Simplifies  acceptance  of  land  by  the 
state,  eliminating  present  provisions 
allowing  the  donor  to  recover  the  land 
in  a  specified  number  of  years. 


SB  276,  concerning  the  penalties  for 
using  unapproved  insurance  policy  forms. 
Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.  Rep.  Lamy 
for  Commerce  and  Consumer  Affairs. 

This  bill  enforces  a  stiffer  fine  for 

the  companies  using  unapproved  policy 

forms . 

Amendment 

Amend  RSA  412:4  as  inserted  by  section 
2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

412:4  Penalty.   If  any  insurer  shall 
issue  any  policy  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  any  policy 
which  it  has  been  forbidden  to  issue  by 
the  commissioner  under  the  provisions 
hereof,  the  commissioner  may,  upon 
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hearing,  suspend  or  revoke  said  insurer's 
certificate  of  authority  or  license  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  3  years,  or  impose  an 
administrative  fine  not  to  exceed  $10,000 
for  each  violation  in  lieu  of  such 
suspension  or  revocation. 

SB  369,  authorizing  the  town  of 
Littleton  to  exceed  its  bonded 
indebtedness  to  cover  present  indebtedness 
of  the  Littleton  water  and  light 
department.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.   Rep.  Pepitone  for  Municipal 
and  County  Government. 

An  audit  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  revealed  that  poor 
bookkeeping  and  management  has  brought 
the  water  and  light  departments  near 
bankruptcy.   The  departments  are  being 
restructured  but  need  additional 
bonding  to  get  them  out  from  under 
excessive  monthly  payments  which 
hinder  regular  operations.   The  bill 
as  amended  sets  out  the  guidelines  to 
be  followed  as  well  as  requiring  a 
majority  vote  referendum. 

Amendment 
Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Debt  Limit  Extended. 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  RSA  33 
or  any  other  law  to  the  contrary,  the  town 
of  Littleton  is  hereby  authorized  to 
exceed  its  bonded  indebtedness  by  $450,000 
to  cover  the  present  indebtedness  of  the 
Littleton  water  and  light  department. 

2  Borrowing  Authorized. 

I.  The  town  of  Littleton  is 
authorized  to  borrow  up  to  $450,000  on  a 
10  year  basis  and  the  amortization  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  debt  shall 
be  repaid  from  water  rents  to  be  charged 
users  of  the  water  department. 

II.  The  rents  of  the  water  department 
shall  also  be  increased  sufficiently  to 
repay  an  additional  electric  department 
investment  in  the  water  department  of 
approximately  $604,000  over  a  maximum 
period  of  20  years. 

3  Commissioners  Responsibility.   To 
cover  the  funding  authorized  under  section 
2  of  this  act  the  commissioners  of  the 
water  and  light  department  shall  impose 
adequate  user  charges  in  both  the  electric 
department  and  the  water  department  to 
sustain  annual  operating  expenses  of  each 
department.   Also,  the  commissioners  shall 
submit  operating  and  capital  budgets  to 
the  annual  or  any  special  town  meeting  for 
approval  of  the  voters. 

4  Referendum.   This  act  shall  not 
take  effect  unless  it  is  adopted  by  a 
majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting 
at  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  town  of 
Littleton  to  be  warned  and  held  within  60 
days  of  the  passage  of  this  act.   The 
selectmen  shall  include  in  the  warrant  for 
said  special  meeting  the  following  article 
"To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  'An  Act  authorizing  the  town 
of  Littleton  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $450,000 
for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  part  of  the 


water  department  debt  to  the  electric 
department.'"   An  official  ballot  shall  be 
used  for  the  voting  on  said  article.   If  a 
majority  of  those  present  and  voting  on 
this  question  vote  in  the  affirmative, 
this  act  shall  be  declared  to  have  been 
adopted.  Within  10  days  after  said 
referendum  the  town  clerk  shall  certify  to 
the  secretary  of  state  the  results  of  said 
vote. 

5  Effective  Date. 

I.  Section  4  of  this  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  passage. 

II.  Section  1  thru  3  shall  take 
effect  as  provided  in  section  4. 

SB  350,  authorizing  games  of  chance  at 
agricultural  fairs  and  nonprofit 
fundraising  activities  and  permitting 
local  officials  to  receive  reports  of 
beano  games.   Ought  to  Pass  with 
Amendment.   Reps.  Kenneth  MacDonald  and 
James  Humphrey  for  Regulated  Revenues. 
This  bill  is  long  overdue.   The 
Committee  felt  this  bill  would  make 
legal  what  has  been  done  illegally  for 
many  years.   The  bill  allows  for  home 
rule  as  amended  and  specifically 
prohibits  the  so-called  "one-arm 
bandits. "

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section 
1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

1  New  Chapter.   Amend  RSA  by 
inserting  after  RSA  287-C  the  following 
new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  287-D 
Games  of  Chance 
287-D:l  Definitions.   In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Game  of. chance"  means  any  game 
involving  gambling  as  defined  by  RSA 
647:2,  IV  or  any  lottery  prohibited  by  RSA 
647:1  but  shall  not  include  any  game 
involving  the  use  of  a  slot  machine  or  any 
other  device  in  the  nature  of  a  slot 
machine. 

II.  "Nonprofit  organization"  means: 

(a)  Any  nonprofit  organization, 
association  or  corporation  registered  with 
the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Service 
and  having  an  IRS  nonprofit  organization 
number;  or 

(b)  Any  police,  firemen's,  veterans', 
civic,  fraternal  or  church  organization, 
association  or  corporation  whether  or  not 
it  has  an  IRS  nonprofit  organization 
number . 

287-D:2  Games  of  Chance  Authorized. 
A  nonprofit  organization  may  conduct  games 
of  chance  to  promote  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  organized,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  and  not  otherwise: 

I.  All  nonprofit  organizations 
seeking  a  license  to  operate  games  of 
chance  shall  have  been  organized  in  good 
faith  and  actively  functioning  as  a 
nonprofit  organization  in  this  state  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  2  years  prior  to 
its  application  for  a  license. 

II.  No  one  may  apply  for  a  license 
for  the  operation  of  games  of  chance 
without  first  obtaining  written  permission 
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of  the  owner  of  the  property  where  the 
games  will  be  conducted.   Such  permission 
shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  notary 
public  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  shall 
be  obtained  on  a  form  supplied  by  the 
chief  of  police  of  said  city  or  town. 

III.  Application  for  a  license  to 
operate  any  game  of  chance  shall  be  issued 
by  the  chief  of  police  of  said  city  or 
town  where  the  games  of  chance  may  be 
operated.   The  chief  of  police  may  issue 
only  one  license  to  each  applicant  per 
year  to  operate  games  of  chance  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  10  days. 

IV.  The  license  shall  authorize  games 
of  chance  of  a  specified  type  on  specified 
dates  at  specified  times  and  at  a 
specified  location. 

V.  The  license  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

VI.  All  games  of  chance  conducted  by 
nonprofit  organizations  shall  be  operated 
solely  by  members  thereof. 

VII.  The  chief  of  police  may  issue  to 
a  nonprofit  organization  a  license  to 
conduct  said  games  after  satisfying  the 
requirements  of  pargaraph  II. 

VIII.  Games  of  chance  may  be  conducted 
at  agricultural  fairs  and  other  locations 
where  nonprofit  fundraising  activities  are 
conducted. 

287-D:3  Equipment;  Wagering;  Prizes. 

I.  No  game  of  chance  shall  be 
conducted  with  any  equipment  except  such 
as  is  owned  absolutely  or  used  without 
payment  of  any  compensation  therefor  by 
the  licensee  or  as  is  rented  at  a  fixed 
fee  only  from  a  dealer  in  such  equipment 
who  has  his  principal  place  of  business  in 
this  state  and  who  has  registered  with  the 
secretary  of  state  in  such  manner  and  on 
such  form  as  the  secretary  of  state 
prescribes . 

II.  Any  and  all  devices  and  equipment 
used  to  conduct  said  games  of  chance  shall 
be  subject  to  inspection  by  duly 
authorized  law  enforcement  officials. 

III.  No  mechanism  or  device,  which 
can  be  used  to  regulate  odds,  will  be 
permitted  to  operate  said  games  of  chance 
and  no  progression  in  any  form  shall  be 
permitted  in  the  operation  of  any  such 
game. 

IV.  A  player  of  any  game  of  chance 
and  only  a  player  shall  activate  any  and 
all  devices  used  for  the  purposes  of 
wagering  on  said  games  of  chance. 

V.  No  single  wager  by  a  player,  on 
any  game  of  chance,  shall  exceed  the 
amount  of  $1 . 

287-D:4  Agency  Not  Permitted.  No 
nonprofit  organization  shall  act  as  an 
agent  for  conducting  a  game  of  chance, 
where  it  is  unlawful  for  the  nonprofit 
organization's  principal  to  conduct  such  a 
game.

Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep. 

Claflin  for  Resources,  Recreation  and 

Development . 

Makes  certain  exemptions  in  cases  of 
dredge  and  fill  projects  which  are 
minor  in  nature,  and  generally  shapes 
up  procedure.

I.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
governmental  entity  shall  place  or  cause 
to  be  placed  any  fill,  or  erect  or  cause, 
or  permit  the  erection  of  any  structure  in 
any  area  below  the  mean  high  water  level 
of  any  public  waters  or  below  the 
artificially  created  high  water  level  of 
public-owned  water  bodies  in  this  state 
with  the  intent  or  with  the  effect  of 
creating  or  forming  filled  land  thereby 
adjacent  to  such  water  bodies,  or  erect, 
or  cause,  or  permit  the  erection  of  any 
structure  in  any  such  area,  except  as 
provided  in  this  subdivision.   For  the 
purposes  of  this  subdivision,  public 
waters  are  defined  as  all  natural  ponds  of 
more  than  10  acres  and  all  tidal  waters 
from  the  mean  high  tide  line  to  the  extent 
of  state  sovereignty.   Public-owned  water 
bodies  are  defined  as  those  bodies  of 
water  whose  artificial  high  water  level  is 
maintained  by  the  state's  exercise  of  its 
flowage  rights  on  these  ponds.

I.  No  motor  truck,  trailer  or 
semi-trailer,  while  being  used  to 
transport  construction  equipment  shall  be 
operated  on  the  highways  of  the  state 
unless  such  load  on  each  such  unit  is  not 
bound  by: 

(a)  not  less  than  2  chains  and 
binders  made  of  not  less  than  3/8  inch

The  concept  in  this  bill  is 
meritorious  but  must  be  carefully 
coordinated  with  the  guardianship 
statutes.   Since  the  time  the 
Committee  considered  this  bill,  it 
appeared  that  the  guardianship 
statutes  might  undergo  substantial 
changes,  it  was  felt  that  this  bill 
should  be  examined  further.

Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep. 

Copenhaver  for  Health  and  Welfare. 

After  lengthy  discussion  the  Committee 
felt  that  this  bill  ought  to  pass  as 
amended. 

Previously  all  persons  caring  for  only 
one  child,  not  their  own  or  related, 
had  to  qualify  for  a  license  from  the 
Division  of  Welfare  before  legally 
being  able  to  care  for  the  one  child. 
The  amendment  will  allow  up  to  three 
unrelated  children  before  licensure 
would  be  required.   Committee  voted 
14-0.

this  chapter,  unless  the  family  day  care 
home  elects  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  and  be  licensed.)  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows :

(c)  For  a  3-year  term,  a  member  from 
the  fire  marshal's  office,  department  of 
safety; 

(d)  For  an  initial  one-year  term  and 
thereafter  3-year  terms,  a  member  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Association  for  the 
Education  of  Young  Children; 

(e)  For  a  2-year  term,  a  member  from 
the  child  and  family  services  of  New

SB  348,  relative  to  qualifications  for 
admission  to  practice  law  and  establishing 
a  special  fund  derived  from  bar  applicant 
fees  for  the  use  of  the  supreme  court . 
Ought  to  Pass  with  Amendment.   Rep.  Pappas 
for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  establishes  a  special  fund 
made  up  of  fees  charged  to  applicants 
for  the  bar  to  establish,  administer 
and  enforce  standards  of  character  and 
fitness  of  such  applicants.  The 
committee  unanimously  felt  that  due  to 
the  increasing  amount  of  applicants, 
especially  from  out-of-state,  that 
investigation  as  to  their 
qualifications  is  a  necessity.   This 
bill  was  introduced  at  the  request  of 
Chief  Justice  Kenison  and  was  felt 
that  if  the  Supreme  Court  has  the 
authority  to  set  standards,  it  should 
be  allowed  to  investigate.

Desnoyer  for  Public  Works.   Minority  (Rep. 
James  J.  White):  Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Majority:  The  Committee  wished  to  give 
consideration  to  this  bill  and  HB  967, 
which  is  similar.   Both  bills  are 
germane  to  the  issue. 

Minority:  This  bill  as  written  negates 
the  existing  policy  which  has  proven 
its  value  and  worth. 

The  Governor  and  Council,  in  reviewing 
all  aspects  of  possible  toll 
increases,  have  acted  with  detachment 
and  integrity.'

There 
is  hereby  established  a  7-member  toll 
review  committee  made  up  as  follows: 

I.  Four  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives  appointed  by  the  speaker; 

II.  Three  members  of  the  senate 
appointed  by  the  president  of  the  senate. 

258-A:2  Duties.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  toll  review  committee  to  review  all 
proposed  increases  in  tolls  on  all  New 
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Hampshire  turnpikes  and  report  on  same  to 
both  houses  of  the  general  court. 

258-A:3  Term;  Vacancies.   The  term  of 
office  of  members  of  the  toll  review 
committee  shall  be  2  years  and  shall  run 
concurrently  with  sessions  of  the  general 
court.

Tolls  or  charges  which 
are  reviewed  and  reported  on  by  the  toll 
review  committee  and  which  are  deemed

182  would  permit  a  voter  to  register  by 
mail,  with  notarization,  at  any  time 
within  the  statutory  requirements.   It 
is  the  opinion  of  a  unanimous  majority 
of  the  Committee  that  such  action  would 
be  conducive  to  voter  fraud  and  would 
create  more  problems  than  convenience.

SB  231,  relative  to  changing  party 
affiliation  in  Manchester.   Inexpedient  to 
Legislate.  Rep.  Flanagan  for  Statutory

Establishes  a  referendum  for  the  city 
of  Manchester  for  the  purpose  of 
exempting  that  city  from  the  statutory 
requirements  regarding  change  of  party 
affiliation  prior  to  a  primary.   If 
such  referendum  passes,  voters  in  the 
city  of  Manchester  will  be  able  to 
change  party  affiliation  until  twenty 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  the  primary. 
SB  231  attempts  to  provide  for  the  city 
of  Manchester  a  provision  which  HB  167 
establishes  statewide.

Statutes  are  also 
enacted  regarding  the  presentation  of 
naturalization  papers  by  naturalized 
citizens .

The 
determination  of  domicile  is  a 
question  of  fact  and  intent.

2  Chapter  Revised.  Amend  RSA  15  as 
amended  by  striking  out  said  chapter  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

15:1   Definitions.   In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Lobbyist"  means  any  person  who 
in  a  representative  capacity  and  for 
consideration  communicates  with  any 
member,  officer  or  employee  of  the  general 
court  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  any 
official  action  by  such  member,  officer  or 
employee.

An  elected  or  appointed 
official  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
government,  state  of  New  Hampshire  or  any 
other  governmental  body  when  acting  solely 
in  connection  with  matters  relating  to  his 
official  and  public  duties. 

15:3  Registration. 

I.  Each  lobbyist  shall,  prior  to 
engaging  in  any  lobbying  activity,  record 
with  the  secretary  of  state  the  following 
information: 

(a)  the  f,ull  name  and  address  of 
the  lobbyist  and  of  the  person  or 
organization  he  represents,  and 

(b)  the  period  of  time  for  which 
the  lobbyist  has  been  engaged  and  the 
manner  of  compensation,  whether  salary, 
fee  for  service,  commission  or  other 
arrangement,  and 

(c)  the  official  action  sought  to 
be  influenced  including  the  legislative 
services  request  (LSR),  bill,  resolution 
or  rule  numbers,  if  known. 

II.  Each  lobbying  organization 
shall,  prior  to  engaging  in  any  lobbying 
activity,  record  with  the  secretary  of 
state  the  following  information: 

(a)  the  full  name  and  mailing 
address  of  the  organization,  and

the  officers  of  the  organization,  and 

(c)  the  full  name  and  addresses  of 
its  lobbyists,  if  any,  and 

(d)  the  official  action  sought  to 
be  influenced  including  the  legislative 
services  request  (LSR),  bill,  resolution 
or  rule  numbers,  if  known,  and 

(e)  the  number  of  members  in  the 
organization  and  the  amount  of  money  or 
other  items  of  value  that  the  organization 
plans  to  devote  to  lobbying  activities,  and 

(f)  the  principal  source  of  funds 
for  the  organization.   If  more  than  10 
percent  of  the  organization's  funds  are 
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derived  from  contributions  from  any  one 
person,  organization  or  activity,  the  name 
and  address  of  such  person  or  organization 
or  a  description  of  such  activity,  and  the 
amount  derived  therefrom  shall  also  be 
recorded. 

III.  Any  change  in  information  under 
this  section  shall  be  updated  by  the 
lobbyist  or  lobbying  organization  within 
30  days  after  its  occurrence. 

IV.  All  registration  reports  that 
have  been  filed  under  this  section  shall 
be  published  in  the  calendars  of  the  house 
and  senate  no  later  than  January  15  of 
each  odd-numbered  year.   Registration 
reports  filed  subsequent  to  the  first 
publication  and  changes  to  any 
registration  report  shall  be  published 
monthly  in  the  calendars  of  the  house  and 
senate . 

V.  Each  person  who  engages  in 
lobbying  activity  which  is  incidental  to 
his  employment  may  satisfy  the 
registration  requirements  of  this  section 
if  the  lobbying  organization  files  as  part 
of  its  own  registration  any  information 
relative  to  the  incidental  lobbyist. 

15:4  Registration  Fee.   Any  person  or 
organization  registering  under  RSA  15:3 
shall  annually  pay  a  fee  of  $25. 

15:5  Reports,  Filing. 

I.  Each  lobbyist  and  each  lobbying 
organization  which  does  not  employ  a 
lobbyist  shall  record  under  oath  with  the 
secretary  of  state  on  March  1  of  each  year 
and  bi-monthly  thereafter,  the  following 
information  with  respect  to  lobbying 
activity  during  the  preceding  2  months: 

(a)  the  total  amount  of 
compensation  and  reimbursement,  and 

(b)  names  of  and  amounts  paid  to 
consultants,  experts  and  other  persons, 
except  full-time  permanent  employees, 
engaged  by  the  lobbyist  or  his  employer  or 
by  the  lobbying  organization,  and

II.  The  information  recorded  under 
this  section  and  RSA  15:3  shall  be 
available  and  open  to  public  inspection 
during  normal  business  hours.

By  combining  small  bond  issues  into  a 
larger  sum  under  one  financial  agency, 
which  can  provide  the  expertise  and 
overseeing  respected  in  the  market, 
bonds  can  be  marketed  easier  and  at 
less  cost  —  saving  up  to  6%  of  the 
bond  principal. 

This  bill  would  create  a  New  Hampshire 
municipal  bond  bank  to  provide 
technical  financial  assistance  and  the 
advantages  of  bond  bank  marketing  on  a 
voluntary  basis  to  any  municipality  or 
participate.

CHAPTER  507 -C 
Product  Liability  Actions 
507-C:l   Definitions.   As  used  in  this 
chapter: 

I.  "Product  liability  action"  means 
any  action  brought  for  or  on  account  of 
personal  injury,  death  or  property  damage 
or  other  damage  caused  by  or  resulting 
from  the  development,  manufacture, 
construction,  design,  formula, 
preparation,  assembly,  testing,  warning, 
instructing,  advertising,  marketing, 
certifying,  packaging,  or  labeling  of  any 
product.   The  term  includes  all  such 
actions,  regardless  of  the  legal  theory 
relied  upon,  whether  strict  liability  in 
tort,  negligence,  breach  of  warranty, 
breach  of  or  failure  to  discharge  a  duty 
to  warn  or  instruct,  misrepresentation, 
concealment,  non-disclosure  or  any  other 
theory  whatsoever. 

II.  "Risk"  means  any  risk,  danger, 
hazard,  defect,  condition  or  adverse 
effect  or  side  effect  of  the  product  in 
question. 

III.  "User"  means  a  purchaser,  or  any 
individual  who  uses  or  consumes  the 
product.   Where  the  user  is  under  legal 
disability,  the  term  also  includes  the 
user's  legal  representative.   Where  the 
user  is  an  employee  who  has  been  using  the 
product  while  acting  within  the  scope  of 
employment,  the  term  also  includes  the 
employee's  employer  or  co-employee.   The 
term  also  includes  any  person  who,  while 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  user,  was  in 
possession  and  control  of  the  product  in 
question. 

507-C:2   Limitation  of  Product 
Liability  Actions.   Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  all  product 
liability  actions  must  be  commenced  within 
the  following  time  limits  and  not 
otherwise : 

I.  Within  3  years  of  the  time  the 
injury  is,  or  should,  in  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  diligence,  have  been  discovered 
by  the  plaintiff;  and 

II.  (a)   No  later  than  12  years  after 
the  manufacturer  of  the  final  product 
parted  with  its  possession  and  control  or 
sold  it,  whichever  occurred  last;  or 

(b)  Where  the  defendant  is  a  lessor, 
bailor  or  licensor  of  a  product  who  is 
under  a  legal  duty  to  inspect,  maintain, 
repair,  modify,  alter  or  improve  the 
product  in  question,  no  later  than  12 
years  after  the  time  at  which  the 
defendant  ceases  to  have  the  use, 
possession  or  control  of  the  product  or 
ceases  to  be  under  the  legal  duty  to 
inspect,  maintain,  repair,  modify  or 
improve  it;  or 


(c)   Where  the  plaintiff's  action  is 
based  upon  a  legal  duty  imposed  by  any 
governmental  regulatory  agency  to  alter 
repair,  recall,  inspect  or  issue  warnings 
or  instructions  about  the  product  or 
otherwise  to  take  any  action  or  precaution 
for  the  benefit  of  the  injured  party, 
which  legal  duty  arose  after  the  defendant 
parted  with  possession  and  control  of  the 
product  or  sold  the  product,  whichever 
came  last,  no  later  than  6  years  after 
defendant  first  incurred  the  legal  duty. 
This  subparagraph  does  not  shorten  the 
time  period  established  in  subparagraphs 
(a)  and  (b)  of  this  paragraph. 

III.  Where  the  action  is  brought  to 
recover  indemnity  or  contribution  for 
damages  paid  to  or  claimed  by  another,  the 
action  must  be  commenced  within  the  same 
period  established  in  RSA  507-C:2,  I,  II, 
plus  90  days. 

IV.  The  limitation  periods 
established  in  RSA  507-C:2,  I,  II  and  III 
do  not  apply  to  actions  based  on  the 
defendant's  fraudulent  misrepresentation, 
concealment  or  nondisclosure,  nor  to  any 
actions  based  upon  a  written  contractual 
obligation  which  provides  for  a  different 
period  of  limitation,  nor  to  actions 
brought  under  RSA  382-A:2-313,  2-314  or 
2-315  which  do  not  seek  damages  for  or  on 
account  of  injury  to  person  or  property. 

507-0:3  Modification  or  Alteration  of 
Products.   In  any  product  liability 
action,  the  defendant  may  be  held  liable 
only  for  harm  that  would  have  occurred  if 
the  product  had  been  used  in  its  unaltered 
and  unmodified  condition  and  shall  not  be 
held  liable  for  harm  arising  in  any  part 
from  alteration  or  modification  of  the 
product  by  another.   For  the  purpose  of 
this  section,  alteration  or  modification 
includes  failure  to  observe  routine  care 
and  maintenance,  but  does  not  include 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  or  alterations  or 
modifications  made  in  accordance  with 
specifications  or  instructions  furnished 
by  the  defendant. 

507-C:4   Discoverability  of  Risk.   In 
product  liability  actions  brought  by  or  in 
consequence  of  harm  to  a  user,  it  is  an 
affirmative  defense  that  the  risks 
complained  of  by  the  plaintiff  were  not 
discoverable  using  prevailing  research  and 
scientific  techniques  under  the  state  of 
the  art  and  were  not  discoverable  using 
procedures  required  by  any  federal  or 
state  regulatory  authority  charged  with 
supervision  or  licensing  of  the  product  in 
question.   Discoverability  of  risks  shall 
be  measured  as  of  the  time  the 
manufacturer  parted  with  possession  and 
control  of,  or  sold  the  product  in 
question,  whichever  occurred  last. 

507-C:5  Applicability.   This  chapter 
applies  to  all  product  liability  actions 
accruing  after  its  effective  date  and,  as 
to  such  actions,  shall  supersede  any 
inconsistent  provision  of  law.   In 
addition,  this  chapter  applies  to  causes 
of  action  accruing  prior  to  its  effective

ballot."  The  city  clerk  shall  also  cause 
a  separate  school  ballot  to  be  printed  and 
available  at  the  polls  for  the  use  of 
independent  voters. 

7  Election  of  School  Committee. 
Amend  1909,  323:1  as  amended  by  1931, 
270:1,  1957,  437:3  and  1963,  427:3  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.   At  every  primary  hereafter 
held  in  said  city  of  Manchester  there 
shall  be  elected  from  each  ward  one  member 
of  the  board  of  school  committee,  unless 
there  are  more  than  2  candidates  in  a 
ward,  in  which  case  the  2  candidates 
obtaining  the  most  votes  in  the  election 
at  the  primary  shall  be  candidates  at  the 
biennial  municipal  election  in  November.

SB  180,  improving  the  manner  of 
creating  and  maintaining  condominiums  and 
providing  for  full  disclosure  in 
condominium  sales.   Ought  to  Pass.   Rep. 
Aller  for  Judiciary. 

This  bill  supersedes  the  existing 
condominium  law,  RSA  479-A,  and 
provides  a  new  procedure  for  the 
creation,  alteration  and  termination 
of  condominiums.   It  was  requested  by 
the  Attorney  General.   The  Committee 
vote  was  unanimous. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

SB  181,  amending  certain  provisions  of 
the  land  sales  full  disclosure  act.   Ought 
to  Pass.   Rep.  Poulin  for  Judiciary. 
This  bill  lowers  the  threshold  of 
registration,  clarifies  remedies  for 
the  consumer  and  strengthens 
enforcement  procedures.   Also  included 
are  provisions  that  specify  the 
damages  for  which  compensation  will  be 
made,  and  that  require  a  subdivider  to 
place  deposits  in  escrow. 
Generally,  it  allows  for  more  scrutiny 
of  land  sales  by  the  Attorney 
General ' s  Office. 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

SJR  3,  requesting  the  judicial  council 
to  study  the  problems  of  collection  on 
judgments  and  issuance  of  executions  and 
to  propose  corrective  legislation.   Ought 
to  Pass.   Rep.  Aller  for  Judiciary. 
This  resolution  requests  that  the 
Judicial  Council  study  the  problems  of 
collection  on  judgments  and  issuance 
of  executions  and  recommend  corrective 
legislation.   The  Committee  vote  was 
unanimous . 
Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  1194,  concerning  collecting  sewer 
charges  and  filling  vacancies  on  the  board 
of  sewer  commissioners.   Ought  to  Pass 
with  Amendment.   Rep.  Richard  Hanson  for 
Municipal  and  County  Government. 

This  bill  would  only  apply  to  the 
metropolitan  city  of  Manchester.   It 
seems  to  be  of  the  best  interest  to 
pass  this  for  their  benefit.

unanimous . 

Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  1192,  establishing  a  tax  on  games 
of  beano.   Inexpedient  to  Legislate. 
Reps.  McLane  and  Cunningham  for  Ways  and 
Means  and  Regulated  Revenues. 

There  was  no  support  on  either 
Committee  for  passage  of  this  bill. 
The  vote  was  18-7  against  interim 
study.   Projected  revenue  at  5%  was 
$500,000  but  accurate  information  on 
gross  receipts  and  attendance  was 
unavailable .

consecutive  12-month  period  and  the  limit 
on  lifetime  benefits  may  apply  to  the 
total  benefits  for  mental  illnesses  and 
emotional  disorders  provided  under  such 
policy  or  certificate  for  such 
individual.   In  this  paragraph,  covered 
major  medical  expenses  include  the 
reasonable  charges  of  a  psychiatrist  or 
psychologist  who  customarily  bills 
patients  directly.

SUPREME  COURT  OPINION  ON  HB  584 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

The  undersigned  justices  of  the 
supreme  court  submit  the  following  answers 
to  your  questions  with  respect  to  House 
Bill  584  contained  in  your  resolution 
adopted  May  5,  1977,  and  filed  with  the 
court  on  May  9,  1977.   Interested  parties 
were  permitted  to  file  memoranda  until  May 
23,  1977.   None  were  received. 


House  Bill  584  would  impose  a  5%  tax 
on  the  net  income  of  resident  individual 
taxpayers  derived  from  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  capital  assets  as  determined 
by  reference  to  federal  law. 

Your  first  question  is  whether  net 
income  derived  from  the  sale  or  exchange 
of  capital  assets  may  be  taxed  at  a  rate 
differing  from  the  rate  of  tax  imposed  on 
grcfss  income  derived  from  the  receipt  of 
certain  interests  and  dividends? 

House  Bill  584  proposes  to  impose  a 
tax  at  the  rate  of  5%  on  net  income 
derived  from  capital  gains.   RSA  ch.  77 
(commonly  known  as  the  Interest  and 
Dividends  Tax)  now  imposes  a  tax  at  the 
rate  of  4  1/4%  on  gross  income  derived 
from  the  latter  sources.   The  legislature 
has  broad  discretionary  powers  to  classify 
subjects  of  taxation.   Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  115  N.H.  306,  308,  339  A. 2d  450, 
451  (1975).   Classifications  made  for  just 
reasons  do  not  violate  any  provisions  of 
our  constitution.   Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  112,  N.H.  32,  34,  287  A. 2d  756, 
757  (1972).   Part  II,  article  5  of  our 
constitution  only  requires  that  all 
subjects  of  taxation  within  a  given  class 
be  taxed  at  a  uniform  rate.   Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  111  N.H.  131,  134,  276  A. 2d 
817,  819  (1971).   The  question  is 
therefore  whether  capital  gains  are 
sufficiently  distinguishable  from  interest 
and  dividends  as  to  make  it  apparent  that 
there  is  just  reason  to  tax  capital  gains 
at  a  rate  different  from  the  rate  imposed 
by  RSA  ch.  77  on  income  derived  from 
certain  interests  and  dividends.   Opinion 
of  the  Justices,  110  N.H.  117,  122,  262 
A. 2d  290,  294  (1970). 

Section  1,  paragraph  III  of  the 
proposed  statute,  defines  "(gains)  from  the 
sale  or  exchange  of  capital  assets"   as 
"the  net  gain  as  determined  for  federal 
income  tax  purposes,  after  due  allowance 
for  losses  and  holding  periods,  (a)  from 
sales  or  exchanges  of  capital  assets  or 
assets  treated  as  capital  assets,  other 
than  notes,  bonds  or  other  obligations  of 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  or  any  other 
political  subdivisions  thereof,  or  its  or 
their  respective  agencies  or 
instrumentalities,  or  (b)  from 
transactions  or  events  taxable  to  the 
taxpayer  as  such  sales  or  exchanges,  and 
being  the  net  amount  includable  in  the 
taxpayer's  adjusted  gross  income,  with 
respect  to  all  such  sales,  exchanges, 
transactions,  or  events,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  in 
effect  for  the  taxable  year." 

Basically,  capital  gains  represent  the 
appreciation  in  value  of  certain  property 
of  a  taxpayer,  realized  upon  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  that  property.   I.R.C.  SS  1221 
-  1223;  3B  J.  Mertens,  Federal  Income 
Taxation  S  22.01  (1973). 

Interest,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  form  of 
compensation  "for  the  use,  or  forbearance, 
or  detention  of  money."   1  J.  Mertens, 
supra  S  6A.01.   Dividends,  such  as  are 
taxed  pursuant  to  RSA  77:4,  are  also 
dissimilar  to  capital  gains  in  that  they 
represent  a  distribution  of  the  earnings 
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and  profits  of  a  corporation,  partnership, 
or  other  association,  rather  than  an 
appreciation  in  value  of  the  taxpayer's 
investment.   See  Conner  v.  State,  82  N.H. 
126,  132,  130  A.  357,  360  (1925).   It  is 
apparent,  therefore,  that  capital  gains 
are  a  form  of  income  sufficiently 
distinguishable  from  interest  and 
dividends  as  to  justify  classifying  them 
separately  for  purposes  of  taxation.   The 
reason  for  imposing  a  higher  tax  on 
capital  gains  than  on  interest  and 
dividends  is  a  matter  for  the 
legislature.   Estate  of  Kennett  v.  State, 
115  N.H.  50,  53,  333  A. 2d  452,  454 
(1975).   In  view  of  the  very  different 
characteristics  of  these  two  classes  of 
income,  the  legislature  may  find  a 
rational  basis  for  taxing  capital  gains  at 
a  higher  rate.   Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
101  N.H.  549,  558,  137  A. 2d  726,  732 
(1958);  see  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  110 
N.H.  117,  124,  262  A. 2d  290  296  (1970). 

Our  answer  to  your  first  question  is 
therefore  "Yes."  New  income  derived  from 
the  sale  or  exchange  of  capital  assets  may 
be  taxed  at  a  rate  differing  from  the  rate 
of  tax  imposed  on  gross  income  derived 
from  the  receipt  of  certain  interest  and 
dividends . 

Your  second  question  is  whether  the 
rate  of  a  capital  gains  tax  must  be 
uniform  with  the  rate  of  any  other  state 
tax  now  levied,  such  as  the  business 
profits  tax.   The  capital  gains  tax 
proposed  by  House  Bill  584  is  to  be 
imposed  on  the  net  gains  of  every  resident 
individual  derived  from  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  capital  assets  within  or 
without  New  Hampshire.   The  business 
profits  tax  (RSA  ch.  77-A)  is  imposed  on 
the  net  business  profits  of  every  business 
organization  attributable  to  operations 
within  New  Hampshire. 
Scott  &  Williams,  Inc.  v.  Board  of 
Taxation,  117  N.H.  (No.  7323  decided  March 
31,  1977). 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  tax 
proposed  by  House  Bill  584  would  differ  in 
essential  characteristics  from  the 
business  profits  tax.   This  being  so,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  tax  proposed 
by  this  bill  may  be  at  a  rate  differing 
from  that  of  the  business  profits  tax 
without  violating  our  constitution. 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  HI  N.H.  136, 
140,  276  A. 2d  821,  823  (1971).   Our  answer 
to  your  second  question  is  "no,"  the 
proposed  tax  on  capital  gains  of 
individuals  proposed  by  House  Bill  584 
need  not  be  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
business  profits  tax  imposed  by  RSA  ch. 
77-A. 

We  must  point  out,  however,  that 
capital  gains  can  be  a  part  of  the  total 
business  profits  income  taxable  under  the 
business  profits  tax  to  every  business 
organization  in  this  state.   RSA  77-A:l 
III.   As  we  read  House  bill  584  in  its 
present  form,  resident  individuals  could 
be  taxable  on  some  capital  gains  both 
under  RSA  ch .  77-A  and  under  the  tax 
proposed  by  the  present  bill.   See,  e.g., 
RSA  77-A:l  III  (d);  RSA  77-A:l  III  (c). 


(e)  (Supp.   1975).   Hence  consideration 
should  be  given  to  avoid  double  taxation 
of  capital  gains  income  under  both  of 
these  taxes.   Opinion  of  the  Justices,  110 
N.H.  117,  123,  262  A. 2d  290,  295  (1970); 
Concord  Inv.  Corp.  v.  N.H.  Tax  Comm'n,  114 
N.H.  105,  108,  109,  316  A. 2d  192,  194-95 
(1974). 

Your  third  question  concerns  the 
constitutionality  of  various  provisions 
included  in  the  proposed  statute.   Section 
2  paragraph  II  provides  that  those 
taxpayers  whose  net  capital  gains  do  not 
exceed  $100,  or  $200  in  the  case  of  a 
husband  and  wife,  shall  not  be  required  to 
file  any  return  under  the  proposed 
chapter.   Section  5  provides  exemptions  in 
the  amount  of  $100  for  individual 
taxpayers  and  $200  for  spouses  filing 
jointly.   This  section  further  provides  an 
additional  exemption  of  $100  for  any 
individual  sixty-five  years  of  age  or 
older,  as  well  as  an  additional  exemption 
of  $100  for  any  individual  who  is  blind. 
Although  exemptions  may,  theoretically, 
produce  inequalities  in  the  tax  burden, 
the  legislature  clearly  has  the  power  to 
grant  a  reasonable  exemption,  on  a  uniform 
basis.   Opinion  of  the  Justices,  105  N.H. 
22,  24,  192  A. 2d  22,  23  (1963);  Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  82  N.H.  561,  570-73,  138  A. 
284,  289-90  (1927). 

The  $100  exemption  and  the  $200 
exemption  for  married  couples,  from  filing 
and  from  the  tax  if  taxable,  violate  no 
constitutional  provisions.   The  additional 
exemption  for  those  who  have  reached  the 
age  of  sixty-five  is  also  valid. 
The  elderly,  whose  income  generally  drops 
once  they  retire,  constitute  a  recognized 
class  of  people  for  whom  relief  from  the 
burdens  of  taxation  is  justified.   Opinion 
of  the  Justices,  110  N.H.  206,  207-08,  266 
A. 2d  111,  113  (1970);  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  105  N.H.  22,  24,  192  A. 2d  22, 
23-24  (1963). 

The  additional  exemption  granted  to  those 
individuals  who  are  blind  is  likewise 
valid,  as  their  disability  may  limit  their 
ability  to  earn  income,  and  may  also  cause 
them  to  incur  additional  expenses.   Id.  at 
24,  192  A. 2d  at  24;  see  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  HI  N.H.  136,  142,  276  A. 2d  821, 
824  (1971). 

Section  7  I  of  the  proposed  statute 
provides  for  an  exemption  and  deduction 
from  net  capital  gains  of  any  amount 
arising  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  an 
individual's  or  a  married  couple's 
principal  residence.   This  section  applies 
only  when  the  individual  or  either  of  the 
spouses  has  attained  sixty-five  years  of 
age  and  has  used  the  property  as  the 
principal  residence  for  at  least  five  of 
the  eight  years  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  sale  or  exchange.   The  section 
further  limits  the  availability  of  this 
exemption  and  deduction  by  allowing  it  for 
only  the  first  such  sale  or  transaction 
made  by  an  eligible  taxpayer  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  statute. 

As  discussed  previously,  the 
legislature  may,  without  violating  our 
constitution,  classify  separately  persons

sixty-five  years  of  age  and  older  for 
purposes  of  reasonable  tax  relief. 
Inclusion  of  the  capital  gain  realized 
from  sale  or  exchange  of  a  principal 
residence  for  purposes  of  the  capital 
gains  tax  might  impose  on  the  elderly, 
with  limited  sources  of  income,  an  unduly 
harsh  tax  burden. Relief  to  these  people 
from  such  a  tax  burden  is  therefore 
reasonable.   Similar  relief  is  provided  by 
section  121  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 
Providing  this  exemption  and  deduction 
only  for  gains  arising  from  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  a  principal  residence  also 
falls  within  the  bounds  of  the 
legislature's  broad  discretion  to  classify 
property  for  purposes  of  taxation. 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  110  N.H.  206, 
207-08,  266  A. 2d  111,  113  (1970).   It  is 
evident  that  property  used  as  a  principal 
residence  is  unlike  any  other  property 
which  a  taxpayer  may  own  and  from  which 
capital  gains  might  be  realized.   The  sale 
or  exchange  of  such  property  may  produce 
rather  substantial  gains,  and  the 
legislature  may  choose  not  to  discourage 
elderly  persons  who  wish  to  sell  their 
homes  and  move  to  smaller  quarters. 
Principal  residences  therefore  constitute 
a  reasonable  distinct  class  of  property 
for  which  the  legislature  may  allow  a  tax 
exemption  and  deduction  not  allowed  for 
any  other  property.   Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  111  N.H.  136,  142,  276  A. 2d  821, 
824  (1971).   The  proposed  exemption  of 
section  7  I  therefore  violates  no 
constitutional  provision. 

Paragraph  I  of  section  3  of  the 
proposed  statute  provides,  "(i)f  property 
(in  this  section  called  'old  residence') 
used  by  the  taxpayer  as  his  principal 
residence  is  sold  by  him  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  chapter,  and, 
within  a  period  beginning  18  months  before 
the  date  of  such  sale  and  ending  18  months 
after  such  date,  property  (in  this  section 
called  'new  residence')  is  purchased  and 
used  by  the  taxpayer  as  his  principal 
residence,  gain  (if  any)  from  such  sale 
shall  be  recognized  only  to  the  extent 
that  the  taxpayer's  adjusted  sales  price 
(as  defined  in  paragraph  II)  of  the  old 
residence  exceeds  the  taxpayer's  cost  of 
purchasing  the  new  residence."  This 
nonrecognition  of  gain  differs  from  the 
exemption  from  taxation  under  section  7 
and  applies  to  all  taxpayers  regardless  of 
age. 

Again,  the  separate  classification  of 
principal  residences  is  a  reasonable  one 
for  purposes  of  this  special 
nonrecognition  of  gain  section.   A  similar 
provision  is  contained  in  section  1034  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code. That  provision 
was  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  relieving 
taxpayers  of  the  tax  burden  they  might 
face  in  situations  when  they  were  forced 
to  acquire  a  new  residence  due  to  a  change 
in  family  size  or  due  to  a  change  in  their 
place  of  employment.   J.  Chommie,  Federal 
Income  Taxation  S  141m  at  435  (2d  ed. 
1973).   The  legislature  may  properly 
provide  for  such  relief  through  the 


nonrecognition  of  gain  provision  contained 
in  section  3  of  the  proposed  statute. 
Opinions  of  the  Justices,  114  N.H.  174, 
178,  317  A. 2d  568,  570-71  (1974). 

Section  6  of  the  proposed  statute 
provides  for  a  credit  in  the  amount  of 
taxes  paid  to  another  state  as  follows: 
"A  credit  against  the  tax  imposed  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  allowed  for  a  tax 
paid  to  another  state  with  respect  to  any 
gain  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
property  located  in  that  state  which  had 
not  been  held  for  investment,  income 
producing  or  any  business  purpose  by  a 
taxpayer  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  chapter.   The  credit  allowed  herein 
shall  not  exceed  the  lesser  of  (a)  the  tax 
paid  to  the  other  state  with  respect  to 
such  gain  or  (b)  that  proportion  of  the 
total  tax  due  under  said  chapter  which  the 
amount  of  gain  taxed  in  both  this  and 
another  state  and  qualifying  for  this 
credit  bears  to  the  entire  net  gain  of  the 
taxpayer  for  the  same  taxable  year  for 
which  a  return  is  filed  under  said 
chapter."   It  also  provides  for  a 
redetermination  of  the  tax  in  certain 
instances . 

The  state  may  validly  impose  a  tax  on 
the  capital  gains  income  of  a  resident, 
even  though  such  gains  are  derived  from 
the  sale  or  exchange  of  real  property 
located  in  another  state.   Conner  v. 
State,  82  N.H.  126,  132,  130  A.  357, 
360-61  (1925).   The  credit  granted  by  the 
proposed  section  6  amounts,  in  essence,  to 
an  exemption  from  tax  liability  with 
respect  to  certain  capital  gains.   Opinion 
of  the  Justices,  97  N.H.  533,  536,  81  A. 2d 
845,  848  (1951);  Keys  v.  Chambers,  209 
Ore.  640,  645,  307  p. 2d  498,  501  (1957). 
As  such,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
exemption  granted  be  just  and  reasonable. 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  82  N.H.  561,  573, 
138  A.  284,  290  (1927).   The  purpose 
behind  allowing  a  credit  for  taxes  paid 
another  state  is  to  alleviate  the  burden! 
of  double  taxation  on  the  same  income. 
Concord  Inv.  Corp.  v.  N.H.  Tax  Comm'n,  114 
N.H.  105,  108,  109,  316  A. 2d  192,  194-95 
(1974);  Keyes  v.  Chambers  supra.   The 
ceiling  on  the  credit  allowed  serves  to 
ensure  that  the  taxpayers  affected 
nevertheless  bear  an  appropriate  tax 
burden  in  this  state.   State  v.  Robinson 
Land  and  Lumber  Co.,  262  Ala.  146,  151,  77 
So. 2d  641,  64e6  (1954).   Credits  are  only 
allowed  for  taxes  paid  on  gains  derived 
from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  real  property 
which  was  not  held  for  investment,  income 
producing,  or  other  business  purposes.   As 
the  realization  of  gain  from  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  such  real  property  may  be 
merely  incidental  to  the  primary  purpose 
for  which  it  was  held,  the  grant  of  some 
tax  relief  by  way  of  the  credit  provisions 
in  section  6  is  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  12  of  the  proposed  statute 
provides  for  abatement  of  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  capital  gains  tax  assessed 
"(f)  or  good  cause,  or  when  the 
commissioner  judges  the  tax  is 
uncollectible."   Similar  provisions  are 
contained  elsewhere  in  our  tax  statutes. 
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RSA  76:16  provides  for  abatement  of  local 
taxes  "for  good  cause  shown."  RSA  77:25 
provides  for  abatement  of  the  interest  and 
dividends  tax  "in  the  case  of  undue 
hardship  or  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commission,  such  abatement  should  be 
made."  Provisions  for  the  abatement  of 
taxes  have  been  included  in  our  statutes 
for  over  one  hundred  fifty  years.   In 
Briggs'  Petition,  29  N.H.  547  (1854),  the 
court  held  that  "poverty  and  inability  to 
pay  are  good  cause... to  abate  taxes."   Id. 
at  552. The  court  interpreted  the  phrase 
"for  good  cause  shown"  to  mean  an 
abatement  was  necessary  if  justice 
required  that  it  be  made.   Id.  at  551. 
Abatement  of  taxes  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  pay  them  is  a  form  of  relief 
from  the  burden  of  taxation,  id.  at  552, 
and  may  be  provided  for  by  the  legislature 
without  violating  any  provision  of  our 
constitution.   Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
105  N.H.  22,  24,  192  A. 2d  22,  23  (1963); 
State  V.  Railway,  84  N.H.  313,  315,  150  A. 
14,  15  (1930). 

For  the  reasons  given  with  respect  to 
each  of  the  sections  of  the  proposed 
statute  which  was  the  object  of  your 
inquiry,  the  answer  to  your  third  question 
is  "no. "There  are  no  provisions  of  our 
constitution  which  would  be  violated  by 
the  terms  of  these  sections. 

As  to  your  fourth  question,  whether 
House  bill  584  is  otherwise  constitutional 
on  its  face,  we  do  not  consider  it  is 
within  our  province  to  give  a  detailed 
answer .Consider ing  the  complexity  of  the 
bill  and  the  absence  of  memoranda,  we  have 
not  undertaken  to  study  all  its  provisions 
in  every  detail  to  ascertain  whether  any 
provision  other  than  those  specifically 
covered  by  your  questions  may  be 
objectionable.   With  that  qualification  we 
answer  "yes".  House  Bill  584  appears 
constitutional  on  its  face  except  for  the 
double  taxation  problem  previously 
mentioned  in  conjunction  with  our  answer 
to  your  second  question.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  7 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  7  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

At  the  present  time,  the  New  Hampshire 
membership  of  the  New  England  Board  of 
Higher  Education  is  made  up  of  three 
members  namely,  the  President  of  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  and  a  citizen  of  the 
state,  all  three  of  whom  are  appointed  by 
the  Governor. 

I  would  point  out  that  under  current 
law  two-thirds  of  the  members  represent 
the  general  public  and  only  one  member 
represents  the  education  establishment. 

This  bill  would  add  to  the  board  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  System,  the 
Presidents  of  Keene  and  Plymouth  State 
Colleges  and  two  representatives  of 
private  colleges  designated  by  the  New 
Hampshire  College  and  University  Council. 

The  activities  of  a  board  heavily 
weighted  in  favor  of  professional 
educators  could  eventually  result  in  a 
drive  for  higher  taxes  with  little  or  no 
input  from  the  taxpayer. 

In  my  judgment,  to  mandate  membership 
of  six  of  the  eight  positions  simply  by 
reason  of  office  or  designation  is  not 
good  legislation.   It  will  reduce 
drastically  the  direction  that  should  be 
available  from  New  Hampshire  citizens  at 
large  by  reason  of  appointments  made  by 
their  elected  representatives. 

I  regret  that  I  had  to  veto  this 
bill.   I  was  in  favor  of  adding  the 


Chancellor  to  the  Board  as  was  originally 
planned.   For  this  reason  I  asked  the 
leadership  to  recall  the  bill  so  that  it 
could  be  revoked.   Unfortunately,  that  was 
not  done. 

I  hope  that  the  Legislature  upon 
further  consideration  will  agree  with  me 
that  a  board  representative  of  the  people 
is  to  be  preferred  to  our  predominatly 
professional.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  311 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  311, 
together  with  my  objections  thereto  as 
provided  in  Part  II,  Article  A4,  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Constitution. 

Present  law  allows  local  conservation 
commissions  seven  days  within  which  to 
decide  whether  they  wish  to  intervene  in 
action  taken  by  the  special  board.   After 
timely  notice  is  filed,  a  conservation 
commission  has  another  30  days  to  conduct 
its  own  thorough  review  of  the  application 
and  file  a  report  of  the  same  with  the 
special  board. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  the 
special  board  has  reviewed  between  1,000 


and  1,500  applications  per  year.   Of  that 
number,  there  is  an  annual  average  of  only 
100  applications  in  which  conservation 
commissions  have  intervened.   Most 
applicants  now  must  wait  approximately  two 
to  three  weeks  to  have  their  applications 
considered  by  the  special  board.   This 
legislation,  if  enacted  into  law,  would 
delay  action  upon  all  applications  for  yet 
another  week,  regardless  of  conservation 
commission  intervention. 

Of  the  160  conservation  commissions 
now  established,  only  a  handful 
customarily  intervene  in  special  board 
application  procedures. 

We  should  not  enact  into  law 
legislation  which  would  create  further 
delay  on  all  dredge  and  fill  applications, 
the  vast  majority  of  which  are  for  minor 
repairs  to  docks  and  the  like. 

Present  law  correctly  places  the 
burden  upon  the  local  commissioners  who 
are  elected  to  that  office  because  of 
their  intimate  knowledge  and  concern  for 
the  needs  of  conservation  in  their 
respective  localities. 

This  bill  would  alter  the  balance 
between  the  purpose  of  the  conservation 
commissions  and  the  desire  of  members  of 
the  citizenry  for  a  prompt  and  efficient 
governmental  action  and,  therefore,  should 
not  become  law.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  796 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  796  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

This  bill  would  further  liberalize  the 
penal  laws  of  our  state  to  include  inmates 
of  county  houses  of  correction  in  the 
approved  absences  program. 

According  to  the  latest  statistics 
available,  the  average  length  of 
incarceration  in  our  houses  of  correction 
is  but  55  days  on  a  statewide  basis. 
Under  the  terms  of  this  bill,  any  inmate 
would  be  eligible  for  an  approved  absence 
during  the  last  90  days  of  his  sentence  or 
if  he  has  served  one  half  of  his  minimum 
sentence.   This  bill  is  wholly  unnecessary 
under  existing  law  which  permits  any 
inmate  to  go  to  his  family  if  a  death  is 
imminent  or  to  the  funeral  of  a  member  of 
his  family  or  to  receive  medical  treatment 
if  he  himself  is  critically  ill  or  for  any 
other  imperative  and  extraordinary  purpose 
as  the  superior  court  judge  or  the 
Governor  may  order. 

Under  this  bill,  it  would  be  highly 
questionable  whether  the  standards  and 
safeguards  contained  in  the  proposed 
statute  could  be  implemented  on  a  safe  and 
consistent  basis  by  the  superintendents  of 
county  houses  of  correction  and  the 
various  county  commissioners  who  would  now 
be  authorized  to  establish  approved 
absences  of  house  of  correction  inmates. 
Certainly,  this  cannot  be  accomplished 
without  substantial  increases  in  qualified 
personnel  and  expenditures  which  would 
necessarily  be  imposed  upon  the  counties 
as  a  result  of  this  bill. 

RSA  623-A:l  now  authorizes  the  Warden 
of  the  State  Prison  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Prison  Trustees  to  establish 
rules  permitting  approved  absences  of 
eligible  inmates  who  are  in  his  official 
custody.   The  state  prison  absence  program 
has  been  applicable  to  inmates  at  Shea 
Farm  exclusively,  and  has  been  successful 
only  because  of  a  stringent  selection 
system  starting  with  a  graduated-step 
basis  with  close  follow-up  and  supervision. 
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At  my  request,  a  number  of  county 
sheriffs  throughout  the  state  were 
contacted  with  respect  to  this  bill,  and 
they  all  strenuously  objected  to  this  bill 
becoming  law.   It  simply  would  be 
unworkable  on  the  county  level,  and  there 
is  neither  the  money  nor  the  personnel  to 
supervise  and  follow  up  any  inmate 
released  under  this  program. 

Although  serious  crimes  in  New 
Hampshire  decreased  some  11  percent  in 
1976,  the  hard  fact  remains  that  for  the 
three-year  period  1973-1976,  serious 
crimes  increased  an  alarming  42  percent. 

This  would  indicate,  therefore,  that 
primary  emphasis  would  be  better  aimed 
toward  attempts  to  further  tighten  our 
penal  codes  rather  than  to  liberalize  them 
as  HB  796  requests. 

After  its  serious  reflection,  I 
respectfully  urge  the  Legislature  to 
sustain  this  veto.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  848 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 
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I  am  returning  House  Bill  848  together 
with  my  objections  thereto  as  provided  in 
Part  II,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution.   This  bill  requires  that 
optometrists  and  ophthamologists  report 
all  cases  of  vision  examination  results  of 
20/70  or  less  in  the  better  eye  after 
correction  to  the  Bureau  of  Blind  Services. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  most 
optometrists  and  ophthamologists  in  fact 
report  this  information  to  the  Bureau  but 
with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  their 
patients.   The  Bureau,  in  turn,  uses  this 
information  to  contact  the  individual  and 
to  see  if  any  services  or  assistance  are 
needed. 

While  I  recognize  the  value  of  this 
kind  of  information,  I  object  to  the 
continuous  encroachment  of  state 
bureaucracy  and  mandatory  reporting 
requirements  upon  the  private  affairs  of 
our  citizens.   The  Bureau  could  just  as 
well  accomplish  their  goals  by  publicizing 
their  services  and  objectives  rather  than 
having  legislation  passed  that  mandates 
the  reporting  of  further  information. 

I  also  with  to  point  out  that  this 
bill  appears  to  be  unenforceable  against 
ophthamologists  but  would  apparently 
constitute  a  misdemeanor  in  the  event  that 
an  optometrist  did  not  comply.   This 
happens  to  be  a  quirk  in  the  present  laws 
as  they  apply  to  the  two  occupations  (RSA 
327  and  329)  and  thus  have  an  inequity  in 
the  type  of  penalty  to  two  different  types 
of  doctors  for  the  same  offense. 

If  patients  realize  that  they  are 
going  to  be  reported,  they  may  be  hesitant 
to  seek  the  necessary  care.   I  do  not  feel 
that  this  type  of  service  needs  to  be 
legislated.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  667 
To  the  Honorable  Members 

of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  HB  667  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

This  bill  would  establish  a  completely 
new  chapter  licensing  and  regulating  all 
privately-owned  recreational  campgrounds 
and  would  create  a  new  bureaucracy  that  is 
not  needed  and  cannot  be  implemented  as 
this  bill  is  presently  written. 

The  Division  of  Public  Health 
Services,  which  would  be  required  to  carry 
out  this  new  law,  has  neither  the  funds 
nor  the  personnel  to  investigate,  license 
and  regulate  the  some  300  campgrounds  that 
are  in  New  Hampshire. 

There  are  already  adequate  health  and 
pollution  control  laws  and  regulations 
that  campground  operators  must  comply 
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with,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  many  of 
these  owners  need  to  be  licensed  and 
regulated  to  the  extent  that  this  bill 
would  go. 

Although  the  bill  exempts  federal  and 
state-owned  parks  and  campgrounds,  it  does 
not  exempt  campgrounds  and  parks  owned  by 
cities  and  towns  or  by  counties.   These 
municipal  facilities  do  not  need  to  be 
licensed  and  regulated  by  a  state 
bureaucracy. 

Finally,  the  bill  also  provides  for  an 
advisory  board  which  is  narrow  in  scope 
and  without  the  capability  for  effective 
input  from  the  camping  public. 

For  these  reasons,  I  urge  that  you 
sustain  this  veto.

Majority:   The  Committee  killed  the 
soda  pop  bill  5-8  and  amended  the 
entire  bill  to  include  the  wine  bill 
as  it  came  out  of  Regulated  Revenues, 
without  multiple  licensing.   The 
estimated  revenue  for  the  biennium  on 
the  wine  bill  is  $2,000,000  and  the 
pop  tax  was  estimated  at  $18,000,000. 
Minority:   This  is  a  reasonable, 
viable  source  of  funds.   Four  other 
states  have  a  similar  tax.   The 
amendment  insures  that  only  carbonated 
drinks,  not  Kool-aid,  are  included.

Amend  RSA  178  by 
inserting  after  section  2-d  the  following 
new  sections: 

178:2-e  Off-Sale  License  for  Table 
Wine.   Off-sale  licenses  shall  be  issued 
only  for  grocery  and  drug  stores  as 
defined  in  RSA  181:1  not  holding  an 
on-sale  permit  or  license.   No  licensee 
shall  hold  more  than  2  licenses  under  this 
section  at  any  one  time.   Such  licenses 
shall  authorize  the  licensee,  under 
conditions  and  terms  established  by  the 
commission,  to  sell  table  wines  as  defined 
by  the  provisions  of  RSA  178:2-b,  for 
consumption  only  off  the  premises 
designated  in  the  license  and  not  to  other 
licensees  for  resale.   Such  sales  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  immediate  container  in 
which  the  wine  was  received  by  the 
off-sale  licensee  and  all  wines  sold  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
purchased  from  the  commission  on  forms 
provided  by  said  commission.   The  sales 
price  of  such  wines  shall  not  be  lower 
than  comparable  prices  in  state  stores. 
Sales  may  be  made  by  any  licensee  the  same 
hours  as  established  by  the  commission  for 
the  sale  of  beer.   The  fee  of  this 
off-sale  license  shall  be  $100  per  year 
and  the  commission  may  suspend  or  revoke 
said  off-sale  license  together  with  any 
other  permits  or  licenses  issued  by  the 
commission  to  the  licensee  for  violations 
noted  in  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
on  the  premises. 

2  Appropriation.   The  sum  of  $215,000 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1978  and  $215,000  for 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1979,  to  the 
state  liquor  commission  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act.   This 
appropriation  is  in  addition  to  any  other 
appropriation  for  the  state  liquor 
commission.

3  New  Chapter.   Amend  RSA  by 
inserting  after  chapter  78-C  the  following 
new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  78-D 
Carbonated  Beverage  Tax 
78-D:l   Definitions  —  As  used  in  this 
chapter: 

I.  "Bottled  soft  drinks"  shall 
include  any  and  all  non-alcoholic 
carbonated  beverages  such  as  soda  water, 
ginger  ale,  coca  cola,  lime  cola,  pepsi 
cola,  doctor  pepper,  root  beer,  carbonated 
water,  which  are  closed  and  sealed  in 
glass  or  any  other  type  of  container  or 
bottle,  whether  manufactured  with  or 
without  the  use  of  any  syrup.   The  term 


"bottled  soft  drinks"  shall  not  include 
milk  of  any  kind  or  natural  undiluted 
fruit  juice  or  vegetable  juice  or  any 
powdered  material  with  or  without  a 
sweetener  added,  to  which  either  water 
alone  or  water  and  sweetener  are  added  to 
make  a  non-carbonated  drink. 

II.  "Natural  undiluted  fruit  juice" 
shall  mean  the  liquid  resulting  from  the 
pressing  of  fruit  with  or  without 
sweetener  being  added,  or  the  liquid 
resulting  from  the  reconstitution  of 
natural  fruit  juice  concentrate  by  the 
restoration  of  water  to  dehydrated  natural 
fruit  juice  with  or  without  sweetener 
being  added. 

III.  "Natural  undiluted  vegetable 
juice"  shall  mean  the  liquid  resulting 
from  the  pressing  of  vegetables  with  or 
without  sweetener  being  added  or  the 
liquid  resulting  from  the  reconstitution 
of  natural  vegetable  juice  with  or  without 
sweetener  being  added. 

IV.  "Sweetener"  shall  mean  sugar 
only,  artificial  or  natural  which 
singularly  flavors  the  taste  of  a  natural 
undiluted  fruit  juice  or  natural  undiluted 
vegetable  juice. 

V.  "Soft  drink  syrups"  shall 
include  the  compound  mixture  of  the  basic 
ingredients  practically  and  commercially 
usable  in  making,  mixing  or  compounding 
soft  drinks  by  the  mixing  thereof  with 
carbonated  water,  among  such  syrups  being 
such  products  as  coca  cola  syrup,  chero 
cola  syrup,  pepsi  cola  syrup,  doctor 
pepper  syrup,  root  beer  syrup,  or  any 
other  prepared  syrups  sold  or  used  for  the 
purpose  of  mixing  soft  drinks  commercially 
at  soda  fountains,  restaurants  or  similar 
places . 

VI.  "Person,"  shall  mean  and  include 
an  individual,  firm,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation. 

VII.  "Wholesale  dealer"  includes 
only  those  persons  who  sell  any  bottled 
soft  drink  or  soft  drink  syrup  to  retail 
dealers  for  the  purpose  of  resale. 

VIII.  "Retail  dealer"  includes  every 
person  other  than  a  wholesale  dealer 
mixing,  making,  compounding  or 
manufacturing  any  drink  from  a  soft  drink 
syrup  or  a  person  selling  such  syrup. 

IX.  "Distributor"  shall  mean  any 
person  who  manufactures,  bottles,  produces 
or  purchases  for  sale  to  retail  dealers 
any  bottled  soft  drink  or  soft  drink  syrup. 

X.  "Commissioner"  means  the 
commissioner  of  revenue  administration  and 
where  the  meaning  of  the  context  requires, 
all  deputies  and  employees  duly  authorized 
by  him. 

78-D: 2  Carbonated  Beverage  Tax.   A 
tax  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  wholesale 
distribution  of  carbonated  soft  drinks  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  $.15  per  gallon  of 
liquid  soft  drink  or  $.15  per  quantity  of 
syrup  that,  when  mixed  with  recommended 
quantities  of  carbonated  water  and  other 
additives,  would  produce  a  gallon  of 
liquid  soft  drink.   The  tax  shall  be 
collected  and  paid  by  the  wholesaler  of 
carbonated  soft  drinks  based  on  monthly 
reports  filed  with  the  department  of 
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revenue  administration  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

78-D:3  Reports.   Every  person  subject 
to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  article  shall 
on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  each  month 
make  to  the  commissioner  such  reports  of 
such  person's  operations  for  preceding 
month  necessary  to  verify  such  person's 
liability  under  this  chapter  as  the 
commissioner  may  require,  and  shall,  from 
time  to  time  as  the  commissioner  may 
require  by  due  notice  of  15  days,  make 
such  additional  reports  necessary  to 
verify  such  person's  liability  under  this 
article  as  the  commissioner  may  deem 
necessary.   For  good  cause  shown,  the 
commissioner  may  extend  the  time  for 
filing  said  reports  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  30  days. 

78-D:4   Taxpayer  Records.   Every 
wholesaler  of  carbonated  soft  drink 
products  shall: 

I.  Keep  such  records  as  may  be 
necessary  to  determine  the  amount  of  its 
tax  liability  under  this  chapter. 

II.  Preserve  such  records  for  the 
period  of  3  years  or  until  any  litigation 
or  prosecution  hereunder  is  finally 
determined. 

III.  Make  such  records  available  for 
inspection  by  the  commissioner  or  his 
authorized  agents,  upon  demand,  at 
reasonable  times  during  regular  business 
hours.   Whoever  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  if  a  natural  person,  or 
guilty  of  a  felony  if  any  other  person. 

78-D:5  Affixing  of  Tax  Stamps  or  Tax 
Crown. 

I.  The  payment  of  the  taxes  herein 
provided  shall  be  evidenced  by  the 
affixing  of  soft  drink  tax  stamps  or  tax 
crowns  to  the  original  containers  or 
bottles  in  which  any  bottled  soft  drink  or 
syrup  is  placed,  received,  stored  or 
handled.   Such  stamps  or  crowns,  of  the 
appropriate  denomination,  shall  be  affixed 
to  each  container  of  syrup  and  to  each 
bottled  soft  drink  by  the  person  who  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  is  required 
to  pay  the  tax  thereon,  within  24  hours 
after  such  person  has  such  bottled  soft 
drink  or  syrup  in  his  possession  for  the 
first  time.   The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  syrup  used  by 
bottlers  in  the  manufacture  of  bottled 
soft  drinks,  or  to  bottled  soft  drinks  or 
syrups  which  are  transported  through  this 
state  and  which  are  not  sold,  delivered, 
used  or  stored  herein,  if  transported  in 
accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  promulgated  by  the  comEissioner , 
or  to  any  bottled  drink  or  syrup  which  is 
manufactured  in  this  state  and  sold  to  a 
purchaser  outside  this  state. 

II.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  section,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  sell,  use,  handle  or  distribute 
any  bottled  soft  drink  or  soft  drink  syrup 
to  which  the  tax  stamps  or  tax  crowns 
required  by  this  section  are  not  affixed, 
and  any  person  who  shall  violate  this 
provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 


78-D:6  Failure  to  Make  Returns;  False 
Returns  or  Records.  The  following  acts  or 
omissions  are  unlawful: 

I.  Failing  to  make  any  return  or 
declaration  required  by  this  chapter; 

II.  Making,  causing  to  be  made,  or 
permitting  to  be  made  any  false  or 
fraudulent  return  or  declaration  or  false 
statement  in  any  return  or  declaration, 
with  intent  to  defraud  the  state  or  to 
evade  payment  of  the  tax  or  any  part  of 
the  tax  imposed  by  this  chapter; 

III.  Making,  causing  to  be  made,  or 
permitting  to  be  made  any  false  entry  in 
books,  records  or  accounts  with  intent  to 
defraud  the  state  or  to  evade  the  payment 
of  the  tax  or  any  part  of  the  tax  imposed 
by  RSA  78-D  or  keeping,  causing  to  be 
kept,  or  permitting  to  be  kept  more  than  1 
set  of  books,  records  or  accounts  with 
such  intent.   Whoever  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  if  a  natural  person,  or 
guilty  of  a  felony  if  any  other  person. 

78-D:7  Adjustments;  Procedure.   The 
commissioner  is  empowered  to  determine 
whether  there  has  been  error  in  the 
assessment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
chapter,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions : 

I.  The  taxpayer  may  demand  such  a 
determination,  in  writing,  within  3  years 
after  the  tax  was  due; 

II.  The  commissioner  may,  on  his  own 
motion,  undertake  such  a  determination 
upon  written  notice  to  the  taxpayer  given 
within  3  years  after  the  tax  was  assessed 
and  paid,  whichever  is  later; 

III.  After  hearing,  if  requested  by 
the  taxpayer,  the  commissioner  shall 
affirm  or  shall  increase  or  decrease  the 
tax  heretofore  assessed.   Any  increase 
ordered  by  the  commissioner  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  taxpayer  and  shall 
carry  10  percent  interest  from  the  date 
originally  due.   Any  decrease  ordered  by 
the  commissioner  shall,  with  10  percent 
interest  from  the  date  the  tax  was  paid, 
be  credited  against  any  unpaid  tax  then 
due  from  the  taxpayer  and  any  balance  due 
the  taxpayer  shall  be  certified  to  the 
state  treasurer  who  shall  pay  the  balance 
to  the  taxpayer,  but  such  credit  and 
payment  together  may  not  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  tax  originally  paid. 

78-D: 8  Appeal.   Within  30  days  after 
notice  of  any  adjustment  or  tax  by  the 
commissioner  under  RSA  78-D: 7,  a  taxpayer 
may  appeal  the  commissioner's 
determination  either  by  written 
application  to  the  board  of  taxation  or  by 
petition  to  the  superior  court  in  the 
county  in  which  the  taxpayer  resides  or  if 
not  a  resident  of  the  state,  in  the  county 
where  it  has  a  place  of  business  or 
resident  agent.   The  board  of  taxation  or 
the  superior  court,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  determine  the  correctness  of  the 
commissioner's  action   de  novo. 

78-C:9  Administration. 

I.   This  chapter  shall  be  administered 
and  enforced  by  the  department  of  revenue 
administration.   The  commissioner  as 
authorized  by  the  governor  and  council, 
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subject  to  personnel  statutes,  shall 
appoint  such  additional  technical, 
clerical  and  other  personnel  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter. 

II.  The  coramissioner  shall  collect 
the  taxes,  interest,  and  penalties  imposed 
under  this  chapter  and  shall  pay  them  to 
the  state  treasurer. 

III.  The  expenditures  authorized  by 
paragraph  I  shall  be  a  charge  against  the 
moneys  collected  pursuant  to  this  chapter; 
provided,  however,  that  until  such  time  as 
moneys  received  pursuant  to  this  chapter 
equal  the  cost  of  administering  the  same, 
the  expenditures  shall  be  a  charge  against 
the  general  fund.   The  governor  is 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  for  the 
suns  so  authorized  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

IV.  The  commissioner  may  make  such 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter.   The  commissioner  may 
institute  actions  in  the  name  of  the  state 
to  recover  any  tax,  interest  on  tax,  or 
the  penalties  imposed  by  this  chapter. 

78-C:10  Powers  of  Commissioner.   In 
the  collection  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
chapter,  the  commissioner  shall  have  all 
the  powers  granted  to  tax  collectors  under 
RSA  80  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  he 
shall  have  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  tax 
collectors  by  RSA  80  that  are  applicable 
thereto. 

78-C:ll   Hearings.   The  commissioner 
may  take  the  oath  of  any  person  in  the 
course  of  any  hearing  authorized  by  this 
chapter.   In  connection  with  hearings,  the 
commissioner  and  taxpayer  shall  have  the 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books, 
records,  papers,  vouchers,  accounts  or 
other  documents.   The  commissioner  and 
taxpayer  may  take  the  depositions  of 
witnesses  residing  within  or  without  the 
state  pertaining  to  a  matter  under  this 
chapter,  in  the  same  way  as  depositions  of 
witnesses  are  taken  in  civil  actions  in 
the  superior  court.   Fees  of  witnesses 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  allowed  to 
witnesses  in  superior  court,  and  in  the 
case  of  witnesses  summoned  by  the 
commissioner,  such  fees  shall  be 
considered  as  an  expense  of  the 
administration  of  this  chapter. 

78-C:12  Form  of  Notice.   Any  notice 
required  by  this  chapter  to  be  given  by 
the  commissioner  to  a  taxpayer  shall  be  by 
certified  mail  and  in  the  case  of 
hearings,  shall  be  given  at  least  10  days 
before  the  date  thereof. 

78-D:13  Seizure  and  Sale  of  Soft 
Drinks  and  Soft  Drink  Syrups  by 
Commissioner;  Forfeiture;  Collection  of 
Tax.  Whenever  the  commissioner  or  any  of 
his  duly  authorized  agents  shall  discover 
any  soft  drinks  or  soft  drink  syrups, 
subject  to  tax  as  provided  by  this  chapter 
and  upon  which  the  tax  has  not  been  paid 
as  herein  required,  the  commissioner  or 
his  duly  authorized  agent  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  forthwith  to 


seize  and  take  possession  of  such  soft 
drinks  or  soft  drink  syrup,  which  shall 
thereupon  be  deemed  to  be  forfeited  to  the 
state  and  the  commissioner  may  within  a 
reasonable  time  thereafter  by  a  notice 
posted  upon  the  premises  where  such 
seizure  was  made,  or  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  having  circulation  in  the 
county  wherein  such  seizure  is  made,  at 
least  5  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  sell 
such  forfeited  soft  drinks  or  soft  drink 
syrups;  and  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
shall  collect  the  tax  due  thereon  together 
with  a  penalty  of  50  percent  thereof  and 
the  cost  incurred  in  such  proceedings,  and 
pay  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the  person  in 
whose  possession  such  soft  drinks  or  soft 
drink  syrups  were  found:  Provided, 
however,  that  such  seizure  and  sale  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  relieve  any  person  from 
any  penalty  provided  herein  for  violation 
of  any  provision  of  this  chapter.   Such 
sale  shall  be  made  in  the  county  where 
most  convenient  and  economical.   All 
moneys  collected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  and  treated  as  other  taxes 
collected  under  this  chapter. 

78-D:14  Penalty.   Any  person  who 
violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  or  any  lawful  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  by  the  commissioner  under 
authority  of  this  chapter,  for  the 
violation  of  which  no  other  penalty  is 
provided  by  law,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  if  a  natural  person,  or  guilty 
of  a  felony  if  any  other  person. 

4  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  60  days  after  its  passage.

I.  The  word  "justice"  as  used  in  this 
section  shall  mean  a  justice  of  a  district 
court  who  is  not  permitted  to  engage  in 
the  practice  of  law  under  RSA  502-A:21. 

II.  Any  justice  who  becomes  unable  to 
perform  his  duties  because  of  permanent 
disability  shall  be  retired  from  regular 
service  for  the  remainder  of  his  term.   A 
justice  who  desires  to  retire  because  of 
inability  to  perform  his  duties  shall 
certify  to  the  governor  and  council  his 
disability  to  perform  his  duti.  s  and  the 
governor  and  council,  if  they  find  him 
unable  to  perform  his  duties  because  of 
permanent  disability,  shall  order  his 
retirement  from  regular  service.   If  a 
justice  who  is  permanently  disabled  to 
perform  his  duties  shall  be  unable  or 
unwilling  to  certify  his  disability,  the 
administrative  committee  of  the  district 
and  municipal  courts  shall  certify  in 
writing  his  disability  to  the  governor  and 
council,  who  shall,  if  they  find  him  after 
due  notice  and  hearing  unable  to  perform 
his  duties  because  of  permanent 
disability,  order  his  retirement  from 
regular  service.   A  justice  retired  from 
regular  service  because  of  permanent 
disability  shall  receive  the  same  benefits 
as  he  would  have  received  had  he  retired 
at  full  retirement  age,  and  such 
retirement  shall  terminate  his  regular 
service.

annual  salary  of  the  office  from  which  he 
is  retired,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  salaries  of  the  justices  of  the 
court  are  paid.   Any  justice  who  is  a 
member  of  a  state  retirement  system  at  the 


time  of  the  adoption  of  this  statute  shall 
forthwith  cease  to  be  a  member  of  that 
system;  the  accumulated  contributions  made 
by  and  on  behalf  of  such  justice  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  state  retirement  trust 
fund  to  the  employing  unit  of  the  justice 
and  thereafter  a  contribution  from  such 
justice  to  the  employing  unit  shall  be 
made  on  a  weekly  basis  in  the  same  amount 
as  had  theretofore  been  made  to  the  state 
retirement  fund.

I.  No  person  shall  excavate,  remove, 
fill,  dredge  or  construct  any  structures 
in  or  on  any  bank,  flat,  marsh,  or  swamp 
in  and  adjacent  to  any  waters  of  the  state 
without  written  notice  of  his  intention  to 
construct,  excavate,  remove,  fill  or 
dredge  to  the  water  resources  board.   Said 
notice  shall  be  sent  by  registered  mail  to 
the  water  resources  board  at  least  30  days 
prior  to  such  constructing,  excavating, 
removing,  filling  or  dredging  with  a 
detailed  plan  drawn  to  scale  of  the 
proposed  project.   At  the  time  of  filing 
with  the  water  resources  board,  said 
person  shall  also  file  3  copies  of  said 
notice,  with  a  detailed  plan,  if  a  major 
project,  but  accompanied  with  a  map 
showing  the  exact  location  of  the  proposed 
project  with  the  town  or  city  clerk.   The 
town  or  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  send  a 
copy  of  the  said  notice  to  the  selectmen, 
mayor  or  city  manager,  the  municipal 
planning  board,  if  any,  and  the  municipal 
conservation  commission,  if  any,  and  may 
require  an  administrative  fee  not  to 
exceed  $2.   The  copies  of  said  notice 
shall  be  made  reasonably  accessible  to  the 
public . 

II.  The  replacement  or  repair  of 
existing  structures  in  or  adjacent  to  any 
waters  of  the  state  which  does  not  involve 
excavation,  removal,  filling  or  dredging 
in  any  waters  or  of  any  bank,  flat,  marsh 
or  swamp  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

3  Placing  Fill  and  Structures  in 
Public  Waters.   Amend  RSA  482:41-e  (supp) 
as  inserted  by  1967,  307:1  as  amended  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

482:41-e  Artificial  Fill  and 
Structures;  Exemptions. 

I.   No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any 
fill,  or  erect  or  cause,  or  permit  the 
erection  of  any  structure  in  any  area 
below  the  mean  high  water  level  of  any 
public  waters  or  below  the  artificially 
created  high  water  level  of  public-owned 
water  bodies  in  this  state  with  the  intent 
or  with  the  effect  of  creating  or  forming 
filled  land  thereby  adjacent  to  such  water 
bodies,  or  erect,  or  cause,  or  permit  the 
erection  of  any  structure  in  any  such 
area,  except  as  provided  in  this 
subdivision.   For  the  purposes  of  this 
subdivision,  public  waters  are  defined  as 
all  natural  ponds  of  more  than  10  acres 
and  all  tidal  waters  from  the  mean  high 
tide  line  to  the  extent  of  state 
sovereignty.   Public-owned  water  bodies 
are  defined  as  those  bodies  of  water  whose 
artificial  high  water  level  is  maintained 
by  the  state's  exercise  of  its  flowage 
rights  on  these  ponds.   The  provisions  of 
this  subdivision  shall  not  apply  to  such 
minor  improvements  of  shore  lines  as  the 
board,  by  regulations  promulgated  in  the 
manner  set  forth  in  RSA  483-A :4-a,  may 
allow. 
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II.   No  grant  or  right  shall  be 
required  for  replacement  or  repair  of  any 
existing  wharf  or  pier  that  does  not 
increase  the  size  of  the  structure.   No 
grant  or  right  shall  be  required  for  minor 
wharves  or  piers  as  defined  by  regulation 
of  the  board  pursuant  to  paragraph  I  that 
are  placed  in  the  water  at  the  beginning 
of  the  boating  season  and  are  removed 
thereafter,  provided  that  such  structure 
does  not  require  placing  fill  or  dredging 
or  excavating  the  lake  bed,  or  that  such 
structure  does  not  require  a  covering, 
roof  or  canopy. 

4  Administration.   Amend  RSA 
483-A:4-a,  I  and  IV  (supp)  as  inserted  by 
1970,  22:3  as  amended  by  striking  out  said 
paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:

Upon  written  notification  by  a 
municipal  conservation  commission  that  it 
intends  to  investigate  any  notice  received 
by  it  pursuant  to  RSA  483-A:l,  the  board 
shall  suspend  action  upon  such  notice  and 
shall  not  make  its  decision  on  the  notice 
of  a  minor  project  nor  hold  a  hearing  on 
it,  if  a  major  project,  until  it  has 
received  a  written  report  from  the 
conservation  commission,  or  until  30  days 
from  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  notice, 
whichever  occurs  earlier.   In  connection 
with  any  local  investigation,  a 
conservation  commission  may  hold  an 
informational  meeting,  the  record  of  which 
shall  be  made  a  part  of  the  record  of  the 
board.   If  notification  by  a  local 
conservation  commission,  pursuant  to  this 
section,  is  not  received  by  the  board 
within  7  days  following  the  date  the 
notice  is  filed  with  the  town  or  city 
clerk,  the  board  shall  not  suspend  its 
normal  action,  but  shall  proceed  as  if  no 
notification  has  been  made.

(a)  The  member  annuity  savings  fund 
shall  be  a  fund  in  which  shall  be 
accumulated  the  contributions  deducted 
from  the  compensation  of  members  to 
provide  for  their  member  annuities 
together  with  any  amounts  transferred 
thereto  from  a  similar  fund  under  one  or 
more  of  the  predecessor  systems.   Such 
contribution  shall  be,  for  each  member, 
dependent  upon  its  employment 
classification  at  the  rate  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  following  table.   With 
respect  to  the  rates  listed  in  the 
following  table  for  employees  and

The  board  of  trustees  shall  certify  to 
the  proper  authority  or  officer 
responsible  for  making  up  the  payroll  of

compensation  multiplied  by  the  number  of 
years  of  his  creditable  service  rendered 
after  July  1,  1977  and  prior  to  age  62, 
plus  (iv)  1/80  of  such  compensation 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  of  his 
creditable  service  rendered  after  July  1 , 
1977,  and  after  age  62.   After  his 
attainment  of  age  65,  his  state  annuity 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  sum  of  (i)  1/120 
of  his  average  final  compensation  not  in 
excess  of  the  applicable  Social  Security

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1   New  Chapter.   Amend  RSA  by 
inserting  after  RSA  287-C  the  following 
new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  287-D 
Games  of  Chance 

287-D: 1   Definitions.  In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Game  of  chance"  means  any  game 
involving  gambling  as  defined  by  RSA 
647:2,  IV  or  any  lottery  prohibited  by  RSA 
647:1  but  shall  not  include  any  game 
involving  the  use  of  a  slot  machine  or  any 
other  device  in  the  nature  of  a  slot 
machine . 

II.  "Charitable  organization"  means 
any  nonprofit  organization,  association  or 
corporation  including  any  police, 
firemen's,  veterans',  civic,  fraternal  or 
church  organization  holding  or  eligible  to 
receive  an  IRS  nonprofit  organization 
number. 

287-D:2  Games  of  Chance  Authorized. 
A  charitable  organization  may  conduct 
games  of  chance  to  promote  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  organized,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  and  not  otherwise: 

I.  All  charitable  organizations 
seeking  a  license  to  operate  games  of 
chance  shall  have  been  organized  in  good 
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faith  and  actively  functioning  as  a 
charitable  organization  in  this  state  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  2  years  prior  to 
its  application  for  a  license. 

II.  No  one  may  apply  for  a  license 
for  the  operation  of  games  of  chance 
without  first  obtaining  written  permission 
of  the  owner  of  the  property  where  the 
games  will  be  conducted.   Such  permission 
shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  notary 
public  or  justice  of  the  peace  and  shall 
be  obtained  on  a  form  supplied  by  the 
chief  of  police  of  said  city  or  town. 

III.  The  license  shall  authorize 
games  of  chance  of  a  specified  type  on 
specified  dates  at  specified  times  and  at 
a  specifed  location  including  agricultural 
fairs  and  other  locations  where  nonprofit 
fundraising  activities  are  conducted. 

IV.  The  license  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

V.  All  games  of  chance  conducted  by 
charitable  organizations  shall  be  operated 
solely  by  members  thereof. 

VI.  The  chief  of  police  shall  issue 
to  a  charitable  organization  a  license  to 
conduct  said  games  after  satisfying  the 
requirements  of  paragraph  II. 

287-D:3  Equipment;  Wagering;  Prizes. 

I.  No  game  of  chance  shall  be 
conducted  with  any  equipment  except  such 
as  is  owned  absolutely  or  used  without 
payment  or  any  compensation  therefor  by 
the  licensee  or  as  is  rented  at  a  fixed 
fee  only  from  a  dealer  in  such  equipment 
who  has  his  principal  place  of  business  in 
this  state  and  who  has  registered  with  the 
secretary  of  state  in  such  manner  and  on 
such  form  as  the  secretary  of  state 
prescribes. 

II.  Any  and  all  devices  and 
equipment  used  to  conduct  said  games  of 
chance  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by 
duly  authorized  law  enforcement  officials. 

III.  No  mechanism  or  device,  which 
can  be  used  to  regulate  odds,  will  be 
permitted  to  operate  said  games  of  chance 
and  no  progression  in  any  form  shall  be 
permitted  in  the  operation  of  any  such 
game . 

IV.  A  player  of  any  game  of  chance 
and  only  a  player  shall  activate  any  and 
all  devices  used  for  the  purposes  of 
wagering  on  said  games  of  chance. 

V.  No  single  wager  by  a  player,  on 
any  game  of  chance,  shall  exceed  the 
amount  of  $1 . 

287-D:4  Agency  Not  Permitted.   No 
charitable  organization  shall  act  as  an 
agent  for  conducting  a  game  of  chance, 
where  it  is  unlawful  for  the  charitable 
organization's  principal  to  conduct  such  a 
game. 

287-D:5  Fees  and  Reports. 

I.  An  applicant  for  a  license  under 
this  chapter  shall  apply  to  the  chief  of 
police,  and  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  $25 
and  if  the  applicant  meets  all  other 
requirements  of  this  chapter,  a  license 
shall  be  issued.   The  fee  shall  be  paid  to 
the  city  or  town  treasurer  for  the  use  of 
the  city  or  town.   Only  one  license  shall 
be  issued  to  each  applicant  per  year  to 
operate  games  of  chance  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  10  days. 


II.  The  chief  of  police  issuing  a 
license  under  paragraph  I  may  request  the 
applicant  to  submit  an  accounting  in  such 
form  as  he  shall  determine  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  applicant  in 
connection  with  an  game  of  chance 
conducted  under  this  chapter.

Each  charitable  organization 
receiving  a  license  under  this  chapter 
shall  keep  records  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  connection  with  any  game 
of  chance  conducted  under  this  chapter  for 
30  days  after  the  termination  of  such  game 
of  chance.

engaged  in  the  practice  of  public 
accountancy.   Two  of  the  members  of  the 
board  shall  be  members  of  the  public  who 
are  not  accountants,  licensed  or 


registered  under  RSA  309-A,  and  who  do  not 
provide  or  work  for  a  firm  which  provides 
accounting  or  management  consulting 
services.   These  members  shall  represent 
the  interests  of  the  public. 

Commencing  with  appointments  made  from 
and  after  January  1,  1980,  accounting 
practitioners  may  be  appointed  to  the 
board  in  place  of  one  or  both  public 
accountant  members. 

Each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  of  3  years  and  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified  except  that, 
beginning  with  appointments  commencing  in 
September,  1977,  the  governor  and  council 
shall  cause  a  member  to  be  appointed  each 
year  thereafter  as  each  term  of  office 
expires  for  the  following  terms:

No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  serve 
more  than  2  terms.

Division  of  Graphic  Services 

8:50  Definitions.   In  this 
subdivision: 


I.  "Agency"  shall  mean  and  include 
any  state  board,  department,  commission, 
hospital,  sanitarium,  home,  library, 
school,  prison  or  other  institution 
conducted  or  operated  by  or  for  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire,  excluding  the  university 
of  New  Hampshire,  the  department  of  public 
works  and  highways,  the  department  of 
employment  security  and  the  general  court. 

II.  "Graphic  services"  shall  mean 
any  method  of  producing  written  or 
pictorial  representations  and  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to  all  forms 
of  photography,  photocopy,  duplicating  and 
printing .

I.  There  shall  be  a  division  of 
graphic  services  established  within  the 
department  of  administration  and  control 
and  under  the  executive  direction  of  a 
director  of  graphic  services. 

II.  This  division  shall  have  control 
over  all  copy  centers,  all  state 
photography  facilities,  with  the  exception 
of  the  state  police  laboratory,  all 
photocopy  facilities,  and  all  state 
printing  and  duplicating  facilities.   The 
division  shall  also  supervise  and  control 
all  state  printing  and  its  procurement. 

8:52   Director.   The  comptroller  shall 
appoint  a  director  of  graphic  services  who 
shall  be  qualified  by  education  and 
experience.   The  comptroller  may  remove 
the  director  of  graphic  services  only  as 
provided  in  RSA  4:1. 

8:53   Salary.   The  annual  salary  of 
the  director  of  the  division  of  graphic 
services  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
established  in  RSA  94:l-a  for  salary  group 
K. 

8:54  Duties.   Subject  to  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the 
comptroller,  the  director  of  graphic 
services  shall: 

I.  Organize  the  work  of  the  division 
and  appoint  employees  of  the  division  in 
accordance  with  the  current  process  of  the 
department  of  personnel  as  classified 
employees  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 

II.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
comptroller,  establish  uniform  rules  and 
regulations  that  will  provide  a  time  and 
cost  efficiency  ratio  conducive  to  the 
elimination  of  waste  and  inefficiency. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  allow 
graphic  services  to  be  provided  in  the 
most  efficient  and  timely  manner 
consistent  with  high  quality  and  the  best 
available  cost. 

III.  Establish,  subject  to 
availability  of  funds,  operating  space  for 
the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  stock  of 
paper,  supplies  and  other  material 
necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of 
all  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
graphic  services. 

IV.  Provide  that  all  legislative 
printing  within  the  capability  of  the 
division  of  graphic  services  shall  at  all 
times,  have  priority  over  other  work  of 
the  section. 

V.  Arrange  that  all  photocopiers 
shall  be  held  under  the  control  of  the 
division  of  graphic  services  and  pursuant 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  formulated  by 
the  director. 
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VI.  Provide  that  each  photocopier 
has  a  meter  to  enable  the  division  of 
graphic  services  to  levy  cost  charges  on 
its  use. 

VII.  Use  the  prison  printshop  to  the 
extent  it  can  efficiently  do  so,  to 
function  as  a  vocational  rehabilitation 
facility  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
prison  authority,  provided  the  prison 
printshop  shall  be  entitled  to  bid  on  any 
appropriate  state  printing  job.

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the 
General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  979 
together  with  my  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 
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I  share  the  sentiment  of  the  House 
committee  report  which  stated  that 
"illumination  of  the  dome  provides  a  means 
of  expressing  pride  in  being  a  resident  of 
New  Hampshire  and  of  inviting  attention  to 
the  State  House." 

This  bill  synchronizes  the  lighting  of 
the  dome  with  the  heaviest  nightly  hours 
of  traffic,  thereby  linking  separate 
energy  uses  in  an  expression  of  pride. 

One  of  the  basic  foundations  of  both 
the  national  and  state  energy  policies  is 
the  necessity  for  conservation.   How  can 
we  encourage  others  to  conserve  energy 
when  we  mandate  by  statute  unnecessary  use 
of  our  scarce  energy  resources  for  reasons 
of  pride  and  aesthetics  rather  than 
utility? 

Solutions  to  our  future  energy  needs 
are  to  be  found  in  the  creativity  and 
ingenuity  we  inherited  from  our 
forefathers  and  not  in  mandatory 
unflexible  schedules  of  future  energy 
use.   The  determination  of  whether  the 
lights  are  on  or  off  is  a  function  of  the 
executive  branch  and  should  not  be  by 
statute.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  1117 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  return 
herewith  HB  1117  with  my  objections  noted 
pursuant  to  Part  2,  Article  44,  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Constitution. 

This  legislation  establishes  a 
statewide  procedure  for  the  issuance  of 
excavation  permits.   Although  the  bill 
allows  four  exemptions  from  the  permit 
procedure,  it  fails  to  exempt  state  and 
municipal  construction  projects. 

Our  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Highways,  as  a  part  of  all  highway 
contracts,  stipulates  a  "pit"  agreement 
which  requires  the  approval  of  the 
landowner,  the  contractor  and  the 
department  project  engineer.   This 
agreement  has  provisions  similar  to  those 
in  HB  1117,  including  requirements  for 
free  draining,  spreading  of  the  humus 
material,  reseeding  and  replanting.  It 
should  be  noted  that  general  contractors 
have  joined  the  department  in  opposition 
to  this  measure. 

To  require  an  additional  permit  would 
only  result  in  a  duplication  of  the 
department's  own  practice  and  subject  the 
department  to  the  payment  of  several  $50 
permit  fees. 

In  addition,  our  present  zoning  laws 
provide  sufficient  authority  for  municipal 
officials  to  adopt  permit  procedures,  as 


evidenced  by  the  widespread  existence  of 
local  ordinances  regulating  excavation. 
It  is  wiser  in  this  instance  to  allow 
municipalities  to  affirmatively  elect  to 
exercise  their  zoning  authority.   A 
statewide  law  at  best  would  duplicate  and 
potentially  pre-empt  that  local  power. 

We  should  not  enact  legislation  that 
imposes  upon  municipalities  that  have 
acted  on  their  own  initiation  with  no 
resulting  necessity  for  state  law.   Nor 
should  we  encumber  those  communities  which 
have  freely  decided  against  the  need  for 
such  a  highly  regulatory  scheme.

Today,  I  have  a  somber  duty  to 
perform:  I  must  inform  you,  with  deep 
regret,  that  Ed  Kelly  will  retire  as 
deputy  secretary  of  state  on  July  1. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  fortunate  to 
know  and  to  work  with  Ed  Kelley  know  that 
he  is  a  public  servant's  public  servant. 

His  are  the  cherished  virtues  of  the 
dedicated  administrator:  the  highest 
integrity,  efficiency,  competence,  and  a 
willingness  always  to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

At  a  time  when  the  public  remains 
cynical  about  too  many  public  officials 
who  lack  these  virtues,  the  career  of  Ed 
Kelley  is  both  an  example  and  an 
inspiration. 

After  37  years'  service  in  state 
government  -  17  of  them  as  deputy 
secretary  of  state  -  Ed  Kelley  embarks 
upon  a  richly-earned  retirement. 

Today  I  join  you  in  saluting  a 
colleague  who  has  become  an  inspiration 
for  .  .  .  and  a  man  who  makes  us  proud 
that  we  live  in  a  state  where  public 
administration  remains  truly  a  service. 

The  Chairman  recognized  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State  who  addressed  the  Joint 
Convention. 

Mr.  Speaker,  Your  Excellency,  Mr 
President  of  the  Senate,  Honorable  members 
of  the  General  Court  -  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  and  friends: 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  and  honor  of 
serving  the  state  for  over  37  years.   The 
state  has  been  good  to  me  -  for  which  I  am 
most  grateful. 

The  man  chiefly  responsible  for  my 
being  here  tonight,  unfortunately,  is  not 


with  us.   Naturally,  I  am  referring  to  the 
late  Secretary  of  State,  Robert  L.  Stark. 
In  addition  to  being  a  great  man,  he  was 
also  a  great  teacher.   One  of  the  things  I 
learned  from  Bob  was  to  be  brief. 

In  a  few  simple  statements,  my  remarks 
concerning  Bob  Stark  will  be  brief  -  but 
from  the  heart.   In  my  humble  opinion,  I 
feel  that  he  was  the  finest  person  -  the 
finest  man  -  I  have  ever  known.   Bob  has  a 
wonderful  family  -  2  daughters,  Elizabeth 
and  Marilyn;  a  son  Rodney,  a  real  chip  off 
the  old  block;  a  wonderful,  wonderful  wife 
Emmy-Lou.   The  Stark  family  respected  Bob 
very  much;  they  loved  Bob  very  much,  and 
they  miss  him  very  much. 

I  respected  Bob  Stark  very  much;  I 
loved  him  very  much;  and,  God  knows,  I 
miss  him  very  much. 

For  the  past  17  years,  it  was  you  who 
determined  who  my  boss  was  going  to  be.   A 
year  ago  I  had  no  idea  that  my  present 
boss  would  be  Bill  Gardner.   Since  that 
time,  however,  I  have  come  not  only  to 
like  Bill  as  a  friend,  but  also  to  respect 
and  admire  him  as  a  colleague.   I  am 
pleased  that  Bill  has  carried  on  the 
tradition  of  fairness  and  absolute 
impartiality  that  has  always  characterized 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  State.   We  all 
know  that  Bob  Stark  and  those  before  him 
believed  firmly  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  should  be  above  partisan  politics. 
Such  a  view  has  always  been  second  nature 
to  this  office.   I  am  pleased  that  I  am 
able  to  retire  with  the  knowledge  that  the 
traditions  of  the  Secretary  of  State's 
office  -  which  are  so  vital  to  our  state 
government  -  will  be  preserved. 

Actually,  I  had  made  plans  to  retire 
last  December.   When  Bill  Gardner  was 
successful  in  being  elected  Secretary  of 
State,  he  offered  me  the  opportunity  of 
continuing  to  serve  the  state  as  his 
deputy.   I  have  absolutely  no  regrets  in 
accepting  and  serving  under  Bill  for  the 
past  7  months.   In  my  opinion,  you  have 
chosen  a  worthy  successor  to  Bob  Stark  and 
I  can  retire  in  full  confidence  that  the 
office  with  Bill  and  the  most  loyal  staff 
in  state  government  is  in  good  hands. 

Bill  has  asked  that  I  return  to  the 
office  next  year  to  assist  him  during  the 
1978  election  period.   I  will  do  so.   And 
I  will  stand  ready  to  provide  whatever 
assistance  he  may,  from  time  to  time,  call 
upon  me  to  render . 

Today,  however,  I  look  back  upon  a 
lifetime  of  37  years  of  service  in  state 
government.   It  has  all  been  rewarding. 
But  I  have  enjoyed  nothing  as  much  as  the 
years  spent  in  the  Secretary  of  State's 
office  and  especially  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  all  of  you. 

I  am  grateful,  too,  for  the  friendship 
which  many  of  you  have  given  to  me  and  I 
shall  cherish  it  always.

Reps.  Spirou,  Marshall  French  and 
Mabel  Richardson  addressed  the  House  by 
unanimous  consent . 

Rep.  Richardson:   I  realize  that  the 
new  members  do  not  know  what  we're  talking 
about  when  we  talk  about  the  43  Club. 
This  club  is  a  group  of  just  friends,  both 
Democrats  and  Republicans,  who  met  just  to 
have  a  social  evening  and  not  talk 
politics.   It  is,  needless  to  say,  that 
those  who  were  from  the  North  Country  and 
stayed  overnight  ran  the  club. 

This  club  was  fully  organized  in 
1943.   However,  it  was  started  as  a  little 
group  which  played  cards  at  the  Endicott 
Hotel  and  known  as  the  Endicott  Club.   No 
one  could  go  unless  they  lived  at  the 
Endicott  Hotel.   Then  it  changed  to  the 
Dry  Club  -  and  if  you  lived  at  the  Eagle 
Hotel  and  were  lucky  enough  to  get 
invited,  one  could  go  but  never  belong. 
(That  was  where  the  liquor  was). 

Then  in  1943  it  was  reorganized  as  a 
legislative  group  known  as  the  Legislative 
43  Social  Club.   Now  this  has  operated 
until  today  -  and  you  notice  I  say  has  - 
times  are  changing  and  we  believe  the  43 
Club  has  served  its  usefulness.  We  would 
be  glad  to  continue  if  there  was 
sufficient  interest  (and  no  longer  a  dry 
club). 

We  now  find  ourselves  on  the  verge  of 
disbanding  and  with  a  treasury  account  of 
more  than  $500.   We  have  debated  much  as 
to  how  to  dispose  of  this  money.   Donalda 
Howard  is  now  the  president  and  Otto 
Oleson  is  the  secretary  and  treasurer  (I 
might  add  a  very  good  one)  and  I  am  the 
Chaplain. 

We  have  consulted  with  Leon  Anderson, 
the  Legislative  Historian,  who  in  1943  was 
a  member  of  the  Legislature. 
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Now  about  the  money  -  many  thoughts 
have  crossed  our  minds  as  to  what  to  do 
about  the  money.   It  has  been  settled  an 
appropriate  thing  to  do  would  be  to 
memorialize  one  of  our  house  members  no 
longer  with  us  but  who  served  longer  than 
anyone  else  in  the  United  States  as  a 
legislator. 

Leon  Anderson  suggests  that  we  have  a 
portrait  of  Hilda  Brungot  made  and  hung  on 
a  State  House  wall  with  ceremonial 
exercises  to  commemorate  her  as  the  dean 
of  women  legislators  in  New  Hampshire  and 
in  the  whole  United  States. 

We  hope  that  we  can  accomplish  this 
while  she  is  still  with  us.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Increased  Rate.   Amend  RSA  77:1  as 
amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
77:1  Rate. 

I.  The  annual  tax  upon  interest  and 
dividend  income  shall  be  levied  at  the 
rate  of  5  percent. 


II.  The  annual  tax  upon  net  gains 
pursuant  to  RSA  77:4,  V  shall  be  levied  at 
the  rate  of  8  percent. 

2  Liability  for  Tax.  Amend  RSA  77:3  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

77:3  Who  Taxable. 

I.  Taxable  interest  and  dividend 
income  is  that  received  during  the 
calendar  year  prior  to  the  assessment  of 
the  tax  by: 

(a)  Individuals  who  are 
inhabitants  or  residents  of  this  state  on 
January  first  in  any  year,  and  individuals 
who  have  ceased  to  be  residents  of  this 
state  during  the  preceding  calendar  year 
for  such  part  of  the  year  as  they  were 
residents  in  this  state. 

(b)  Partnerships,  associations  and 
trusts,  the  beneficial  interest  in  which 
is  not  represented  by  transferable  shares, 
and  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(c)  Fiduciaries  deriving  their 
appointment  from  a  court  of  this  state, 
and  as  hereinafter  provided. 

II.  Taxable  net  gains  are  those 
received  during  the  calendar  year  prior  to 
the  assessment  of  the  tax  by: 

(a)  Individuals  who  are 
inhabitants  or  residents  of  this  state  on 
January  first  in  any  year,  and  individuals 
who  have  ceased  to  be  residents  of  this 
state  during  the  preceding  calendar  year 
for  such  part  of  the  year  as  they  were 
residents  in  this  state. 

(b)  Fiduciaries  deriving  their 
appointment  from  a  court  of  this  state, 
and  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(c)  Individuals  who  are  not 
inhabitants  or  residents  of  this  state  and 
have  derived  net  gains  from  the  sale, 
exchange  or  other  disposition  of  property, 
real  or  personal,  or  both,  located  within 
this  state. 

3  What  Taxed.   Amend  RSA  77:4  by 
inserting  after  paragraph  IV  the  following 
new  paragraph: 

V.  The  amount  shown  as  net  gain  from 
the  sale  of  property,  real  or  personal  or 
both,  tangible  or  intangible  or  both, 
excluding  the  taxpayer's  principal  place 
of  abode,  on  schedule  D  or  equivalent 
schedule  of  the  individual's  United  States 
income  tax  return. 

4  Credit  for  Other  Taxes.   Amend  RSA 
77  by  inserting  after  section  4-a  the 
following  new  section: 

77:4-b  Credit  for  Tax  Paid  Other 
States  on  Individual's  Gains. 

I.  A  credit  against  the  net  gains 
tax  imposed  under  this  chapter  shall  be 
allowed  for  a  tax  paid  to  another  state 
with  respect  to  any  gain  from  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  real  or  personal  property 
located  in  that  state;  provided  that  such 
other  state  grants  such  a  credit  for  taxes 
paid  to  this  state  with  respect  to  gains 
from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  real  or 
personal  property  located  in  this  state. 
The  credit  allowed  herein  shall  not  exceed 
the  lesser  of 

(a)  the  tax  paid  to  the  other 
state  with  respect  to  such  a  gain  or 

(b)  that  portion  of  the  total  tax 
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due  on  net  gains  under  said  chapter  which 
the  amount  of  gain  taxed  in  both  this  and 
another  state  and  qualifying  for  this 
credit  bears  to  the  entire  net  gain  of  the 
taxpayer  for  the  same  taxable  year  for 
which  a  return  is  filed  under  said  chapter. 

II.  If  the  taxpayer  is  allowed 
credit  under  this  section  based  on  more  or 
less  of  another  state's  tax  then  he  is 
finally  required  to  pay,  the  taxpayer 
shall  send  notice  of  the  difference  to  the 
commissioner  who  shall  redetermine  the  tax 
for  any  years  affected  regardless  of  any 
otherwise  applicable  statute  of 
limitations . 

5  Exemptions  Increased.   Amend  RSA 
77:5  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

77:5   Exemptions.   Each  taxpayer  shall 
have  the  following  exemptions  from 
interest  and  dividends  income: 

I.  Income  of  $600. 

II.  An  additional  $600  if  the 
taxpayer  is  65  years  of  age  or  older  on 
the  last  day  of  the  tax  year. 

III.  An  additional  $600  if  the 
taxpayer  is  blind. 

IV.  An  additional  $600  if  the 
taxpayer  is  handicapped  and  unable  to 
work,  and  has  not  yet  reached  his 
sixty-fifth  birthday.

6  Capital  Distribution  Taxation.

No 
distribution  of  capital,  whether  in 
liquidation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  taxable 
as  interest  and  dividends  income,  but 
accumulated  profits  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  capital. 

7  Taxability  of  Partnerships.   Amend

77:14  Partnerships.   Partnerships 
having  a  usual  place  of  business  in  this 
state,  any  member  of  which  is  an 
inhabitant  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to 
interest  and  dividends  income  taxes 
imposed  by  this  chapter.   If  any  of  the 
members  of  the  partnerships  are  not 
inhabitants  of  this  state  only  so  much  of 
the  interest  and  dividends  income  thereof 
as  is  proportionate  to  the  aggregate 
interest  of  the  partners  who  are 
inhabitants  of  this  state  in  the  profits 
of  the  partnership  shall  be  taxed. 

8  Distribution  Formula.   Amend  RSA 
77:34  as  amended  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

77:34   Distribution.   The  commissioner 
of  revenue  administration  shall  determine 
the  expense  of  administration  for  the  year 
in  which  the  interest  and  dividends  income 
tax  is  assessed  and  shall  certify  to  the 
state  treasurer  the  amounts  of  the 
remaining  balance  of  the  interest  and 
dividends  income  tax,  after  the  expenses 
of  administration  have  been  deducted.   A 
sum  equal  to  90  percent  of  the  remaining 
balance  of  the  interest  and  dividends 


income  tax  receipts,  but  none  of  the 
receipts  of  the  tax  upon  net  gains 
pursuant  to  RSA  77:4,  V,  shall  be 
distributed  on  August  1  of  that  year  to 
the  cities  and  towns  according  to  an 
equalized  formula  calculated  by  taking  for 
each  city  and  town  the  amount  of  local 
property  taxes  assessed,  including  current 
distributions  of  state  revenues  to  local 
government,  exclusive  of  education  funds; 
dividing  that  sum  by  the  local  equalized 
valuation  as  determined  by  the  board  of 
taxation;  and  multiplying  the  result  by 
the  local  population  to  produce  an 
equalizing  factor  for  each  city  and  town. 
Such  equalizing  factors  shall  be  added 
together  to  produce  a  total  state  sum. 
Each  local  equalizing  factor  shall  be 
divided  by  the  total  state  sum  to  produce 
for  each  city  and  town  a  normalized 
factor.   Each  such  normalized  factor  shall 
be  multiplied  by  the  total  amount  of 
revenue  to  be  shared  by  the  cities  and 
towns  to  produce  the  annual  share  for  each 
city  or  town.   Provided,  however,  that  no 
city  or  town  shall  receive  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  an  amount  less 
than  it  received  in  the  distribution  of 
the  interest  and  dividends  tax  revenues  of 
August  1,  1976.   The  funds  for  any  such 
adjustment  shall  be  provided  by  a  pro  rata 
reduction  in  the  amount  distributed  to 
those  cities  and  towns  otherwise  receiving 
more  than  in  the  distribution  of  August  1, 
1976.   The  remaining  10  percent  of  the 
balance  shall  go  into  the  general  fund, 
along  with  all  revenues  from  the  tax  upon 
net  gains  pursuant  to  RSA  77:4,  V. 
Provided,  further,  that  any  interest  and 
penalties  collected  thereon  may  be 
retained  by  the  state  and  applied  to  the 
expense  of  administration.   The 
commissioner  of  revenue  administration 
shall  also  certify  to  the  state  treasurer 
the  amounts  of  the  net  gains  tax  received. 

9  Appropriation.   The  sum  of  $215,000 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1978 
and  $200,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1979  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  department  of  revenue  administration 
for  the  purpose  of  administering  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  including  the 
acquisition  of  additional  office  space. 
The  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sums  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

10  Repeal.   An  act  passed  by  the  1977 
session  of  the  general  court  entitled  "An 
Act  amending  the  interest  and  dividends 
tax  relative  to  the  rate,  method  of 
distribution,  and  number  of  exemptions  for 
the  elderly  or  blind"  is  hereby  repealed. 

11  Effective  Date.   This  act  shall 
take  effect  July  1,  1977,  provided  that 
sections  1  through  7  shall  apply  to 
returns  and  taxes  due  an  account  of 
taxable  periods  ending  on  or  before 
December  31,  1977.

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  291,  making 
an  appropriation  to  the  department  of 
resources  and  economic  development  for 
grants  and  loans  for  projects  authorized  by 
titles  I,  II,  and  IV  of  the  Public  Works 
and  Economic  Development  Act  of  1965,  with 
my  objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

This  will  appropriate  $97,867  we  do  not 
have  to  participate  in  a  new  federal 
program  not  previously  endorsed  by  the 
Legislature.   While  the  program  has  some 
merit  and  entitles  us  to  matching  federal 
dollars  it  is  not  a  high  enough  priority  to 
require  the  appropriation  of  almost 
$100,000  of  our  scarce  resources. 
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Programs  such  as  this  type  should  have 
been  included  in  the  Operating  Budget  where 
their  impact  could  be  analyzed  in 
comparison  with  other  desirable  programs. 
Members  of  the  Legislature  are  aware 
that  we  have  had  to  cut  back  and  eliminate 
existing  desirable  programs.   In  view  of 
that  fact  this  is  no  time  to  create  new 
spending  programs. 

Too  often  we  have  made  our  budgetary 
decisions  based  on  the  availability  of 
federal  funds  rather  than  evaluating  the 
specific  need  for  the  project  involved.

The  intent  of  this  legislation  is 
laudable  and  agreed  to  by  almost  all 
concerned . 

I  understand  the  problems 
municipalities  face  that  prompted  the 
submission  of  this  legislation  because  the 
State  faces  similar  problems  in  its 
dealings  with  the  Federal  government. 

The  bill  allows  the  Office  of 
Legislative  Services  to  determine  whether 
laws  we  pass  have  "municipal  fiscal 
impact" . 

Over  the  years  we  have  seen  in  our 
referrals  to  House  Appropriations  and 
Senate  Finance  Committee  how  broad  and 
vague  the  fiscal  impact  term  can  be.   Thus 
the  ultimate  power  of  determining  the  fate 
of  municipal  legislation  would  be  set  up 
in  the  Office  of  Legislative  Services 
which  could  be  lobbied  by  any  group 
opposed  to  the  thrust  of  any  bill. 

For  instance,  does  a  bill  calling  for 
local  referendum  have  a  municipal  fiscal 
impact  because  it  cost  money  to  hold  a 
local  referendum  election. 

We  should  not  by  a  wide  sweep  of  the 
brush  apply  to  all  types  of  bills 
inclusion  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

If  this  bill  had  been  enacted  two 
years  ago  we  could  not  presently  let  House 
Bill  1000,  the  Budget  Bill,  take  effect 
until  after  next  town  meeting. 

Our  goal  must  be  a  careful  balancing 
of  the  needs  and  responsibilities  of  State 
government  vs.  those  of  our  local 
communities.   In  such  a  scale  the 
interests  of  the  state  should  prevail.

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  978, 
requiring  that  any  state  owned  property 
leased  to  private  parties  shall  comply 
with  local  zoning  ordinances,  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

The  problem  concerning  the  junk  pile 
at  the  New  Hampshire  Port  Authority  is  a 
horrendous  mess.   But  after  conferring 
with  the  Attorney  General  I  believe  we  can 
eliminate  the  unsightly  appearance  by 
administrative  action  rather  than  by 
legislation  of  this  type. 

We  should  not  resort  to  utilizing  the 
powers  of  the  State  to  correct  problems  in 
local  areas. 

We  should  not  use  the  device  of  local 
ordinances  to  negate  actions  on  state 
owned  property. 

While  this  bill  is  aimed  at  one 
specific  local  problem  the  impact  of  the 
legislation  is  broad  enough  to  apply  to 
other  situations  in  our  State  which  the 
Legislature  has  not  considered. 

In  summary,  we  should  not  allow  local 
zoning  ordinances  to  set  State  policy 
particularly  when  we  can  solve  the 
problems  administratively. 


I  pledge  to  the  people  of  Portsmouth 
that  I  will  work  at  once  to  clean  up  this 
situation  without  the  necessity  of  this 
bill  becoming  law.

VETO  OVERRIDDEN 
HB  291,  making  an  appropriation  to  the 
department  of  resources  and  economic 
development  for  grants  and  loans  for 
projects  authorized  by  titles  I,  II,  and  IV 
of  the  Public  Works  and  Economic 
Development  Act  of  1965. 

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  258 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill  258 
together  with  ray  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution . 

I  must  oppose  this  bill  not  because  of 
Seabrook  Station  which  is  authorized  as  a 
temporary  site  for  nuclear  storage,  but 
rather  for  the  problem  it  could  pose  to  our 
future  national  security. 

There  is  pending  in  the  Congress 
legislation  which  could  permit  states  to 
exert  a  veto  over  federal  legislation  on 
the  use  of  their  territory  as  a  repository 
for  nuclear  wastes. 

If  this  becomes  the  law  of  the  land 
would  not  the  other  49  states  follow  our 
ignominious  lead  and  say  "no  nuclear  waste 
here,  please?" 

Where  then  would  our  military  store  its 
waste  which  now  constitutes  99  percent  of 
all  nuclear  waste? 

In  ancient  times  a  kingdom  was  lost  for 
want  of  a  nail.   Could  we  lose  America  in 
some  future  global  war  because  for  want  of 
nuclear  storage  we  sacrificed  our  nuclear 
capability? 

In  all  things  we  should  try  to  be 
rational  and  at  all  times  courageous  about 
nuclear  waste. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  sound  program  for 
nuclear  waste  will  prevail  in  Washington. 
If  it  does  that  will  make  unncessary 
legislation  such  as  proposed  in  House  Bill 
258. 

The  United  States  Energy  Research  and 
Development  Administration  is  currently 
conducting  an  on-going  program  in  order  to 
fulfill  its  responsibility  for  establishing 
a  sound,  safe,  and  proper  method  for  the 
management  and  storage  of  nuclear  waste. 

This  responsibility  has  been  conferred 
upon  the  Federal  Energy  Research  and 
Development  Administration  by  the  President 
and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Present  plans  for  a  program  which  will 
enable  the  demonstration  of  all  components 
of  waste  management  technology  by  1978  and 
to  determine  on  a  complete  repository  by 
1985.   Plans  for  the  repository  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  for  licensing  to  assure  its 
safety  and  acceptability. 

Should  the  Federal  Government  designate 
areas  in  New  Hampshire  to  become 
repositories  for  the  permanent  storage  of 
nuclear  waste  the  provisions  of  HB  258  will 
become  moot. 
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More  than  ninety-nine  percent  of  the 
presently  generated  nuclear  waste  is 
produced  by  our  national  defense  weapons 
system.   Less  than  one  percent  is  generated 
by  nuclear  power  plants  and  other 
industrial  sources. 

Projections  indicate  that  should 
nuclear  power  construction  and  generation 
continue  at  the  needed  rate  through  the 
year  2000,  the  balance  between  the 
generation  of  nuclear  waste  by  the  military 
as  against  generation  from  nuclear  power 
plants  and  industrial  sources  will  alter 
slightly  to  a  ninety-seven  percent  or  a 
change  of  three  percent. 

HB  258  will  allow  temporary  storage  of 
nuclear  waste  generated  by  Seabrook  Station. 

The  miniscule  waste  generated  from 
nuclear  power  development  and  other 
industrial  sources  bears  little  impact  upon 
the  need  to  move  forward  with  a  permanent 
nuclear  waste  disposal  system. 

It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  prime 
necessity  for  properly  planned  permanent 
nuclear  waste  disposal  stems  from  the  need 
for  this  nation  to  be  prepared  to  defend 
itself  against  foreign  powers  which  are 
known  to  possess  vast  resources  in  nuclear 
weaponry. 

Moreover,  we  cannot  ignore  the  fact 
that  for  many  years  nuclear  submarines 
have  been  entering  and  departing 
Portsmouth  Harbor  without  serious  incident 
and  with  the  attendant  production  of 
nuclear  waste  for  which  some  disposition 
must  be  made.   Approximately  five 
submarines  a  year  enter  Portsmouth  Naval 
Yard  for  maintenance,  discharge  of  nuclear 
waste  and  refueling. 

Thousands  of  our  citizens  are 
dependent  upon  the  continued  operation  of 
the  Portsmouth  facility  for  their 
livelihood. 

More  important  still,  the  Portsmouth 
Naval  Shipyard  is  a  vital  and  integral 
part  of  the  common  defense  of  this  nation. 
Uninformed  statements  which  imply  that 
New  Hampshire  is  a  prime  target  for 
nuclear  waste  disposal  are  without 
foundation  and  when  knowingly  can  only  be 
characterized  as  intellectually  dishonest. 
The  facts  belie  and  repudiate  any  such 
interpretation  and  indicate  clearly  that 
the  weight  of  scientific  judgment 
diminishes  the  possibility  that  geologic 
formations  in  New  Hampshire  will  be 
suitable  for  nuclear  waste  disposal. 

However,  in  the  unlikely  event  that 
scientific  and  technical  data  indicates 
that  our  state  should  become  a  repository 
for  some  nuclear  waste,  we  must,  as  an 
integral  part  of  this  nation,  face  that 
responsibility. 

The  only  other  alternative  would  be  to 
dismantle  our  nuclear  defense  weapons 
system  which,  under  present  world  armament 
conditions  is,  of  course,  unthinkable. 

I  do  hope  that  after  a  more  careful 
and  serious  consideration  of  this  bill 
which  could  tragically  cripple  our  defense 
posture,  you  vote  to  sustain  this  message 
of  opposition.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  282 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill  282, 
placing  a  consumer  on  the  commission  of 
pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry,  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

The  placing  of  a  consumer  on  the 
Commission  of  Pharmacy  and  Practical 
Chemistry  is  inappropriate  in  view  of  the 
regulatory,  as  opposed  to  policy-making, 
nature  of  the  commission's  duties.   The 
Commission  is  directed  by  statute  to 
enforce  regulations  governing  pharmacists, 
including  examination,  certification  and 
inspection  of  pharmacists  and 
pharmaceutical  facilities. 

The  commission  does  not  involve  itself 
in  areas  in  which  a  consumer  commissioner 
could  contribute  to  the  benefit  of  review 
price  setting  of  prescriptive  drugs,  the 
choice  of  stocked  drugs  or  the  generic 
labeling  of  drugs.'  Present  law  requires 
generic  labeling  and  the  posting  of  prices 
by  pharmacists,  but  the  enforcement  power 
for  these  provisions  is  placed  by  statute 
in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  Services. 

HB  282  places  a  consumer  in  a  role 
traditionally  reserved  for  the  policing 
function  of  government.   The  present 
commissioners,  who  are  required  by  statute 
to  have  been  registered  pharmacists  for  at 
least  ten  years,  are  best  able  to  evaluate 
applicants  and  police  licensed  pharmacists 
and  their  practices. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  all 
meetings  of  the  commission  have  been  open 
in  the  past,  no  member  of  the  lay  public 
has  ever  attended.   This  alone  demonstrates 
that  the  commission  does  not  involve  itself 
in  activities  which  are  of  natural  interest 
to  consumers. 

It  would  be  more  appropriate  to  place  a 
consumer  on  a  policy-making  advisory  board 
in  order  to  represent  consumer  interests. 

Finally,  the  elimination  of  one  of  the 
five  pharmacist  commissioners  would  tax 
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more  heavily  the  expertise  of  those 
pharmacists  remaining  on  the  commission.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  300 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
300,  permitting  a  patient  to  direct  the 
withdrawal  of  life-saving  measures  under 
certain  circumstances,  together  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

The  intent  of  House  Bill  300  is 
laudatory  in  that  it  would  permit  a  person 
to  die  naturally. 

Yet  in  order  to  do  that  which  seems 
natural  the  law  must  violate  one  of  the 
ancient  cannons  of  human  conduct  by 
legalizing  suicide. 
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A  mere  reading  of  Che  operative 
directive,  set  forth  below,  indicates  that 
the  frailty  of  human  judgment  would 
supplant  Divine  prescience. 

"If  at  any  time  I  should  have  an 
incurable  injury,  disease,  or  illness 
certified  to  be  a  terminal  condition  by  2 
physicians,  and  where  the  application  of 
life  sustaining  procedures  would  serve 
only  to  artificially  prolong  the  moment  of 
my  death  and  where  my  physician  determines 
that  my  death  will  occur  whether  or  not 
life-sustaining  procedures  are  utilized,  I 
direct  that  such  procedures  be  withheld  or 
withdrawn,  and  that  I  be  permitted  to  die 
naturally." 

This  task  is  made  all  the  more 
difficult  because  of  the  sincerity  and 
belief  of  many  of  its  proponents  whose 
judgment  I  do  value.   Nevertheless,  I 
cannot  support  any  bill  that  attempts  to 
legislate  at  what  point  life  might  end. 

Such  legislation,  however  controlled 
and  however  optional,  begins  to  create  the 
climate  in  which  mercy  killing,  first  by 
ommission  and  later  by  commission,  can 
become  acceptable. 

To  quote  an  advocate  of  active 
euthanasia,  "it  seems  unwise  to  attempt  to 
bring  about  major  changes  permitting 
positive  euthanasia  until  we  have  made 
major  progress  in  changing  laws  and 
policies  pertaining  to  negative 
euthanasia. " 

This  bill,  in  my  judgment,  is  negative 
euthanasia  and  is  a  legislative  step  that 
I  am  unwilling  to  support. 

It  is  true  that  the  artificial 
prolongation  of  life  is  costly  and  where 
the  patient  is  elderly  and  terminal,  there 
may  be  a  point  beyond  which  the  heavy 
costs  are  not  warranted,  not  to  mention 
the  agony  and  grief  of  the  family  and 
loved  ones. 

Perhaps  this  financial  argument  gives 
credence  to  an  article  that  I  understand 
appeared  in  the  Washington  Post  about  two 
weeks  ago  whereby  in  an  HEW  Staff  Report 
to  Secretary  Califano  it  was  recommended 
that  Medicare  and  Medicaid  payments  be 
conditioned  upon  states  passing  living 
will  statutes  such  as  HB  300.   Such  laws, 
said  the  report,  will  save  on  health  care 
expenses  for  the  elderly  by  billions  of 
dollars.   This  surely  is  no  area  for 
government  to  enter. 

House  Bill  300  seems  to  be  a  simple 
answer  to  a  very  complex  and  sensitive 
problem  which  can  only  be  adequately 
addressed  by  the  doctor,  the  patient,  and 
the  family.   To  interject  legislation  is 
unnecessary  where  doctors,  their  patients 
and  their  families  have  faced  and  made 
their  decisions  for  years  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  without  the  intervention 
of  the  state.   To  my  knowledge,  there  are 
no  cases  where  a  doctor  has  been  brought 
to  litigation  for  withholding  or 
withdrawing  artificial  life  sustaining 
devices;  why  then  is  this  law  needed? 

To  my  knowledge,  legislation  of  this 
type  is  law  only  in  California  (January  1, 
1977)  although  it  is  pending  in  several 
other  states.   I  much  prefer  to  have  this 


area  of  the  law  develop  slowly  and 
elsewhere  before  further  consideration  is 
given  here  in  New  Hampshire.   While  I 
realize  that  several  elderly  persons  have 
expressed  their  earnest  views  to  me  in 
support  of  this  bill,  I  do  not  believe 
that  their  concerns  should  be  translated 
into  law. 

This  bill  touches  deep,  sensitive 
emotions.   It  reaches  the  quick  nerve  of 
morality.   In  searching  my  inner 
conscience  for  the  right  answer  to  this 
problem  I  keep  asking,  what  if  some 
physician  or  loved  one  makes  an  error?  It 
could  never  be  corrected.

House  Bill 
529  misdirects  the  effort  which  most 
properly  should  be  directed  toward  the 
prevention  and  successful  prosecution  of 
crime . 

The  bill  totally  ignores  the  problem 
of  crime  prevention. 

We  should  be  allocating  our  resources 
in  a  way  that  will  reduce  the  number  of 
victims  rather  than  reimbursing  the 
growing  number  of  victims  we  now  have. 
This  bill  provides  financial  solace  for 
victims  of  crime  but  no  comfort  whatsoever 
for  victims  and  nonvictims  alike  who  know 
that  the  offenders  have  nothing  to  fear 
from  this  bill. 

I  sympathize  with  victims  of  crime, 
but  I  cannot  favor  legislation  that 
misdirects  the  effort  and  resources  that 
should  be  fully  devoted  to  the  protection 
of  all  our  citizens  from  crime.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  553 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
553,  relative  to  search  and  rescue 
operations;  establishing  a  search  and 
rescue  review  board  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor,  together  with  my 
objections  thereto  as  provided  in  Part  2, 
Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

This  bill,  unfortunately,  is  an 
impractical  solution  to  our  search  and 
rescue  needs  in  this  state.   First  of  all, 
it  makes  no  attempt  to  be  self-sustaining 
such  as  we  had  originally  recommended 
through  the  use  of  modest  fees  for  those 
users  of  our  forest  land  who  do  not  hold 
some  type  of  Fish  and  Game  license. 

More  importantly,  perhaps,  any  claim 
authorized  by  the  proposed  review  board 
for  reimbursement  of  search  and  rescue 
expenses  must  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury 
from  the  $5,000  that  this  bill  would 
appropriate  and  thereafter  from  any  monies 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated.   This  open-ended 
appropriation  which  could  cost  the  state 
thousands  of  dollars,  is  not  fiscally 
responsible  and  is  an  unwise  precedent  to 
set . 
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This  bill  also  excludes  the  Adjutant 
General  and  the  National  Guard  from 
participation  in  search  and  rescue 
operations.   In  view  of  the  already 
established  emergency  programs  involving 
this  arm  of  our  government  and  in  view  of 
its  helicopter  search  and  rescue 
capability,  this  omission  is  difficult  to 
explain.   Similarly,  the  governor  plays  an 
essential  role  in  emergency  operations  of 
this  nature  where  the  National  Guard  and 
its  equipment  and  capabilities  are 
involved.   Only  the  Governor  can  authorize 
the  use  of  a  National  Guard  helicopter. 

Because  of  its  irresponsible  funding  I 
consider  this  bill  much  worse  than  a 
similar  one  vetoed  four  years  ago.

I  do  so,  reluctantly,  because,  as  I 
said  in  my  budget  message  to  you  on 
February  15,  1977,  "X  am  one  of  the  few, 
if  not  the  only  governor,  who  agrees  with 
legislative  leaders  across  the  nation  that 
no  federal  dollars  should  be  allowed  to 
come  into  the  state  unless  first 
appropriated,  specifically  or  in  general 
terms,  by  the  Legislature." 

However,  as  I  have  also  expressed 
directly  to  several  of  you  and  through 
testimony  on  my  behalf  during  this 
session,  the  matter  of  federal  funds 
should  be  handled  during  the  interim 
period  between  legislative  sessions,  as  it 
now  is,  by  Governor  and  Council.   The 
proposed  intercession  of  the  fiscal 
committee,  especially  as  reconstituted  by 
this  bill,  is  an  unwise  and  unnecessary 
increase  in  the  power  and  control  of  that 
particular  committee. 

I  urge  that  you  reconsider  the  simple 
proposition  that  no  state  agency  shall 
receive  grants  of  federal  funds  unless 
they  have  been  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  such  grant  by  the  General  Court 
as  we  specifically  recommended  to  you  by 
proposed  legislation  earlier  this 
session.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  469 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
469,  increasing  the  minimum  age  for 
purchase,  sale  and  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages  off-premises,  together 
with  my  objections  thereto  pursuant  to 
Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

I  am  extremely  disappointed  to  have  to 
veto  this  bill,  but  I  do  so  solely  because 
I  concur  with  our  Liquor  Commission  that 
this  bill  will  be  unenforceable. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  minimum  age 
at  which  persons  may  legally  purchase, 
sell  and  consume  alcoholic  beverages 
should  be  21.   I  support  those  school 
authorities  who  based  on  their  experience 
sought  to  raise  the  drinking  age. 

I  appreciate  the  argument  made  for  a 
lower  age  and  indicated  my  willingness  to 
sign  a  bill  that  increased  the  minimum  age 
to  19.   It  is  my  belief  that  by  increasing 
the  minimum  age,  even  only  to  19  years, 
would  have  acted  as  a  restraint  for  most 
law  abiding  youths  and  would  have 
supported  their  families  in  their  efforts 
to  control  the  serious  drinking  problems 
of  our  youth.   It  would  have  helped 
restrain  high  school  age  students  from 
having  access  to  alcoholic  beverages. 

Unfortunately,  even  though  this  bill 
may  perhaps  make  it  a  bit  more  difficult 
for  18  year  olders  to  purchase  alcoholic 
beverages  for  off  premises  consumption,  it 
still  permits  them  to  consume  alcoholic 
beverages  on  the  premises.   In  other 
words,  this  bill  is  no  deterrent  at  all. 

I  urge  that  you  reconsider  your  action 
at  the  very  next  opportunity  and  enact 
legislation  raising  the  minimum  age  to  at 
least  19,  preferably  21.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  419 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  Court 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  419, 
specifying  procedures  for  the  sale  and 
fitting  of  hearing  aids  and  requiring  the 
registration  of  hearing  aid  dealers, 
together  with  my  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

I  realize  that  there  was  testimony 
both  in  the  hearings  and  as  reported  in 
the  preliminary  information  to  the  federal 
regulations  that  would  justify  the 
enactment  of  a  law  regulating  the  sale  and 
fitting  of  hearing  aids.   Such  a  law 
undoubtedly  would  help  reduce  abuses  that 
currently  exist  by  reason  of  fly-by-night 
hucksters.   But,  as  a  regulation  of  a  very 
legitimate  business,  this  bill  simply  goes 
too  far. 

Hearing  aid  dealers  would  be  mandated 
to  make  many  written  and  somewhat 
confusing  disclosures.   They  would  also  be 
legally  obliged  to  offer  a  money  back 
guarantee  irrespective  of  whether  the 
product  was  satisfactory  or  not. 
Furthermore,  it  would  prohibit  home 
solicitations  except  by  prior  request  from 
the  prospective  customer  or  a  relative  or 
friend  thereof  -  a  provision  which  is 
probably  unconstitutional  as  a  denial  of 
equal  protection  and,  for  the  most  part, 
unenforceable. 

Finally,  the  civil  and  criminal 
penalties  are  unduly  onerous  including  for 
the  first  time,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  the 
concept  of  punitive  damages.   This  means 
that  in  addition  to  recovering  ordinary 
damages  and  attorney's  fees,  the 
successful  plaintiff  could  recover 
additional  damages  assessed  as  a 
punishment . 

I  also  object  to  the  establishment  of 
an  advisory  council  without  input  of 
Governor  and  Council  except  approval  or 
disapproval . 

Because  of  the  clear  imbalance  of 
rights  and  obligations  in  this  bill,  I 
reluctantly  must  return  this  bill  to  you. 
I  will,  however,  support  and  sign  a  more 
moderate  bill  that  will  protect  our 
consumers,  particularly  the  elderly,  but 
without  undue  harm  to  legitimate  business.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  433 

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  Court 

I  am  returning  HB  433,  to  create  and 
provide  police  powers  for  the  security 
forces  at  certain  state  institutions, 
together  with  ray  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

The  Police  Chiefs  Association,  the 
sheriffs,  and  the  Attorney  General  all 
have  concurred  with  my  decision  to  veto 
this  unnecessary  legislation.   This  bill 
gives  full  powers  including  the  right  to 
use  firearms  or  to  take  a  life  under 
certain  circumstances  to  persons  without 
setting  forth  any  qualifications  for 
hiring,  background,  experience,  or 
character,  except  for  advanced  training. 

We  should  not  add  still  another  level 
of  police  force  in  a  community.   This  bill 
would  set  up  the  State  Hospital 
Superintendent,  Director  of  Technical 
Institute,  Prison  Warden,  and  Director  of 
Purchase  and  Property  as  police  chiefs,  in 
effect . 

The  legislation  is  unnecessary  because 
other  provisions  of  the  criminal  code 
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dealing  with  the  rights  and  duties  of 
persons  with  special  responsibilities 
gives  these  guards  all  the  power  they  need 
to  control  persons  in  their  custody  within 
their  institutions. 

There  is  no  need  for  granting  police 
power  at  the  Vocational  Technical  School. 

There  is  no  need  for  granting  police 
power  to  the  custodians  of  our  state 
buildings  and  grounds. 

There  is  questionable,  at  best,  need 
for  granting  police  power  to  the 
custodians  at  the  Laconia  School. 

The  Attorney  General  thinks  there  is 
some  reason  to  strengthen  our  jurisdiction 
at  the  State  Hospital  and  the  State  Prison 
and  to  broaden  the  power  of  the  guards  at 
the  State  Prison.   It  should,  however,  be 
done  in  a  way  to  address  specific  problems 
recognized  at  the  State  Hospital,  the 
State  Prison,  and  possibly  Laconia 
School.   But  we  should  not  grant  police 
power  where  it  is  not  needed. 

This  bill,  in  essence,  would  create 
law  enforcement  bureaucracy  of  persons  not 
trained  and  qualified  for  police  work.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  543 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  HB  543, 
relative  to  mining  and  the  reclamation  of 
mined  lands  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor,  together  with  my  objections 
thereto  as  provided  in  Part  2,  Article  44, 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution. 

In  my  Inaugural  Address  I  recognized 
the  need  for  the  enactment  of  mining 
legislation  for  our  State.   However,  this 
bill  inadequately  responds  to  that  need  by 
only  addressing  the  area  of  reclamation  of 
mined  lands.   An  intelligently  balanced 
mining  bill  should  apprise  a  potential 
mining  interest  of  the  rules  by  which  they 
will  be  governed  during  the  course  of 
their  operation  as  well  as  the 
requirements  for  reclamation  once  that 
operation  terminates. 

HB  543  does  not  give  a  potential 
mining  interest  the  ability  to  balance 
commercial  and  environmental 
considerations  before  making  its  decision 
to  mine  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
Significantly  absent  from  HB  543  are 
provisions  governing  taxation,  rights  to 
state-owned  mineral  rights,  royalty 
provisions,  and  sale  or  lease  back 
provisions,  all  of  which  are  found 
commonly  in  the  mining  bills  of  other 
states  . 

As  a  result  of  its  inadequate  or 
non-existent  mining  section,  potential 
mining  development  will  be  stalled  because 
few  of  the  aforementioned  questions  will 
have  been  resolved. 

The  mining  experts  on  our  Geology 
Commission  including  the  State  Geologist 
believe  strongly  that  this  bill  is  wholly 
inadequate . 

I  disagree  with  those  who  acknowledge 
the  absence  of  mining  provisions  but  argue 
that  HB  543  is  a  partial  answer  to  the 
need  for  regulation  of  mining  activities. 
This  piecemeal  approach  to  a  two 
dimensional  problem  assumes  that  complex 
legislation  equals  the  sum  of  its  parts. 
However,  we  should  enact  a  single  piece  of 
legislation  which  establishes  a 
coordinated  economic  and  environmental 
policy  and  procedure  on  mining  operations. 

Absent  that  coordination,  HB  543  would 
not  establish  a  firm  foundation  for 
supplemental  mining  legislation.

After  carefully  considering  all 
aspects  of  House  Bill  559,  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  proposed  reorganization  should 
take  place. 

However,  there  is  one  serious  flaw  in 
this  bill  that  must  be  corrected.   Present 
law  properly  directs  that  expenditures 
shall  be  made  from  the  non-lapsing  special 
railroad  fund  in  the  following  order  of 
priorities:  amortize  indebtedness, 
reimburse  the  general  fund  for  such 
amortization,  and  purchase  or  pay  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  railroad 
properties  to  be  acquired  or  which  have 
been  acquired. 

This  bill  changes  that  order  of 
priority  to  require  that  the  fund  be  used 
first  to  purchase  or  pay  for  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  railroad  properties  to 
be  acquired  or  which  have  been  acquired 
with  amortization  of  indebtedness  and 
reimbursement  of  the  general  fund  in 
second  and  third  position. 

This  priority  reversal  will  seriously 
hinder  if  not  prevent  the  marketability  of 
bonds  for  these  purposes  and  will  also 
delay  or  prevent  reimbursement  of  the 
general  fund. 

Furthermore,  to  prohibit  debt 
amortization  until  whenever  the  purchase 
of  railroad  properties  to  be  acquired  is 
completed  and  until  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  railroads  which  have  been 
acquired  has  been  fully  paid  for  is 
fiscally  unsound  and  impractical. 

I  urge  that  this  bill  be  redrafted 
with  this  vital  correction  and  that  it  be 
immediately  re-introduced  and  re-adopted 
under  suspension  of  your  rules.   If  this 
can  be  accomplished,  I  will  sign  such  a 
revised  bill  into  law.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  609 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  609, 
establishing  public  guardian  officers  and 
relative  to  professional  guardians, 
together  with  my  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

In  my  judgment,  present  law  adequately 
provides  for  the  protection  of  incompetent 
persons  whether  institutionalized  or  not, 
through  the  guardianship  process  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Probate  Court.   There 
has  been  no  need  demonstrated  for  this 
legislation  and  in  fact  it  was 
specifically  disapproved  by  the  Judicial 
Council  just  last  month. 

Furthermore,  I  understand  that  the 
Judges  of  Probate,  who  are  most  familiar 
with  the  present  system,  oppose  this  bill. 
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Fiscally,  the  bill  is  sound;  does  not 
establish  fixed  costs  for  the  public 
guardian  salary  or  staff  salary. 
Furthermore  the  appropriation  is 
contingent  upon  matching  federal  funds 
which  may  or  may  not  be  available. 

The  language  in  this  bill  is  vague  and 
unclear  to  say  the  least.   In  the  same 
section  it  uses  the  words  public  guardian 
and  professional  guardian  interchangeably 
without  defining  either.   It  appears  that 
they  mean  the  same  thing. 

I  have  no  major  objection  to  the 
concept  of  professional  guardians  but  I  am 
unaware  of  any  demonstrated  need  for  this 
addition  to  the  bill. 

My  veto  of  a  similar  bill  was  upheld 
by  the  Legislature  two  years  age.   Since 
then,  this  bill  was  rejected  by  the 
Judicial  Council  who  voted  to  recommend  to 
the  Legislature  that  it  be  considered 
inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  Judicial  Council  has  made  it  quite 
clear  to  the  proponents  of  this 
legislation  that  before  the  present  system 
can  be  changed,  specific  information 
should  be  provided  demonstrating  any 
inadequacies  in  the  present  system  with 
specific  examples.   To  my  knowledge,  such 
information  has  not  been  presented.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  627 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
627,  prohibiting  certain  advertising  and 
expenditures  by  electric  and  gas 
utilities,  together  with  my  objections 
thereto  as  provided  in  Part  2,  Article  44 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution. 

This  bill  singles  out  gas  and  electric 
utilities  for  the  purposes  of  restrictive 
regulation  of  advertising  practices.   By 
attempting  to  make  these  utilities 
accountable  for  their  source  of  funding 
for  advertising,  you  have  passed  a  measure 
which  will  eliminate  some  important  forms 
of  advertising. 

By  requiring  electric  or  gas  utilities 
to  conspicuously  note  the  "source  of  funds 
used  to  pay  for  an  advertisement  in  any 
form"  you  would  prohibit  our  local 
utilities  from  engaging  in  any  national 
cooperative  advertising. 

These  utilities  both  belong  to 
national  cooperatives,  contributions  to 
which  are  used  for  purchasing  television 
advertising  time  which  is  aired 
nationally.   These  advertisements  benefit 
consumers  by  bringing  important 
conservation  information  to  bear.   But  how 
could  our  local  companies  demand  that  the 
syndicate  footnote  its  national  television 
advertisement  with  a  source  of  funding 
statement. 


We  should  remember  that  this  form  of 
advertising  is  most  efficient  in  terms  of 
cost  and  exposure,  thereby  saving  the 
consumer  the  cost  of  less  efficient  forms 
of  advertising. 

In  addition,  representatives  from 
utilities  and  our  Public  Utilities 
Commission  are  hard  put  to  distinguish 
between  the  different  categories  of 
advertising  enumerated  in  this  bill. 
Could  not  "informational  advertising" 
include  any  number  of  the  other  categories 
of  advertising  listed? 

What  this  legislation  does  is  to 
permit  advertising  that  is  weighted  in 
favor  of  environmental  interests  and 
prohibit  advertising  that  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  these  businesses  operating 
under  the  private  enterprise  system. 

One  must  ask  himself  in  considering 
this  question  whether  the  concept 
contained  in  House  Bill  627  infringes  upon 
the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter  of  the  law 
of  the  First  Amendment,  to  our 
Constitution,  in  the  so  called  Bill  of 
Rights. 

I  cannot  endorse  legislation  that 
foreseeably  endangers  both  utility 
providers  and  consumers  alike.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  741 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
741,  establishing  a  study  committee  to 
determine  financing  methods  and 
requirements  for  the  decommissioning  of 
nuclear  power  facilities,  together  with  my 
objections  thereto  as  provided  in  Part  2, 
Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

House  Bill  741  would  establish  a  seven 
member  committee  to  propose  legislation 
for  the  decommissioning  of  nuclear  power 
plants.   The  measure  ignores  the  fact  that 
the  Federal  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission 
and  our  own  Public  Utilities  Commission 
already  have  supervisory  authority  over 
the  financial  capability  of  any  utility 
involved  in  the  construction  of  a  nuclear 
facility.   This  bill  would  add  another 
layer  of  regulatory  control  over  an 
activity  already  submerged  in 
administrative  and  political  review. 

The  technology  of  nuclear  energy  is  in 
its  infancy.   Plants  built  today  might  be 
altered  and  their  life  extended  for 
decades  by  future  advances  in  technology. 
We  should  avoid  imposing  the  doctrine  of 
mortmain  that  is  letting  the  dead  hand  of 
the  past  guide  the  present.   We  would,  by 
passage  of  this  bill,  be  imposing 
potentially  onerous  circumstances  on 
future  generations  by  our  action  today. 

I  would  point  out  that  we  do  not 
provide  regulation  for  the  decommissioning 
of  our  Portsmouth  Naval  Shipyard  which  has 
been  building  nuclear  submarines  for 
almost  two  decades.   We  do  not  provide  for 
the  decommissioning  costs  of  the  electric 
generating  plants  fueled  by  coal  at  Bow  or 
oil  at  the  Schiller  Plant.   This  would  be 
an  entirely  new  concept  of  government 
because  we  do  not  in  our  capital  budget 
provide  for  decommissioning  of  college 
dormitories,  forensic  units  or  prisons. 

Our  regulatory  structure  is  adequate, 
and  we  should  not  further  torture  what 
proponents  and  opponents  of  nuclear  plants 
agree  is  already  an  administrative 
nightmare. 

It  would  be  wiser  to  enact  legislation 
that  would  encourage  finality  in  the 
nuclear  decision  making  process. 

I  cannot  favor  legislation  that 
ignores  the  frustration  that  our  citizens 
have  felt  as  a  result  of  the  protracted 
administration  of  the  nuclear  plant 
question.

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VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  365 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  Court 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  365, 
requiring  a  permit  or  license  for  those 
engaged  in  the  business  of  designing  or 
installing  subsurface  sewage  or  waste 
disposal  systems  under  RSA  149-E  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor  and 
relative  to  the  licensing  of  accountants, 
together  with  my  objections  thereto 
pursuant  to  Part  2,  Article  44  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Constitution. 

This  bill  covers  two  separate 
non-germane  subjects  both  of  which  contain 
several  problem  areas.   The  original  bill 
added  a  new  licensing  provision  to  the 
sewerage  disposal  systems  statute  which  is 
drafted  in  a  very  vague  manner.   The 
standard  for  designer's  license  is  one  who 
"has  demonstrated  a  sound  working 
knowledge  of  the  procedures  and  practices 
required  in  site  evaluation  design  and 
operation  of  subsurface  sewerage  or  waste 
disposal  systems."   The  bill  then 
grandfathers  everybody  in  who  has  been 
working.   There  is  no  examination  that 
such  "grandfathers"  need  to  have  "sound 
working  knowledge"  etc. 

There  are  no  provisions  for  suspension 
or  revocation  nor  are  there  any  appeal 
provisions  in  the  event  the  license  is 
denied.   The  licensing  provision  has  been 
opposed  by  the  New  Hampshire  Society  of 
Professional  Engineers,  the  American 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Homebuilders  Association. 

A  new  non-germane  amendment  to 
substantially  revise  the  Board  of 
Accountancy  statute  has  been  added.   There 
was  tremendous  controversy  over  this 
provision  because  it  was  passed  without 
public  hearings  in  the  late  night  of  a 
Senate  session.   Several  senators 
subsequently  made  it  clear  that  they  had 
been  misinformed  at  the  time  they  tacked 
the  amendment  onto  this  bill. 

The  bill  was  subsequently  amended  so 
that  the  various  groups  of  accountants  and 
public  accountants  and  non-accountants 
reached  a  reasonable  compromise. 

However,  I  believe  that  if  we  are 
going  to  make  a  major  change  in  the  laws 
of  any  of  our  agencies  and  boards,  it 
should  be  done  with  full  public  hearing  so 
that  the  public  can  be  fully  informed  as 
to  what  changes  are  taking  place.   The 
board  also  contains  two  non-professional 
consumer  type  members  which  is  a  concept  I 
am  opposed  to.

VETO  MESSAGES  ON  HB  764 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  764, 
expanding  the  penalty  provision  relative 
to  an  overloaded  vehicle,  together  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and 
Highways  and  his  engineers  all  believe 
that  this  bill  would  create  severe 
problems  for  many  of  our  bridges  because 
of  the  impact  of  the  70,000  pound  weight 
over  a  small  but  concentrated  area  on 
three  or  four  axle  vehicles.   This 
concentration  of  weight  will  cause  damage 
to  our  bridges  and  also  deterioration  to 
our  highway  pavements. 

I  worked  for,  supported  and  signed 
into  law  an  increase  in  truck  weights  this 
year  where  there  was  a  better  distribution 
or  weight  formula  that  helped  solve  the 
problem  for  many  of  our  commercial  haulers. 

I  sympathize  with  those  truckers  who 
do  have  problems  and  need  to  carry  heavy 
material  on  smaller  length  trucks.  I  will 
continue  to  support  measures  to  alleviate 
their  problems  as  long  as  it  can  be  done 
without  jeopardizing  our  bridges  and  our 
highways. 

I  would  also  point  out  that  the 
provision  of  increased  weight  was  enacted 
without  public  hearing  and  without 
sufficient  input  as  to  the  potential 
problems  that  might  be  connected  with  a 
change  in  a  law  of  this  type. 


This  bill  covers  three  separate 
subjects,  two  of  which  are  really 
non-germane  to  the  original  bill  and  are 
certainly  controversial. 

I  pledge  to  the  truckers  that  I  will 
continue  to  work  for  and  support  their 
efforts  to  obtain  relief  from  their 
problems  within  the  framework  of  the 
ability  to  protect  our  highways  and 
bridges .

I  readily  agree  that  everyone  should 
know  how  to  use  this  so-called  Heimlich 
Maneuver.   We  might  possibly  be  able  to 
save  some  lives  if  there  was  widespread 
understanding  of  this  technique. 

However,  a  decision  to  require  the 
posting  of  these  signs  in  every  commercial 
eating  establishment  or  any  place  where 
food  is  served  on  the  premises,  goes  way 
beyond  what  is  needed  and  would  probably 
not  be  effective  in  that  the  requirement 
for  posting  signs  of  other  types  get 
posted  in  places  where  the  public  does  not 
readily  observe  them. 

I  have  talked  with  officials  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Hotel  and  Motel  Association 
and  they  are  willing  to  cooperate  in  a 
voluntary  program  to  educate  personnel  to 
accomplish  the  desired  results  of  this 
legislation.   The  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  Welfare  has  agreed  to  run  seminars  for 
this  association  in  conjunction  with  the 
Public  Health  Division  and  the  various 
associations  affected  by  this  legislation. 

We  could  be  more  effective  in  saving 
lives  using  this  technique  if  we  ran 
educational  programs  in  the  restaurants, 
in  our  schools,  and  by  voluntary  public 
advertising  messages  rather  than  once  more 
setting  up  another  sign  that  won't  be  seen 
or  read  by  the  great  majority  of  the 
public . 

For  these  reasons  I  hope  that  this 
message  of  opposition  might  be  supported.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  884 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  House  Bill  884, 
relative  to  the  payment  of  wages  to  an 
employee  who  reports  to  work  at  the 
request  of  his  employer,  together  with  my 
objections  noted  pursuant  to  Part  2, 
Article  44  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

If  an  employee  reports  to  work,  his 
employer  is  obliged  to  pay  two  hours  worth 
of  pay  irrespective  of  whether  he  performs 
two  hours  worth  of  work,  or  less,  or 
none.   This  is  an  unreasonable  burden  to 
place  arbitrarily  upon  businesses  and 
other  employers  here  in  New  Hampshire. 
Such  a  condition  should  be  handled  by 
agreement  between  the  employee  and  his 
employer  and  not  mandated  by  law. 

Furthermore,  this  bill  does  not  take 
into  consideration  the  possibility  that 
work  might  not  be  available  for  reasons 
beyond  the  employer's  control.   Nor  does 
it  take  into  consideration  that  the 
employer  and  the  employee  may  have  agreed 
to  something  less. 

This  legislation  would  eventually 
destroy  the  free  market  place  and  thwart 
the  laborer's  Magna  Carter  -  namely, 
collective  bargaining.   It  would 
substitute  the  Legislative  Hall  for  the 
bargaining  table  and  bring  to  an  end  the 
era  of  free  enterprise  in  America. 

Finally,  if  this  very  concept  is 
permitted  to  become  law,  another 
Legislature  may  very  well  see  fit  to 
increase  the  amount  to,  say  for  example, 
four  hours. 

I  urge  that  you  sustain  this  veto  so 
that  this  concept  will  not  get  started.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  1083 
To  The  Honorable  Members 
of  The  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
1083,  relative  to  time-of-day  electric 
utility  rates,  together  with  my  objections 
thereto  as  provided  in  Part  2,  Article  44 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution. 

This  bill  has  the  laudable  intent  to 
conserve  energy  through  off  peak 
electricity  consumption,  but  has  the 
unfortunate  result  of  ignoring  work  done  by 
our  Public  Utilities  Commission  toward  the 
implementation  of  such  a  rate  making  plan. 

This  bill  would  require  electric 
utilities  to  provide  an  optional  off  peak 
rate  plan,  and  also  would  require  the  PUC 
to  conduct  an  experimental  off  peak  plan 
with  industrial  customers  of  electric 
utilities . 

By  the  latter  provision,  you  have 
recognized  the  need  for  experimentation  on 
a  controlled  basis  before  the  widespread 
implementation  of  such  a  plan.   Indeed,  our 
PUC  already  is  conducting  an  experiment  for 
such  a  plan  for  residential  consumers. 
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The  Granite  State  Electric  Company  and 
New  Hampshire  Electric  Cooperative,  Inc. 
are  currently  conducting  time  of  day 
experimentation  after  having  filed  with  the 
PUC. 

This  bill  is  poorly  drawn  and  uses  time 
of  day  and  time  of  use  phrases  almost 
interchangeably.   It  does  not  take  into 
account  the  fact  that  time  of  use  may  not 
be  practical  because  of  the  fact  that  what 
New  Hampshire  does  is  interrelated  to  the 
share  generation  of  electricity  in  the 
other  New  England  states  through  the  so 
called  NEPOOL  Contract. 

The  bill  states  that  the  utilities  must 
implement  time  of  day  rates  through 
existing  meters.   This  is  probably 
impossible  to  accomplish  due  to  the  fact 
that  existing  meters  are  not  designed  for 
time  of  day  rates  and  to  change  them  around 
would  require  intensive  capital  costs  for 
every  electric  meter  in  every  home  in  New 
Hampshire . 

We  should  not  commit  ourselves  to  a 
plan  for  off  peak  rates  by  residential 
users  before  the  results  of  the  experiment 
for  such  a  plan  have  been  analyzed.   By 
measuring  the  successes  and  failures  of 
that  experiment,  we  can  better  chart  the 
proper  way  of  implementing  such  a  plan  in 
the  future.   Such  a  substantial  change  to 
the  rate  making  procedure  should  not  be 
achieved  by  a  trial  and  error  method. 

We  should  not  enact  into  law 
legislation  that  contains  inherent 
inconsistencies,  namely,  the  recognition 
for  the  need  to  experiment  and  then 
proceeding  ahead  without  the  results  of  an 
ongoing  experiment.

UNANIMOUS  CONSENT 
Rep.  Roberts  addressed  the  House  by 
unanimous  consent . 

Rep.  Roberts:  Mr.  Speaker,  I  take  the 
floor  under  unanimous  consent  because  I 
think  it  is  imperative  that  members  of  the 
House  at  some  point  respond  to  unwarranted 
public  criticism — as  distasteful  as  public 
response  may  be  to  them. 

In  a  recent  series  of  editorials  and 
articles,  the  Manchester  Union  Leader  has 
accused  me  of  having  a  personal  interest 
in  a  bill  which  I  sponsored  to  bring  the 
procedure  of  discontinuing  town  roads  into 
the  open  at  town  meeting.   Under  the 
present  law,  town  roads  can  be 
discontinued  by  local  selectmen  without 
notice  of  any  kind  to  any  of  the 
landowners  or  any  of  the  townspeople,  and 


that  can  happen  even  by  mistake.   This 
bill,  HB  1158,  was  introduced  because  I 
believe,  along  with  many  other  people 
throughout  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  that 
have  contacted  me  about  this,  that 
something  should  be  done  to  clean  up  this 
situation  which  gives  rise  to  favoritism 
in  some  towns,  abuse  by  local  officials  in 
others  and  even  bribery  and  law  suits 
throughout  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.   I 
will  continue  to  try  to  turn  that  system 
around.   However,  I  haven't  taken  the 
floor  to  defend  the  merits  of  that  bill, 
but  to  answer  the  lies  which  have  been 
printed  about  my  involvement  with  this 
whole  issue. 

This  is  the  latest  installment  in  a 
very  vicious  compaign  involving  inaccurate 
news  articles,  anonymous  letters  and 
unfounded  rumors  that  the  Manchester  Union 
Leader  and  some  of  its  employees  and 
certain  local  politicians  have  engaged  in 
for  a  number  of  years.   Slander  happens  to 
be  an  occupational  hazard  for  people  in 
public  life  in  New  Hampshire  and  I  guess 
it  will  be  as  long  as  newspapers  like  the 
Manchester  Union  Leader  are  allowed  to 
dominate  the  news  media  and  poison  the 
state's  political  atmosphere. 
Fortunately,  legislators  have  the  forum 
which  their  colleagues  provide  and  the 
procedure  of  unanimous  consent  to  set  the 
record  straight.   Mr.  Warren  Pease  wrote 
on  Sunday,  June  19th,  in  an  article  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Sunday  News,  that  I 
sponsored  HB  1158  after  Gilraanton 
Selectmen  rejected  a  request  by  my  real 
estate  firm  to  upgrade  a  discontinued  road 
for  a  prospective  client.   That,  Mr. 
Speaker,  is  an  absolute  lie.   All  three 
selectmen  in  the  town  of  Gilmanton 
recently  wrote  an  open  letter  to  Mr.  Pease 
after  checking  the  town  records.   In  that 
letter  the  selectmen  said:   Roberts 
Associates,  which  is  a  real  estate  firm, 
have  never,  have  never  petitioned  the  town 
of  Gilmanton  to  upgrade  a  road.   What 
really  happened  and  happens  from  time  to 
time  in  that  town  and  I  suppose  in 
selectmen's  offices  all  over  this  state  is 
that  I  and  other  members  of  my  firm  will 
inquire  about  the  status  of  a  town  road. 
We  will  ask  whether  or  not  it  is  near  the 
property  to  be  sold.   That's  the  end  of 
the  story.   The  letter  written  by  the 
selectmen  in  rebuttal  to  Mr.  Pease  went  on 
to  say  that  the  quotations  by  Mr.  Pease  of 
Mr.  Bickford  and  Mrs.  Smithers,  both  of 
whom  are  Gilmanton  selectmen,  were  grossly 
unjust  and  that  Mr.  Smithers'  statements 
were  blatantly  misquoted. 

I  recognize  that  people  in  public  life 
have  to  be  willing  to  accept  a  certain 
amount  of  criticism  but  I  will  not  roll 
over  and  play  dead  when  the  Manchester 
Union  Leader  and  its  hatchetmen  launch 
vicious  personal  attacks  against  me  or  my 
family.   One  of  the  things  that  makes  that 
newspaper  so  powerful  is  that  politicians 
are  afraid  to  answer  the  lies  that  William 
Loeb  and  his  hatchetmen  print.   We  have 
come  to  accept  character  assassination  as 
a  normal  element  in  New  Hampshire 
politics.   That  attitude  has  poisoned  the 
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political  atmosphere  of  this  state.   It  is 
time  to  put  a  stop  to  that.   I  offer  these 
remarks  for  the  record  and  I  hope  that  a 
motion  will  be  made  to  enter  them  in  the 
record,  because  it  is  my  only  recourse. 
If  I  were  a  private  person,  I  could  sue 
people  making  slanderous  remarks.   But 
since  the  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that 
newspapers  are  protected  and  they  may 
continue  to  make  those  distorted,  vicious, 
libelous,  statements  without  any  recourse 
by  a  person  who  is  in  public  life,  this 
rebuttal  will  have  to  do.   Now  X  will 
submit  the  letter  from  the  selectmen  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"Dear  Mr.  Pease" 

"Your  article  appearing  in  the 
Manchester  Sunday  News  on  June  12,  1977 
was  certainly  not  the  'voice  of  truth'  as 
your  paper  claims  to  report. 

"The  quotations  of  Mr.  Bickford  and 
Mrs.  Smithers  were  grossly  unjust.   Mrs. 
Smithers'  statement  in  reference  to  the 
representative  of  Roberts  Associates' 
visit  to  the  selectmen's  office  to  inquire 
about  the  status  of  a  road  in  Gilmanton 
were  blatantly  misquoted.   To  clarify  the 
situation,  we  would  like  to  quote  to  you 
from  the  minutes  of  our  meeting  of  the 
night  in  question.   May  27,  1975. 

"  'Selectmen  met  at  6:00  p.m.   Members 
present:  Robert  S.  Crosby,  Howard  B. 
Osier,  David  M.  Bickford.   All  bills 
checked  and  paid  the  same.   Miss  Helene 
Roberts  and  Peg  Palmer  were  in  regards  to 
the  opening  of  Bean  Rd.,  if  Miss  Palmer 
was  to  buy  a  house  there.   She  was 
informed  to  contact  the  planning  board  for 
a  hearing  to  see  what  actions  would  have 
to  be  taken  on  the  road  as  it  was  closed 
around  1911.   Minutes  recorded  by  Robert 
S.  Crosby,  Selectman.' 

"The  Roberts  Associates  has  never 
petitioned  the  town  of  Gilmanton  to 
upgrade  any  road . 

"We  feel  that  the  Union  Leader  should 
print  this  letter  in  the  same  position  of 
their  front  page  that  you  printed  your 
article,  so  that  the  readers  could,  in 
fact,  be  reading  the  truth  which  you 
declare  you  print  but  in  fact  deviously 
avoid.   Very  truly  yours,  David  M. 
Bickford,  David  D.  McKenna,  Elizabeth  R. 
Smithers,  for  the  selectmen  and  copies  to 
Roberts  Associates,  certified  mail,  return 
receipt  requested." 

Mr.  Speaker,  this  was  not  the  first 
nor  will  it  be  the  last  of  the  attacks 
that  Mr.  Pease  has  conducted  upon  me  and 
my  family.   And  the  gentleman  in  town  who 
happens  to  be  in  the  employ  of  the  town 
has  informed  me  that  Mr.  Pease  has  even 
gone  so  far  as  to  go  from  door  to  door  at 
homes  where  my  real  estate  firm  has  signs 
posted,  to  inquire  whether  or  not  any  of 
the  land  abuts  any  town  road  and  whether 
closed  or  not.   I  am  also  informed  that  he 
has,  in  the  past,  also  made  other 
inquiries  regarding  various  articles  which 
he  has  printed  in  the  Manchester  Union 
Leader. 

I  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  because  I  think  the  House  members 
should  understand  exactly  what  happens  in 


New  Hampshire  when  people  in  public  life 
take  positions  that  differ  from  the  Union 
Leader's  editorial  positions.   Those  sorry 
individuals  who  follow  the  Union  Leader's 
"line"  for  its  political  support  lose  that 
support  as  soon  as  they  differ  with  the 
newspaper.   They  then  have  hailed  upon 
them  the  criticism  and  lies  and  innuendos 
that  the  Manchester  Union  Leader  can  so 
well  do  based  upon  its  national 
recognition  of  being  the  best  example  of 
yellow  journalism  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  would  also  like  to 
address  myself  to  another  news  article  in 
which  Mr.  Pease  has  tried  to  make  an  issue 
out  of  out-of-state  travel  for 
legislators.   Mr.  Pease  at  no  time,  to  my 
knowledge,  ever  contacted  my  home  to  ask 
the  accuracy  of  that  article  where  he  so 
unjustly  tried  to  make  a  parallel  between 
the  reimbursement  given  to  the  Majority 
Leader  of  the  House  and  that  given  the 
Assistant  Majority  Leader  (some  $42  vs. 
$24)  for  hotel  accommodations  in 
Washington.   Apparently  Mr.  Pease  did  not 
really  concern  himself  with  the  legitimacy 
of  his  report  since  he  failed  to  mention 
that  the  Assistant  Majority  Leader,  who  is 
a  woman,  bunked  with  another  woman  and  was 
able  to  split  the  hotel  bill.   The 
Majority  Leader  was  unable  to  make  similar 
arrangement . 

Neither  did  Mr.  Pease  take  the  time  to 
find  out  that  when  a  staff  aide  and  I 
rented  a  car  and  drove  from  Lake  Tahoe, 
where  the  Council  of  State  Governments  was 
meeting,  to  Reno  in  order  to  take  a  flight 
from  there  it  was  to  avoid  the  cost  of  an 
additional  night's  lodging  at  state 
expense.   It  is  obvious  that  Mr. 
Pease — apparently  at  the  behest  or  at 
least  with  the  approval  of  the  editor  of 
the  Union  Leader — has  continued  to  write 
these  articles  without  regard  to  their 
accuracy  and  without  regard  to  the  public 
damage  he  does  to  individuals.   As  regards 
to  a  public  person,  I  understand  that  type 
of  trash  and  filth  that  they  will  continue 
to  write  in  the  Manchester  Union  Leader. 
But  I  think  it  is  unjust  and  unfair  to  my 
family  and  to  the  other  people  he 
attacks.   Although  I  sometimes  think  that 
even  under  the  very  liberal  libel  laws  of 
this  country  some  of  the  things  that  they 
say  are  libelous,  the  difficulty  and 
expense  of  bringing  legal  action  against  a 
newspaper  makes  that  a  very  impractical 
course  of  action. 

This  state  really  hovers  under  that 
poisonous  venom  that  is  pushed  out  by  the 
paper.   I  say  this  not  just  because  of  the 
attacks  on  me  personally.   I  know  the 
tragedy  that  newspaper  has  created  in 
other  people's  lives — people  who  are  the 
small  people  of  this  state  and  who  live  in 
the  small  communities  throughout  the 
state.   Those  people,  both  in  public  life 
and  out  of  it,  never  have  an  opportunity 
to  tell  their  fellow  citizens  the  correct 
story  and  they  can't,  as  a  practical 
matter,  take  legal  action. 

Let  me  conclude  by  commenting  again 
that  I  did  not  sponsor  any  legislation  out 
of  self-interest,  despite  the  charges  and 
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innuendos  that  Mr.  Pease  and  his 
collaborators  have  made.   I  have  taken  the 
action  that  I  have  taken  for  the  welfare 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.   I  have 
used  strong  language  in  my  rebuttal 
because  lies  and  distortions  like  those 
that  Mr.  Pease  and  Manchester  Union  Leader 
deal  in  demand  strong  language.   I 
appreciate  the  opportunity  that  my  fellow 
legislators  have  given  me  to  respond. 
Thank  you,  Mr.  Speaker.

Protest  and  Dissent 


The  process  which  resulted  in  the 
report  coming  before  the  House  on  the 
final  day  on  which  the  continuing 
resolution  was  in  effect  denied  us  the 
opportunity  to  give  objective 
consideration  to  the  proposal's  contents. 
The  continuing  resolution  was  passed  on 
July  19  at  least  in  part  because  of  a 
general  realization  that  responsible 
action  was  not  possible  as  long  as  we  were 
forced  to  act  under  the  constant  threat  of 
state  government  being  brought  to  a  halt 
because  of  a  lack  of  spending  authority. 
Despite  the  fact  that  the  continuing 
resolution  provided  three  months  to 
develop  and  bring  before  the  House  a 
compromise  proposal,  we  were  forced  in  the 
end  to  consider  the  budget  in  a  crisis 
atmosphere  identical  to  that  which 
prevailed  in  July.   Many  of  those  who 
relied  upon  that  crisis  atmosphere  to  help 
pass  the  budget  were  responsible  for  its 
existence.   For  example,  three  months 
after  the  issue  had  first  been  raised, 
some  advocates  of  the  fourth  Committee  of 
Conference  report  developed  a  sudden 
concern  for  the  manner  in  which  tax  rates 
would  be  set  for  municipalities.   But  the 
strongest  supporters  of  the  report  in  the 
Senate  had  made  certain  that  the  question 
of  tax  rates  would  remain  an  issue  by 
earlier  refusing  to  allow  consideration  of 
a  House-passed  resolution  which  would  have 
guaranteed  payments  of  state  aid  to  cities 
and  towns  at  promised  levels,  so  that  the 
process  of  setting  tax  rates  could  have 
begun  even  without  final  action  on  a 
budget.   Through  this  and  other 
politically  motivated  actions,  eliminating 
the  opportunity  for  a  legitimate 
discussion  of  alternatives,  a  handful  of 
legislative  and  executive  branch  leaders 
who  controlled  the  budgetary  process 
denied  our  constituents  their  right  under 
Part  Two  Article  Nine  of  the  New  Hampshire 
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Constitution  to  representation  in  a  House 
"founded  on  principles  of  equality."   The 
only  equality  for  the  overwhelming 
majority  of  members  who  were  faced  with  a 
choice  between  differing  forms  of 
impending  disaster  lay  in  the  fact  that  we 
were  equally  victimized  by  the  political 
machinations  of  a  selected  few. 

II 
The  methods  utilized  to  give  the 
budget  the  illusion  of  balance  symbolized 
the  legislature's  continuing  refusal  to 
confront  New  Hampshire's  financial 
problems  as  long  as  means  exist  to  defer 
such  confrontation  to  a  later  date.   A 
large  amount  of  money  was  "saved"  by 
either  the  actual  or  the  potential 
deferment  of  state  obligations,  such  as 
payments  to  the  retirement  system  and 
allocation  of  water  pollution  grants  to 
municipalities.   An  additional  contrived 
"saving"  of  more  than  sixteen  million 
dollars  was  achieved  by  assigning  an 
arbitrary  figure  of  four  per  cent  to 
estimated  lapses.   Even  if  this  guess 
should  prove  to  be  correct,  reliance  on 
lapses  illustrates  how  close  we  have  come 
to  the  end  of  our  financial  rope.   And  if 
this  figure  should  prove  incorrect  we 
shall  have  passed  on  to  the  next  Governor 
and  the  next  Legislature  a  deficit  that  we 
should  have  had  the  responsibility  with 
which  to  deal.   It  is  time  to  admit  that 
refusal  to  see  a  problem  will  not  make  it 
disappear. 

Ill 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  contents  of 
this  budget  do  not  reflect  our  view  of  how 
resources  should  be  allocated  and  what  the 
goals  of  state  government  should  be.   Much 
has  been  made  of  the  amount  by  which  this 
budget  exceeds  that  of  the  last  biennium. 
Such  an  analysis  ignores  the  basic 
considerations  of  whether  existing  state 
services  are  adequate  to  begin  with  and 
what  our  priorities  should  be  for  state 
services.   Instead  the  dominant  concern 
has  been  with  attempts  to  explain  how  this 
budget  proposal  represents  compromise.   In 
this  new  context  compromise  is  apparently 
defined  as  giving  one  side  everything  it 
wants  and  having  the  other  side  stand  up 
and  support  it.   In  the  present  political 
climate  even  larger  budgets  previously 
passed  by  the  House  represent  compromise 
in  that  they  would  have  provided  only 
partial  support  for  a  variety  of  critical 
services.   The  fourth  Committee  of 
Conference  report  stretches  compromise  to 
its  outermost  limit.   There  is  no  pleasure 
in  opposing  a  budget  at  this  time,  knowing 
the  tremendous  damage  which  a  continuation 
of  our  long  fiscal  crisis  would  cause. 
But  we  believe  that  it  is  certainly  no 
more  responsible  to  turn  our  backs  on 
financial  reality,  to  pass  our 
responsibilities  on  to  another 
Legislature,  and  to  participate  in  a  hoax 
on  our  constitutents. 

For  these  reasons,  we  dissent. 


UNANIMOUS  CONSENT 

Rep.  Rounds  addressed  the  House  by 
unanimous  consent. 

Mr.  Speaker,  members  of  the  House.   I 
will  be  very  brief.   Thank  you  for  this 
opportunity.   Today  the  Manchester  Union 
Leader  printed  a  quote  from  Governor 
Thomson,  which  I  would  like  to  read.   I  am 
quoting  the  Manchester  Union,  quoting 
Governor  Thomson.   "Another  example  of  the 
failure  of  the  leaders  to  cotnnunicate  to 
the  members  is  the  footnote  that  was 
removed  by  the  committee  of  conference 
Tuesday  morning  after  it  was  brought  to 
light  by  my  office  that  very  day.   I  am 
referring  to  the  footnote  that  eliminated 
in  1980  the  property  tax  relief  for  those 
eighteen  communities  whose  property  had 
been  taken  by  the  federal  government  for 
flood  control  projects.   The  leadership 
was  not  aware  of  this  footnote  until  it 
was  disclosed  by  my  office  in  a  press 
release.   Once  they  became  aware  of  this 
problem  to  the  local  taxpayers,  the 
representatives  were  aroused  and  convinced 
the  leadership  to  remove  this  onerous 
footnote." 

I  am  distressed  at  the  Governor's 
allegation  that  no  one  outside  of  his 
office  studied  the  budget  and  that  we  in 
this  House  were  all  unaware  of  the  impact 
of  the  footnotes.   I  studied  the  entire 
budget  last  Friday,  last  weekend,  as  I'm 
sure  most  of  you  did,  and  discovered  that 
footnote,  104,  late  Friday  night.  Monday 
morning  at  8:00  a.m.  I  issued  a  press 
release  regarding  the  matter  and  spent  the 
rest  of  Monday  morning  discussing  this 
with  members  of  the  press  around  the  state. 
I  did  not  at  any  time  discuss  the  matter 
with  the  Governor  or  any  member  of  his 
staff  or  any  of  his  supporters.   Tuesday 
morning  at  9:00  a.m.  I  petitioned  the 
committee  of  conference  in  writing  to 
remove  the  footnote,  104  from  the  budget. 
And  they  did  it  that  day  at  12:20  p.m. 

I  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to 
clarify  the  matter,  and  to  let  the  members 
of  the  working  press  with  whom  I  had  been 
in  contact  know  that  I  did  not  lie  to  them 
and  that  I  was  not  being  manipulated,  or  I 
was  not  manipulating  them,  nor  was  I  being 
manipulated  by  the  leadership  of  the 
House,  by  the  Majority  Leader,  the 
Minority  Leader,  and  most  assuredly  I  was 
not  being  manipulated  by  the  Governor  or 
any  member  of  his  staff.

The  first  three  changes  correct  errors 
in  the  dates  for  which  the  suspension  of 
the  matching  formula  for  old  age 
assistance,  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled  and  old  age  assistance 
and  aid  to  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  recipients  in  nursing  homes 
applies .

session.

The  change  in  section  113  corrects  a 
problem  in  the  reservation  of  funds  for 
the  water  supply  commission  caused  by  the 
later  effective  date  of  HB  596.   This 
section  preserves  the  legislative  intent 
of  section  75  of  this  act  so  that  all 
revenue  from  the  real  estate  transfer  tax 
is  deposited  in  the  general  fund.

(Rep.  Marshall  French  in  the  chair) 

PERSONAL  PRIVILEGE 

Rep.  Roberts  addressed  the  House  under 
personal  privilege. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  rise  at  this  time  under 
the  rules  of  the  House  to  be  recognized 
for  personal  privilege.   As  it  passes  from 
day  to  day  I  do  not  often  read  the  major 
newspaper  of  the  state  at  least  second  in 
circulation.   But  that  on  the  day  before  a 
newspaper  article  headlined  that  the  state 
gives  Dr.  Miller  a  pay  raise  and  from  the 
report  it  states  that  Commissioner  Whalen 
said  that  it  was  indicated  there  would  be 
a  change  correcting  the  situation  but 
nothing  was  done.   The  news  report  of 
Tuesday's  meeting  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  carried  a  report  of  a  pay  increase 
granted  to  a  Dr.  Gary  Miller.   In  at  least 
one  report  the  Governor  was  quoted  as 
saying  "Dr.  Miller  was  a  subject  of  a 
footnote  because  he  opposed  Roberts'  pet 
project,  the  high-priced  forensic  unit. 
Obviously  this  happened  in  the  Committee 
of  Conference  because  he  had  not  been  put 


at  a  much  higher  figure  than  was  set 
down.   It  was  an  overt  act  of  retribution 
by  Roberts  and  his  underlings  because  Dr. 
Miller  had  spoken  out  against  the 
grandiose  scheme  of  Roberts  for  a 
high-priced  forensic  unit."  End  of  the 
quote  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Thomson. 
It  is  regrettable  that  such  a  charge 
should  be  made  publicly  with  complete 
disregard  for  the  facts  of  the  matter, 
both  because  it  is  simply  not  true  and 
because  making  that  charge  in  and  of 
itself  creates  a  public  impression  that 
the  Committees  of  Conference  of  this 
legislature  acted  on  such  a  petty  and 
vindictive  level.   While  it  is  never 
possible  to  correct  a  distortion  made  of 
this  magnitude,  particularly  when  it  is 
made  in  the  printed  press,  I  am  going  to 
write  to  all  the  Governor's  Councilors  to 
inform  them  of  the  facts.   And,  I'm 
speaking  before  this  House  so  they  would 
know  the  facts  at  least,  and  they  will 
understand  what  really  happened. 

Number  One:  The  section  of  the  budget 
that  deals  with  the  pay  increases  for  all 
unclassified  state  employees  was  inserted 
in  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  was 
based  on  the  recommendation  made  by  the 
Fiscal  Committee  which  had  discussed  with 
the  Chief  Executive  over  a  period  of 
months  the  suggested  levels  for  pay 
increases  for  the  unclassified  salaries  of 
the  state.   The  Senate  amendment 
established  the  range  for  the  Director  of 
Mental  Health  at  $29,000  -  $36,500  as  the 
maximum.  That  is  contained  in  the  Senate 
version  of  the  budget  on  page  300  of  that 
document . 

Number  Two:   His  Excellency,  Governor 
Thomson,  appeared  before  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  to  present  his 
recommendations  for  a  balanced  budget. 
Part  of  his  presentation  was  a  list  of 
unclassified  salaries  including  the  range 
for  the  Director  of  Mental  Health  at 
$29,000  -  $36,500  minimum  to  maximum. 
And,  that  attachment  is  written  in  the 
proposal  for  that  balanced  budget 
submitted  by  His  Excellency  Governor 
Thomson  and  Senate  Finance  Committee  on 
June  1  on  page  4  of  his  document. 

Number  Three:   In  all  four  Committees 
of  Conference,  the  salary  range  for  the 
Director  of  Mental  Health  remained  the 
same  as  originally  proposed  in  the  Senate 
Version  of  the  Budget.   Far  from  being  the 
subject  of  a  vitriolic  attack.  Dr. 
Miller's  salary  was  never  even  mentioned 
by  members  of  the  Committees  of  Conference 
to  my  best  knowledge  during  my  attendance 
at  those  Committees  of  Conference.   Why 
should  it  have  been,  since  the  Governor 
and  the  Fiscal  Committee,  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  and  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  were  all  in  agreement  as 
to  the  proper  range  for  that  position  and 
many,  many  of  the  unclassified  positions 
of  the  state  personnel.   There  is 
certainly  no  objection  to  adjusting  Dr. 
Miller's  salary  so  he,  like  all  employees 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  receive  the 
seven  percent  salary  increase  which  was 
the  intent  of  the  legislative  body.   But  I 
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have  strong  objection  to  any  charge  that 
this  adjustment  made  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  the  other  day  was  necessary 
because  any  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  was  petty  enough  to  single 
out  any  individual  for  financial 
retribution  because  of  personal  beliefs. 

Now  to  prove  the  matter,  the  Governor 
would  only  have  had  to  read  the  budget. 
And  on  page  326  of  that  budget,  section  96 
includes  the  language  that  all  personnel 
notwithstanding  a  statute  of  the  old 
actions  of  the  Legislature  that  the 
unclassified  will  receive  a  salary 
increase  on  June  19,  1977  retroactive  to 
the  passage  of  this  budget  and  that  an 
employee  shall  be  placed  in  the  lowest 
step  in  each  new  salary  range  which  will 
insure  a  minimum  salary  increase  of  seven 
percent,  said  steps  to  be  determined  as 
provided  by  RSA  94:3,  provided  that  in  any 
event  each  unclassified  employee  shall 
receive  a  minimum  salary  increase  not 
withstanding  the  maximum  range  provided 
for  by  RSA  94:1 -a  as  amended  by  the 
Senate.   The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
whoever  hands  out  these  types  of  press 
releases  on  behalf  of  the  Governor  either 
doesn't  read  the  budget,  doesn't 
understand  the  law  and  never  bothered  to 
ascertain  the  facts.   The  fact  that 
Commissioner  Whalen  brought  this  to  the 
attention  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
that  we  had  in  at  least  one  instance  an 
unclassified  person  at  the  maximum  salary 
because  of  their  entrance  into  state 
government  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
action  was  at  the  maximum  salary  level 
would  not  get  that  seven  percent  increase 
-  the  fact  of  the  matter  was  that  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee  and  the  House 
Appropriations  members  of  the  Conference 
made  sure  that  the  budget  language  itself 
said  notwithstanding  any  other  former 
RSA's,  anyone  at  the  maximum  level  of 
state  employment  would  get  a  seven  percent 
salary  increase.   Those  are  the  facts. 
I'm  sorry  to  say  that  the  Governor  called 
the  Governor's  Council  together  to  single 
out  one  person  supposedly  because  they  had 
not  received  a  salary  increase  when  in 
fact  as  of  last  night  at  12:00  Dr.  Gary 
Miller  and  every  single  state  employee  in 
the  unclassified  division  as  well  as 
classified  employees  by  our  previous 
action  have  received  a  seven  percent 
salary  increase.   An  unnecessary  activity 
of  the  Council.   Something  that  I  think 
really  demonstrates  that  those  people  in 
the  paying  jobs  who  are  paid  to  be  the 
watchdogs  for  the  Governor  do  not  have 
their  facts  straight.   Something's  wrong 
in  the  executive  office  if  the  Governor 
can  allow  a  press  release  like  that  to  be 
released  which  would  show  or  attempt  to 
show  to  the  public  that  an  individual  had 
not  been  given  a  salary  increase  when  the 
facts  were  absolutely  in  the  reverse  and 
to  the  positive. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  a  gentleman 
who  lives  in  Pride's  Crossing  picks  it  up 
in  the  newspaper  the  next  day  and  it 
proclaims  that  it  is  King  George's 
punishment.   I'll  say  before  this  House 


and  before  anybody  in  the  public  that  it 
is  not  the  purpose  of  this  member  or  any 
other  member  to  single  out  any  employee 
for  a  salary  increase  when  in  fact  the 
action  through  the  Committee  of 
Conference,  and  the  Senate  Finance  prior 
to  that,  had  absolutely  guaranteed  that 
Dr.  Miller  -  at  the  maximum  range  of  some 
$39,000  at  that  point  of  entrance  to  state 
service  -  would  be  guaranteed  -  that  his 
salary  would  go  to  $40,205.25. 

Now  something  is  wrong  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  when  press  releases  like 
that  can  get  originated,  get  put  into  the 
press,  get  semi-documented  by  Mr.  Loeb 
through  his  editorial  and  that  the 
Governor  in  the  passage  of  two  days  does 
not  see  fit  to  apologize  to  this  body  and 
to  any  particular  member  that  they  attack 
whom  they  had  uncorrectly  or  incorrectly 
accused  of  creating  an  unjust  salary 
schedule.   I  really  think  it  is  pathetic 
that  the  chief  executive  is  attacking  the 
Legislature  and  individuals  within  the 
Legislature  without  first  at  least  trying 
to  document  the  case.   Those  of  you  who 
are  interested  and  the  members  of  the 
press  that  might  be  listening  if  you  want 
the  documentation  it  is  contained  in  the 
budget  itself  and  it  is  contained  in  the 
budget  in  those  sections  previously 
adopted  by  the  Senate  finance  and  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee.   I  would 
expect  that  if  there  are  gentlemen  in  our 
state  government  within  our  news  media 
there  be  a  quick  and  appropriate  apology 
to  both  this  institution  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  of 
whom  they  accused  of  something  that  never 
happened.   Thank  you.

VETO  MESSAGE  ON  HB  1191 
To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court 

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill 
1191,  making  appropriations  for  capital 
improvements,  together  with  my  objections 
thereto  pursuant  to  Part  II,  Article  44  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Constitution. 

I  strongly  object  to  the  proposed 
Capital  Budget  Bill  for  two  important 
reasons : 

1.  The  bill  is  much  to  high  and  would 
eventually  add  an  excessively  heavy  burden 
of  taxation  on  our  people. 

2.  The  bill  is  one  of  the  worst  pork 
barrels  ever  to  be  rolled  down  the  New 
Hampshire  legislative  pike.   It  contains 
many  items  which  because  of  their  inherent 
undesirability  could  never  be  enacted  into 
law  as  individual  bills. 

The  Capital  Budget  Too  High 

The  proposed  Capital  Budget  for  the 
biennium  1978-79  is'  by  far  the  highest 
such  budget  in  the  history  of  our  state. 
It  calls  for  a  total  borrowing  of 
$62,065,160.   Of  this  sum,  $31,694,514 
would  be  net  general  fund  borrowing  and 
$30,370,646  would  be  special  fund 
borrowing. 

The  largest  Capital  Budget  in  our 
history  was  passed  in  1965  under  Governor 
King.   It  amounted  to  $31,052,331.   The 
proposed  budget  which  I  am  hereby  vetoing 
is  twice  as  much  as  the  record  set  by 
Governor  King's  Capital  Budget. 

If  the  proposed  Capital  Budget  were 
enacted  it  would,  as  part  of  the  last  five 
such  budgets,  total  $112  million  in  state 
borrowing.   AH  of  this  must  be  repaid  one 
day,  both  in  principal  and  in  costly 
interest  charges. 

Set  forth  below  are  the  amounts  of  the 
net  general  fund  borrowing  since  1969.

The  high  cost  of  state  borrowing 
struck  us  dramatically  as  we  put  together 
a  recommended  operating  budget  for  1978-79. 

We  had  to  raise  an  extra  $7.5  million 
for  the  current  biennium  just  to  take  care 
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of  the  increase  in  debt  service  payment. 

If  the  level  of  borrowing  contained  in 
the  proposed  Capital  Budget  were  to  become 
law,  it  would  add  still  another  $2.4 
million  per  year  to  our  already  excessive 
annual  debt  service  payments. 

At  present  we  are  the  only  state  in 
New  England  to  enjoy  our  enviable  Triple 
AAA  bond  rating.   If  we  continue  our  high 
rate  of  borrowing  of  the  past  several 
years,  we  would  soon  erode  our  excellent 
bond  rating  and  thus  lose  the  quality 
symbol  of  frugality. 

In  July,  1973  I  pocket  vetoed  a 
proposed  Capital  Budget  of  $33,805,370. 
It  was  $5  million  higher  then  the  budget  I 
had  recommended  to  the  Legislature. 

The  proposed  net  general  fund  Capital 
Budget  which  I  am  vetoing  by  this  message 
is  $11  million  higher  than  the  one  I  urged 
upon  the  Legislature  last  March. 

When  I  vetoed  the  Capital  Budget  in 
1973  I  pointed  out  that  "a  capital  budget 
generally  finances  long  term  state 
investments. 

"This  form  of  spending  is  expensive  to 
the  taxpayer  because  the  principal  must  be 
repaid  at  heavy  interest  charges.   For 
this  reason  capital  expenditures  should 
only  be  used  for  the  most  urgent  state 
needs  -  those  that  cannot  be  satisfied  out 
of  current  revenues." 

State  government  is  like  a  family.   If 
it  has  good  credit  it  can  borrow  for 
worthy  projects  that  need  attention  in  the 
immediate  present.   But  when  we  borrow  we 
must  remember  that  the  lendor's  money  and 
its  hire  must  be  repaid. 

One  of  our  growing  fiscal  problems  is 
that  we  have  been  escalating  the  burden  of 
debt  that  our  children  will  one  day  have 
to  repay. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  vetoing  the 
proposed  Capital  Budget  as  too  high. 

II.   Pork  Barrel  Legislation 
I  am  also  vetoing  this  bill  because  it 

has  been  loaded  with  undesirable  items 

that  could  never  have  been  enacted  into 

law  on  their  own  merit. 

The  budget  does  include  many  excellent 

items  such  as: 

1 .  The  energy  savings  programs  for 
our  state  and  for  the  University  System 
building  complexes. 

2.  Architectural  and  engineering  fees 
for  a  new  state  prison. 

3.  Authority  to  receive  and  spend 
federal  funds  for  the  Portsmouth  fishing 
pier  and  for  the  Port  Authority  dock 
facility. 

4.  Funds  for  relocation  of  the  two 
Hooksett  liquor  stores  due  to  road 
construction  and  for  a  new  liquor  store  at 
the  Hampton  Interchange. 

5.  Authorization  for  the  vitally 
needed  Merrimack  Toll  House  interchange  if 
we  are  going  to  continue  our  industrial 
expansion  and  the  creation  of  new  jobs. 

6.  Funding  for  demolition  of  the 
South  Street  buildings  in  Concord  which 
have  long  been  eyesores. 

7.  Funds  for  expansion  of  our 
aeronautics  facilities,  our  park  system 
and  water  pollution  projects. 


Items  which  never  should  have  been 
included  and  which  were  persuasive  factors 
in  my  determination  to  veto  this  bill 
include  the  following: 

1.  The  Forensic  Unit.   Aside  from  it 
being  unnecessary  and  costing  $4  million, 
it  would  severely  strain  the  State's 
financial  resources.   It  is  underfunded  at 
$4  million  and  would  in  another  session 
require  an  additional  $2.5  million 
expenditure . 

What  appears  to  some  people  as  a  good 
idea  today,  would  in  a  few  years  become  a 
white  elephant  for  which  no  one  could  find 
a  useful  purpose. 

This  extravagant  project  did  not 
originate  with  the  Division  of  Mental 
Health  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  Highways.   Instead  it  was  spawned  by 
the  Office  Space  Study  Committee  and 
carefully  nurtured  by  the  Speaker  who  was 
one  of  the  sponsors  and  who  twice 
relinquished  his  gavel  to  fight  personally 
for  a  bill  to  authorize  a  forensic  unit. 
The  bill  ultimately  died  in  a  dispute 
between  the  House  and  the  Senate. 

Dr.  Gary  Miller,  Director  of  Mental 
Health,  has  on  numerous  occasions  spoken 
vigorously  against  the  forensic  unit. 

Last  May  Dr.  Miller  advised  senators 
that  "a  forensic  unit  is  unnecessary.   The 
number  of  patients  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Hospital  is  declining.   By  the  time  any 
new  forensic  building  could  be  opened, 
there  will  be  more  than  enough  space  in 
existing  hospital  buildings  for  all 
forensic  patients." 

The  Yankee  thriftiness  of  our  Founding 
Fathers  which  in  our  State  Constitution 
urged  upon  us  economy  and  frugality  should 
make  it  clear  to  all  that  a  forensic  unit 
such  as  that  proposed  in  this  budget  would 
be  a  shameful  waste  of  the  taxpayers' 
money . 

2.  The  Eagle  Hotel.   Another  snare 
for  unsuspecting  taxpayers  would  be  the 
allocation  in  this  budget  of  $60,000  to 
take  an  option  on  the  old  Eagle  Hotel  that 
is  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair  that  it  is 
hardly  worth  the  ancient  bricks  with  which 
it  was  constructed. 

Eventually  this  economic  waste  pile 
could  cost  the  taxpayers  millions  of 
additional  dollars. 

3.  Air  conditioning  the  State  House. 
I  do  not  feel  that  spending  $500,000  to 
air  condition  our  State  House  is  a  prudent 
expenditure  of  taxpayers  funds.   Our 
summer  season  is  too  short  and  the  high 
ceilings  involved  in  an  old  building  make 
this  an  imprudent  use  of  taxpayers  funds. 

Such  an  expenditure  will  inevitably 
lead  to  additional  requests  to  air 
condition  other  state  office  buildings  at 
similar  exorbitant  costs. 

4.  Keene  Liberal  Arts  Building.   I 
have  deep  concerns  about  the  wisdom  of 
spending  almost  $5  million  for  the  Keene 
Liberal  Arts  Building  at  the  present 
time.   We  have,  over  the  years,  allocated 
a  disproportionate  share  of  our  capital 
spending  to  the  University  System.   It  is 
time  that  we  evaluate  carefully  the 
relative  priority  of  funding  requests  from 
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the  University  System  in  relation  to  the 
funding  requests  of  our  Vocational 
Technical  Colleges  and  high  schools. 

5.  Vocational  Technical  Colleges.   I 
proposed  $745,000  in  funding  for  new  and 
replacement  equipment  at  our 
Vocational/Technical  colleges.   The 
Legislative  Committees  have  increased  my 
request  to  $9  million.   We  cannot  afford  a 
commitment  of  that  size  in  one  biennium. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  Legislature  in 
their  desire  to  parcel  portions  from  the 
pork  barrel  have  set  no  priorities 
whatsoever  in  choosing  among  the  various 
localities  that  desire  to  expand  their 
facilities . 

Spending  for  our  Vocational/Technical 
colleges  must  be  weighed  against  the 
requirements  of  our  important 
Vocational/Technical  high  school  program. 
I  would  point  out  that  the  high  school 
programs  are  not  in  competition  with 
private  colleges  and  business  schools  as 
are  our  Vocational/Technical  colleges. 

6.  New  Homes  for  Park  Superintendents. 
In  view  of  the  Governor  and  Council  policy 
to  eliminate  furnishing  residences  on 
premises  to  state  employees,  it  makes  no 
sense  whatsoever  to  build  new  homes  for 
the  park  superintendents  at  Sunapee  and 
Franconia  State  Parks.   I  would  point  out 
that  these  two  high  salaried  officials  are 
getting  a  proposed  special  pay  raise  in  an 
operating  budget  footnote. 

7.  Expansion  of  the  State  Prison 
Farm.   I  am  opposed  to  spending  $250,000 
to  expand  the  farm  used  in  connection  with 
our  state  prison.   Studies  have  indicated 
that  the  farm  might  better  be  phased  out 
than  expanded. 

As  I  have  pointed  out,  the  Capital 
Budget  contains  many  desirable  items.   I 
have  decided  to  veto  it  because  it 
contains  many  costly  undesirable  programs 
that  we  really  cannot  afford. 

In  making  this  decision,  I  have 
considered  the  short  range  effect  of  a 
decision  of  this  magnitude. 

More  important,  we  must  consider  the 
effect  of  our  action  on  an  unborn 
generation  of  taxpayers  who  will  have  to 
pay  off  the  mortgage  on  the  programs  we 
propose  in  any  capital  spending  budget. 

Because  of  my  overriding  concern  for 
our  present  taxpayers  as  well  as  for  the 
impact  this  budget  would  have  on  future 
taxpayers,  I  see  my  duty  clearly  to  ask 
the  Legislature  to  join  with  me  in 
opposing  this  $62  million  borrowing 
program.

HOUSE  RESOLUTION 
Honoring  Frank  R.  Kenison 

Retiring  Chief  Justice 
of  The  N.H.  Supreme  Court 

WHEREAS,  a  most  distinguished  New 
Hampshire  native,  the  late  Harlan  F. 
Stone,  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  once  penned  a  description 
of  one  of  the  most  famed  jurists  in  this 
nation's  history  as  follows: 

"He  has  the  soul  of  the  artist  and 
poet,  a  keen  and  incisive  mind,  enriched 
by  a  lifetime  of  reading,  study  and 
experience,  a  keen  sense  of  humor,  as  well 
as  a  sparkling  wit  and  a  beautiful  prose 
style,  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
revelation  of  the  process  of  legal  thought 
without  .  .  .  excessive  definition  .  .  . 
In  the  unyielding  fidelity  to  truth,  to 
right  conduct,  to  the  tolerant  treatment 
of  his  fellow  men,  he  is  essentially 
religious.  Add  to  this  the  soul  of  the 
artist  and  you  have  the  principal 
characteristics  of  the  man."  and 

WHEREAS,  Frank  R.  Kenison,  chief 
justice  of  the  N.H.  Supreme  Court  for  more 
than  a  quarter  century,  measures  well 
against  that  assessment  of  Justice  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes,  and 

WHEREAS,  Justice  William  0.  Douglas 
might  well  have  had  Justice  Kenison  in 
mind  when  he  wrote  "The  strength  of  the 
judiciary  is  in  the  command  it  has  over 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  men.  That  respect 
and  prestige  are  a  product  of  innumerable 
judgments  and  decrees,  a  mosaic  built  from 
the  multitude  of  cases  decided.  Respect 
and  prestige  do  not  grow  suddenly;  they 
are  the  products  of  time  and  experience. 
But  they  flourish  when  judges  are 
independent  and  courageous",  and 

WHEREAS,  Justice  Kenison  demonstrated 
his  sensitivity  to  the  separation  of 
powers  when  in  an  address  to  this  body 
said  "We  respect  the  power  and 
independence  of  the  Governor  and  of  the 
Legislature  in  determining  the  wisdom, 
expediency  or  desirability  of  legislation 
it  enacts . . ." ,  and 

WHEREAS,  in  Justice  Kenison' s  initial 
address  to  the  Legislature  in  1973,  he 
paraphrased  the  immortal  words  of  New 
Hampshireman  Robert  Frost  as  follows  "we 
(the  N.H.  judiciary)  have  promises  to  keep 
and  miles  to  go  before  we  sleep,  we  will 
keep  the  promises  and  travel  the  full 
distance  to  accomplish  it,"  now  therefore 
be  it 
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RESOLVED,  that  ia  the  unanimous 
judgment  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
Justice  Kenison  has  traveled  the  full 
distance  and  has  kept  those  promises.

PROTEST  AMD  DISSENT 
By  Rep.  Daniel  Healy  (Hillsboro  29) 

As  provided  under  provisions  of 
Article  24:  Pt.  2  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution,  I  exercise  my  right  to  have 
my  reasons  for  my  protest  and  dissent  to 
the  passage  of  HB  1000  entered  on  the 
journal  of  the  House.   The  following 
briefly  sunmarizes  my  rationale  for  my 
vote  on  the  bill. 

1.  The  total  amount  appropriated  in  this 
bill  makes  unrealistic  demands  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  this  state  when  evaluated  in 
relationship  to  the  benefits  to  them. 

2.  Despite  the  long  deliberations  of 
those  members  of  the  General  Court  who 
were  entrusted  with  the  duty  to  report  a 
reasonable  budget  bill  for  passage,  any 
responsible  judgment  by  its  membership 
should  have  clearly  indicated  that  was  not 
done. 

3.  In  choosing  spending  priorities  that 
are  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  state, 
the  report  of  the  committee  has  permitted 
personal  bias  to  influence  their  judgment 
to  the  detriment  of  all  our  citizens. 

4.  By  alloting  with  high  priority  monies 
to  be  spent  for  measures  of  little  merit, 
it  clouds  the  budget  in  such  a  manner  that 
there  is  no  alternative  to  the  members  of 
the  General  Court  but  to  reject  the  budget 
in  its  entirety. 

5.  Even  a  casual  reading  of  the  budget 
bill  makes  it  obvious  that  no  serious 
attempt  has  been  made  to  economize  so  that 
tax  measures  definitely  unpalatable  to  the 
people  of  this  state  would  be  the  ultimate 
result  of  the  passage  of  HB  1000. 

6.  Brevity  has  demanded  that  specific 
descriptions  of  all  unwarranted  measures 
included  in  the  budget  bill  be  eliminated 
so  that  these  reasons  for  my  protest  and 
dissent  could  be  reasonably  entered  on  the 
Journal . 

7.  No  report  on  a  budget  bill  presented 
to  the  General  Court  in  over  30  years  of 
my  service  has  prompted  me  to  be  so 
seriously  concerned  for  the  people  of  this 
state.

The  Senate  concurs  with  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill,  with  amendments, 
in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the 
Senate  asks  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Representatives: 

HB  439,  authorizing  the  water  supply 
and  pollution  control  commission  to 
implement  the  provisions  of  RSA  146-A 
relative  to  oil  spillage  in  public  waters 
and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

REMARKS  BY  REP.  ROBERTS 

Today,  there  is  just  one  more 
remaining  piece  of  business  before  the 
House.   When  the  Senate  last  met,  it 
amended  and  passed  HB  439,  authorizing  the 
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Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  to  implement  the  provisions  of 
RSA  146-A  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor.   By  amending  that  bill,  the  Senate 
made  it  necessary  for  the  House  to  take 
further  action  before  it  could  become  law. 
The  House  still  may  either  concur  with  the 
Senate  amendment,  reject  outright  the 
amended  version  by  nonconcurring,  or  ask  for 
a  committee  of  conference.   It  is  customary, 
when  one  house  amends  a  bill  sent  to  it  by 
the  other,  for  the  second  house  to  remain  in 
a  position  to  establish  a  committee  of 
conference.   Otherwise,  the  house,  which  the 
amended  version  is  returned  to,  has  either 
to  take  the  bill  in  the  amended  form  or  lose 
the  entire  bill.   "Take  it  or  leave  it" 
politics  has,  unfortunately,  become  the  rule 
in  New  Hampshire  at  times.   Since  the  Senate 
adjourned  after  amending  HB  439,  no  final 
action  can  be  taken  on  HB  439  immediately 
unless  it  is  accepted  or  rejected  outright. 
As  well  as  jeopardizing  the  legislation, 
adjourning  after  messaging  an  amended  bill 
to  the  house  of  origin  is  a  mark  of 
discourtesy  to  that  house. 

Although  I  am  informed  that  many  of  the 
House  members  connected  with  the  version  of 
HB  439  which  passed  the  House  are  in  general 
agreement  with  the  Senate  message,  I  cannot, 
as  Speaker,  take  a  position  favorable  to  the 
amended  version  on  HB  439  on  behalf  of  the 
entire  membership  of  this  House. 

Since  it  would  be  an  inappropriate 
action  today  to  take  any  action  in  regard  to 
HB  439,  the  Chair  will  entertain  a  motion  to 
lay  the  Senate  message  on  the  table  for 
action  by  the  House  at  some  later  time. 

The  Chair  will  then  entertain  a  motion 
to  recess  to  the  call  of  the  Chair  in  order 
that  such  action  as  the  House  may  choose  to 
take  on  this  matter  may  be  taken  when  the 
House  is  next  convened.

I  am  returning  herewith  House  Bill  439 
together  with  my  objections  noted  pursuant 
to  Part  2,  Article  44,  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution. 

This  bill  creates  a  new  and  unnecessary 
bureaucracy,  it  adds  four  unneeded  employees 
to  our  state  government  rolls,  it  opens  the 
door  to  the  possibility  of  double  taxation, 
it  is  unnecessary  because  work  which  it 
would  do  is  currently  being  done  well  by  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard  and  volunteer 
forces,  and  finally  there  is  a  strong 
likelihood  of  enactment  of  federal 
legislation  to  supplement  their  efforts. 
The  bill  is  poorly  drafted. 

It  will  increase  the  paperwork  on  many 
small  businesses  in  New  Hampshire  and  it 
discourages  the  development  of  storage  of 
vitally  needed  petroleum  storage  facilities. 

1.  House  Bill  439  creates  a  new 
department  in  the  Division  of  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Commission  to  study 
procedures  for  the  prevention  of  oil  spills 
from  now  non-existent  off-shore  drilling 
production  facilities.   It  enables  the 
department  to  hire  four  new  states  employees 
and  give  them  the  inspection  and  enforcement 
powers  of  a  constable.   It  sets  up  a  monthly 
fee  structure  and  establishes  a  one  and  a 
half  million  dollar  revolving  fund.   It 
allows  the  department  to  make  expenditure 
from  the  fund  for  any  and  all  expenses  of 
the  commission  associated  with  the 
implementation  of  the  chapter,  including 
administrative  expenses,  and  without  the 
approval  of  the  Legislature. 

2.  The  bill  establishes  four  new 
positions  in  the  budget;  a  sanitary  engineer 
III,  a  sanitary  engineer  II,  a  water 
pollution  biologist  and  a  clerk  stenographer 
III,  to  perform  duties  that  are  essentially 
being  performed  and  funded  at  the  present 
time  by  experts  of  the  federal  government. 

3.  House  Bill  439  creates  the  New 
Hampshire  Oil  Pollution  Control  Fund  by 
imposing  a  license  requirement  on  "any 
operator  of  an  oil  terminal  facility  having 
a  storage  capacity  in  excess  of  500  barrels 
within  the  State."  The  term  "oil  terminal 
facility"  is  defined  in  the  existing  Chapter 
146-a:2  (II)  as: 

"Any  facility  of  any  kind  and  related 
appurtenances,  located  in,  on  or  under 
the  surface  of  any  land  or  water, 
including  submerged  lands,  which  is  used 
or  capable  of  being  used  for  the  purpose 
of  transferring,  processing  or 
transporting  oil,  petroleum  products  and 
their  by-products,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
storing  the  same." 
It  is  clear  from  this  very  broad 
definition  that  even  retail  service  stations 
with  underground  storage  tanks  for  gasoline 
products  having  a  capacity  in  excess  of  500 
barrels  (42  gal.  per  barrel  x  500  =  21,000 


gal)  would  be  covered  and  subject  to  the 
license  requirements.   Since  the  bill  calls 
for  a  license  fee  of  one  cent  per  barrel 
transferred  to  such  facility  by  the  licensee 
during  any  year,  the  possibility  of  imposing 
considerable  financial  burdens  on  not  just 
the  larger  terminal  operators  but  also  the 
small  businessmen  of  the  State  is 
considerable . 

4.  This  bill  as  drawn  taxes  a  gallon  of 
petroleum  in  deep  water  terminals  and  taxes 
that  same  gallon  again  when  it  goes  into  a 
dealer's  storage  tank  in  his  local  community. 

House  Bill  439  has  been  drawn  in  such  a 
way  that  every  intrastate  transfer  of 
petroleum  product  from  one  oil  terminal 
facility  to  another,  when  such  facilities 
exceed  500  barrels  capacity,  will  be  subject 
to  the  license  fee.   In  effect,  the  bill 
calls  for  repetitive  taxation  of  intrastate 
transfers.   I  believe  the  true  intent  of  the 
legislation  was  to  impose  a  fee  on  transfers 
into  the  State  from  oil  terminal  facilities 
in  the  first  instance,  but  not  to  thereafter 
impose  a  continuing  fee  for  retransfer.   If 
so,  the  bill  would  appear  flawed  in  this 
regard. 

5.  At  the  present  time  oil  spills  are 
being  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  and  by  voluntary  efforts 
from  industry  and  other  concerned  citizens. 
Congress  is  contemplating  similar  oil  spill 
legislation  that  has  already  passed  the 
House.   The  federal  legislation  sets  up  a 
similar  revolving  fund  and  similar  experts 
to  study  the  problem.   The  New  Hampshire 
Senate  by  a  one  vote  margin  defeated  an 
amendment  that  would  have  abolished  this  new 
state  department  when  and  if  a  federal 
bureaucracy  was  established  by  Congress  to 
deal  with  the  same  problem  that  this  bill 
addresses. 

Thus,  we  face  the  strong  likelihood  that 
if  House  Bill  439  becomes  law  the  consumers 
will  be  paying  for  an  oil  spill  fund  on  a 
state  level  and  also  on  a  federal  level. 
Thus  they  will  be  paying  for  two  sets  of 
bureaucrats  to  deal  with  the  one  potential 
problem. 

As  all  taxes  are  ultimately  passed  onto 
the  consumer,  this  amounts  to  over  a  one  and 
a  half  million  dollar  tax  on  New  Hampshire 
citizens  in  addition  to  the  proposed  federal 
tax. 

6.  This  bill  is  poorly  drafted.   It 
takes  effect  60  days  after  passage  so  that 
the  earliest  it  could  become  effective  would 
be  June  25th  of  this  year.   It  sets  up  an 
appropriation  of  $70,844  for  the  last  five 
days  in  this  year  and  an  appropriation  of 
$71,821  for  fiscal  year  1979.   In  the 
current  tight  budgetary  situation,  it  does 
not  make  sense  to  appropriate  $70,000  for  a 
5-day  period. 

7.  Under  this  bill,  local  fuel  oil 
dealers,  as  well  as  refiners  and  shippers, 
must  report  monthly  and  pay  a  one  cent  per 
barrel  tax  on  all  petroleum  products  put 
through  their  storage  facilities.   This  is  a 
burdensome  requirement  and  increases 
paperwork  and  costs  associated  with  the 
administration  of  this  proposal. 
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If  we  are  going  to  set  up  a  fund  such  as 
this,  we  should  spell  out  that  the  taxation 
should  be  made  quarterly.   In  this  fashion, 
paperwork  would  be  cut  66  2/3%  which  reduces 
the  state  administrative  payroll  necessary 
to  handle  the  fund  and  it  reduces  industry 
compliance  costs  both  of  which  are  borne  by 
our  citizens. 

8.   The  bill  also  discourages 
development  of  vitally  needed  petroleum  and 
storage  facilities  in  New  Hampshire.   It 
would  encourage  New  Hampshire  petroleum 
dealers  to  lower  their  purchase  prices  by 
going  to  Massachusetts  or  Maine  terminals 
for  their  supply  and  thus  avoid  this  tax. 

It  would  encourage  dealers  to  seek  ways 
to  transfer  petroleum  products  without  the 
use  of  bulk  storage  facilities. 

At  a  time  when  our  nation  is  trying  to 
develop  additional  storage  facilities  for 
security  reasons  and  for  insurance  against 
potential  embargos ,  it  is  counter  productive 
to  discourage  the  development  of  secondary 
storage  capacity  here  in  New  Hampshire. 

For  these  basic  and,  I  believe  important 
reasons,  I  must  disapprove  this  bill.
